MEMORANDUM  for  the  Regional   director,   Region  Three: 

The  following  is  a  narrative  report  for  Arohes  National 
Monument  for  the  month  of  January,  1947: 

GENERAL:     The  custodian  was  absent  on  annual   leavo  at  Salt  Lake  City, 
Utah  from  December  27th  to  January  1st,   inc* 

WEATHER:     Snow  fell  on  December  27th  and  the  temperature  dropped  to 
1  dggree  above  zero*     The  balance  of  the  month  saw  the  nightly  temp- 
erature  range  between  1  and  10  degrees  above   zero  with  very  cold 
days. 

TRAVEL:     Travel  was  very  slow  this  month  flue  to  extreme  weather  cond- 
ttions  with  only  13  cars  and  27  people  visiting  the  area.     All  travel  was 
from  Utah  and  Colorado* 

INTERPRETIVE  SERVICES:     No  contacts  were  made  in  the  Windows  Section 
and  only  two  people  were  contacted  at  headquarters.     During  a  period  ef 
annual  leavo  at  Salt  Lake  City  three  illustrated  lectures^  were  given 
on  Scenic  Areas  of  Southeastern  Utah* 

ROADS:     Very  little  maintenance  was  accomplished  on  the  Windows  road 
during  the  latter  part  of  December  due  to  the  snowstorm  of  December  27th* 
The  road  is  paoking  well  but  is   developing  rough  spots*     Not  much  can 
be  done  on  improvement  until  our  cold  weather  breaks* 

SPECIAL  ACTIVITIES:     Two  contacts  were  made  with  officials  of  the  utah 
State  Department  of  Publicity  and  Industrial  Development  at  Salt  Lake 
City,  Utah  on  December  28th  and  30th.     Estimates  were  furnished  for 
improvement  of  present  roads  to  points  of  interest  in  this  section  and 
also  earfcimates  on  ultimate  development  of  these  areas.     A  series  of 
color  slides   irere  shown  to  six  members  of  this  department* 

EMPLOYMENT:     Billy  Walker,  Lahore r-Leadman  on  road  maintenance  was  term- 
inated  on  December  28th  due  to  weather  conditions, 

MAINTENANCE  AND  CONSTRUCTION:     Estimates  were  received  from  load   concerns 
fc:     construction  of  two  latrines  to  be  installed  at  the  Windows  parking  area 
and  for  painting  of  headquarters  area  buildings*

There  follows  the  report  of  activities  in  Aztec  Kuins  for 
January  1947. 

WEATTEK .  Cold  weather  v/ith  a  low  of  minus  9  and  high  temperatures 
ranging  in  the  upper  thirties  seems  to  have  disooura^ed  visitation, 
and  those  who  did  brave  the  weather  quite  often  found  it  too  cold 
to  join  a  trip  thru  th»  ruins,  but  contented  themselves  with  the 
museum  and  a  glimpse  of  the  ruins  from  the  museum  building.  During 
several  successive  days  the  maximum  temperature  has  remained  below 
freezing  with  trees  and  shrubs  coated  with  ice  thru  day  and  night. 
A  total  of  five  inches  of  snow  has  been  recorded  for  the  month. 


MAINTENANCE .  Th.  Major  portion  of  our  effort  this  month  has  been 
cen££d  upon  the  drainage  ditoh  in  an  attempt  to  c-ean  out  the  mud 
and  sand  that  blocks  a  considerable  portion  of  its  length.  >e  have 
tried  with  little  success  to  ram  a  steel  sewer  rod  thru  the  block- 
ing material.  The  sewer  rods  are  now  being  abandoned  and  we  shall 
try  to  use  a  traveling  nozzel  which  will  force  water  under  pressure 
into  the  lower  end  of  the  blocked  pipe,  washing  away  the  material 
at  it  is  inconntercd. 

COOPKFATIftQ  00yr3K»jrT'TAL  AGEKCIFS.  The  SCS  at  Faraington,  N.M.  has 
suggested  the  traveling  nozzel  in  an  attempt  to  clear  the  drainage 
ditch.  TSith  their  help,  of  which  they  have  given  freely  and  often, 
help  from  the  City  of  Farmington  Water  Dept.,  and  that  of  the  Azte  o 
Water  and  Fire  E>e-t.  we  hope  to  gather  together  enough  maohinery  and 
materials  to  make  some  effect  upon  this  stalemated  situation.

leather  and  Roads 

Weather  for  the  month  was  generally  fair  and  cola  with  a   few 
light   snows  mixed   in.     High  for  the  month  was   56°  and   low  was  minus 
16   •      .32   inches   of  moisture  fell. 

Foads  have  been   in  good  condition  most    of  the  month.      Only  twice 
was   it  necessary  to  plow  the   snow  off  the  approaoh  road. 

Maintenance 

The   project   of  treating  and  replacing  exposed  vigas   on  all  the 
buildings   is  about  5QjL  complete.     The  force  account   painting  and 
decorating  job  is   progressing  rapidly. 

Trave 1 

246  visitors  Came  to  Bandolier  during  January,  arriving  at  the 
area   in  72  automobiles.     69  of  these  oars  were   original  entries. 
The  road  to  3ancelicr  has  been   in  fair  condition  during   the  month. 
ITevertheless,    it   ic  belioved  thftt  many  tonafide  tourists  were   probably 
skeptical  about  traveling  this  distance   from  town  during  this  time 
of  year  because   of  fear   of  road   conditions. 

11  men   in  military  uniform  visited  the  area. 

Interpretation 

32  tours  to  the  ruins  were   conducted  with  a  total  attendance 
of  119.     The  average  duration  of  each  tour  was   1  hour  and   5  minutes. 
The  return  trip  from  the  ruins    is  being  made  by  coming  back  through 
Tyuonyi  because   of  snow  on  the  trails   on  the    floor  of  the  canyon.

There  follows  the  report  of  activities  in  Claco  Canyon  National 
Mononent  for  the  month  of  January,  1947. 

There  were  a  total  of  15  visitors  to  Chaco  Canyon  during  this  past  month. 
They  came  in  5  automobiles  from  the  states  of  Colorado  -  2,  New  k  xico  -  3.     Of 
these,  9  forming  three  parties  took  a  trip  through  the  ruins,  wh  le  six  stopped 
for  information  only*     Altogether,   they  spent   a  total  of  255  ninutes.     ouide   t  me  - 
Custodian  85  minutes,  Ranger  150  minutes,     teven  tickets  were  sold,  but  no 
complimentary  tckets     ssued.     At  the     nd  of  the  month,   there  were  approximately 
10,  288  free  two-fold  leaflets  on  hand,  and  no   sales  publicatione  printed  et  the 
Government  I  Tinting  Office. 

The  coldest  weather  in  several  w  nters  struck  Chaco  on  the  16th  of  January 
when  the  mercury  dropped  to  24  decrees  below  zero.     There  were  10  days  during  the 
month  of  sub-zero  weather.     Almost  every  pipe   in  the  Canyon  froze  —  none  of  them 
on  the  coldest  night,   and  seldom  more  thru  one  on  the  same  day.     The  warmest  was 
51  degrees  Fahrenheit  on  the  26th  of  the  month.     Besides  the  cold  weather,  we  had 
fifteen  hundredths  of  an  inch  of  rain  end  thirteen  inches  of  snow  during  the  m  >nth. 

During  the  eold  weather,   the  Trading  Post  operator  had  scare  of  the  toughest 
l.ck.     His  pipes  froze  and  burst.     He  repaired  them,  and  just  a  week  later,   they 
froze  and  burst  againt     The  other  pipes  froze,  but  by  building  and  keeping  hot  fires 
they  thawed  without  breaking. 

In  the  coldest  weather,   the  oil  stove  in  the  Custodian's  res  dence  refused  to 
function.     The  chimney  was  chang  d  so  th  t  it  hod  more  of  s  flue  and  a  temporary 
extension  put  on  it.     The  stove  was  cleaned  and  put  in  better  shape  from  chimney  to 
floor.     No  more  trouble  has  been  experienced  with  it* 

jkleven  of  the  uontk's  tii-rteen  inches  snow  fell  in  six  consecutive  days.     Then, 
the  San  Juan  County  road  trading  equipment  came  out  and  cleared  the  ro.d  no  th, 
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which  made  it  much  easier  to  travel,  ao  the  north  approach  road  has  remained  in 
fair  shape. 

The  mont  haa  been  a  busy  one  with  many  small  and  especially  inside  Jobs 
ac  :ompi"  shed* 

On  the  89th  of  December,  with  a  good  day  and  a  cooperative  set  of  visitors, 
pictures  were  taken  and  sent  to  Headquarters  as  requested  by  the  Naturalist 'a 

■  virion. 

An  inspection  trip  was  made  to  Pueblo  Alto,  and  the  area  cleaned  of  ao cumulated 
trash. 

In  the  Office,  the  floors  were  c loaned  and  waxed  as  was  the  furniture.  In  the 
museum,  the  flcors  were  cleaned  a;.xi  wa-\ed,  and  the  two  chair  a  were  sanded  and  waxed 
and  they  present  a  much  neater  appearance. 

The  paint  shop  wan  thoroughly  cleaned  and  rearranged  es  was  the  plumbing  shop. 

In  the  tool  room,  it  was  cleaned  and  then  a  substantial  rack  was  built  so  that 
the  tools  now  in  the  boxes  outside  can  be  cleaned,  oiled  and  racked.  Then,  much 
better  care  and  account  can  be  taken  of  them.  Also,  a  lumber  rack,  for  our  small 
amount  of  good  lumber  wae  conatructed.

The  most  sxtenslvs  job  hers  has  been  correction  of  the  drainage  in  the  east 
plaza  and  removal  of  the  old  excavating  railroad  grade  which  cut  this  drainage, 
urface  runoff  which  formerl  drained  into  the  great  klva  on  one  side  end  into  a 
series  of  8  rooms  and  kivas  on  the  other  has  been  collected  and  diverted  out  through 
a  natural  opening  to  the  south  of  the  ruin*  One  large  h  le  probably  dug  in 
exploration  for  lower  structures,  and  undercutting  a  portion  of  trie  front  walls  here, 
has  bsen  backfilled.

urface  drainage  has  also  eon  corrected  in  a  series  of  four  unnumbered  rooms 
in  the  northeast  ssction  and  three  in  the  northwest*   (i  any  of  the  room  numbers  are 
no  discernible  on  the  only  map  '.e  have  been  able  to  obtain  to  date  of  Chetro  -  etl )  • 

In  progress  at  present  is  removal  of  the  low  railroad  grade  between  the  east 
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and  vest  plazas  and  the  p  acir.g  of  surplus  dirt  in  lev  areas  in  the  west  plaza, 
designed  to  throw  the  surf acr  runoff  that  now  collects  there     arther  to  the 
south  ad  away  from  standing  walls. 

As  a  byproduct  of  backfilling    nd  s^aoe  drainage  a  large  supply  of  building 
stone  has  been  obtained.     -art  of  th  s  hr,a  besn  hauled  to  xUeblo  Bonito,   some 
distributed  handy  to  comtemplated  work  in  Chetro  I    tl  and  the  rest  stockpiled. 

T^sts  on  arterial*,   soil-bitumen,   soil-cement  and  maso:;ry  mortar  are  being 
continued  and  the  results  tabulated  for  the  basis  of  a  report.     Some  time  has  also 
been  spent  excmlning  and  tabulating  the  results  of  preTlous  stabilization  methods 
and  materials  In  the  Monumen  . 

In  the  coming  month  we  intend  to  start  major  wall  repair  at  Chetro  Ketl,   complete 
the  materials  tests  end  catch  up  with  the  photographic  rec  rds.

There  follows  thereport  of  activities  in  El  Morro  National  itonument 

for  the  month  of  January. 

*  i  the 

'ATHER:    It hough  the  minimum  temperature  dropped  to  26  degrees  below 
zero  on  the  16th.  we  hare  had  unusually  warm  and  fair  feather  for 
January.  The  maximum  temperature  reached  58  degrees.  Eight  inches  of  £/**>& 
were  record  d  in  three  light  storms,  accounting  for  .16  inches  of 
precipitation. 

APPROACH  RO  J)3;   The  three  light  snow  storms  which  occurred  during  the 
month  made  our  roads  uite  rough,  but  both  roads  are  passable. 

TRAVEL;   Fourteen  visitors  in  four  cars  arrived  at  the  monument  during 
this  report  period.  The  tour  of  the  inscriptions  was  made  by  eleven 
visitors  in  three  trips  and  the  total  guide  time  amounted  to  3  hours 
and  45  minutes.  Having  visitors  at  this  time  of  the  year  is  unusual 
for  in  a  normal  year  the  roads  are  blocked  with  snow  most  of  the  time. 

SI, INT HmNOR;   Two  loads  of  coal  wave  hauled  from  the  Indian  ervice 
mine.  After  two  months  delay  in  obtaining  parts  the  overhaul  job  on 
the  battery  charger  was  finally  completed.  Juniper  posts  for  a  new 
directional  sign  on  the  main  road  were  cut,  hauled  and  pealed. 

ADHINI:  TRVTION:   Two  trips  were  made  to  Gallup  for  repairs  on  the 
pidJHip  and  supplies.  Most  of  the  month  has  been  spent  working  on  the 
files  .hich  has  turned  out  to  be  a  major  project. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH;   At  10:00PM  on  the  14th  e  call  was  received  from  the 
QAA  emergency  airfield  reporting  a  forest  f»re  on  a  ridge  15  miles 
east  of  the  monument.  A  TWA  pilot  hsd  seen  a  large  fire  and  near  it»s 
edge  a  light  signalling.  A  forest  fire  ssemed  a  little  out  of  season, 
so  we  concluded  that  a  lane  must  have  crashed  and  set  out  to  see  if 
we  could  locate  it.  Our  first  stop  v.as  the  sawmill  v.here  we  woke  Mr. 
James  who  immediately  dressed  to  join  us  in  the  search.  '  hile  dressing 
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he  related  in  detail  how  he  had  heard  a  ?lane  go  over  and  suddenly  itfs 
motors  stopped.  He  even  -went  outside  to  have  a  look,  so  sure  he  wa^ 
that  something  had  gone  wrong.  From  the  sawmill  we  went  to  Cso  Ridge 
lookout,  but  found  the  mountains  engulfed  in  a  heavy  fog.  '  ith  ceiling 
zero  we  decided  that  nothing  could  be  done  until  daylight. 

Daylight  brought  little  change  in  the  weather  except  some  more 
snow  ,  but  by  noon  the  fog  had  lifted  and  the  sky  wa.-;  clear.  The  only 
new  report  from  the  C\A  was  that  the  Army  was  sending  search  planes,  so 
we  decided  tc  do  what  we  could  on  foot.  Mr.  James  went  north  from  the 
samill  with  five  of  his  Indians  and  the  £1  Morro  crew  went  in  from  the 
west.  From  noon  tAtil  dark  the  two  crews  covered  approximately  five 
square  miles  of  ridges  and  canyons  without  finding  any  sign  of  a  plane. 
The  morning  of  the  16th  wa:  clear  an*  two  C54s  flew  low  over  the  mountains 
for  two  hours.  Fresh  ground  crews  were  rounded  up  at  "51  Morro  and  M*i 
James  was  out  again  with  his  Indians,  at   10:00  AM  Mr.  James  reported  that 
he  had  found  a  Navajo  who  had  been  camped  in  the  mountains  for  three  days 
and  admitted  building  a  big  fire  on  the  night  of  Fanusry  14th  to  relieve 
a  toothache.  This  ended  the  search.  I  have  often  wondered  how  the  Navajo 
treats  a  toothache.  I  wonder  if  intense  heat  is  also  good  for  sore  feet,

Weather.  This  has  been  a  month  of  strong  winds  and  some  snow.  Precipitation 
in  the  amount  of  .55  inches  fell  this  month.  High  temperature  was  54  and 
low  6  below  zero. 

Roads .  Although  road  improvement  was  promised,  after  the  first  of  the 
year,  by  the  State  Highway  Department,  none  has  materialized.  All  roads 
are  very  rough  and  visitors  are  again  becoming  discouraged  from  making 
the  52  mile  round  trip  to  the  monument. 

Travel.  Visitation  figures  show  a  slight  increase  over  the  previous 
month  of  December.  Instate  visitors  numbered  54  and  outstate  visitors  18* 
There  were  a  total  of  20  ears  with  Instate  numbering  15  and  outstate  5. 
Most  visitors  are  deeply  interested  in  the  mission  and  Indian  ruins  and 
plan  to  make  a  return  trip  this  summer  when  they  can  stay  longer. 

Guide  and  Contact  Service.  A  total  of  72  visitors  were  conducted  through 
the  ruins  on  20  guided  tours.  The  average  time  spent  by  each  party  was 
55  minutei.  Total  contact  time  of  18  hrs,  50  mlns. 

Maintenance  and  administration.  The  old  refrigerator  was  taken  to 
Albuquerque  for  repairs.  The  repair  shop  personnel  informed  me  that  it 
would  take  some  time  to  obtain  the  necessary  parts  but  eventually,  they 
promised,  they  would  have  it  in  good  working  order.  Aork  continued  on 
minor  restoration  jobs  on  the  walls  of  the  mission.  New  drainage  pipes 
were  installed  in  the  kitchen  sink  to  replace  the  old  cloged-up  one 
end  it  is  now  in  perfect  working  condition.

~'.\"":   :.     Tho  '.rather  for  this  report  period  has  Ijcc::  vary  cold*     Thl  new 
year  greeted  us  with  a  cold  snap  that  lasted  nearly  two  weeks*     During  this 
tine,  the  theroneter  dipped  way  below  aero  at  night,  and  during  the  day, 
the  temperature  didn't  rise  above  32  degrees. 

RAVEL.     One  hundred  ten  persons  in  thirty-two  cars,  visited  this  area  during 
this  report  period.     Tov  nine  days  during  the  coldest  part  of  the  cold-wave, 
there  were  no  visitors  bravo  enough  to  face  the  cold  northeast  wind. 

T  ?;  :.  .:V  I  r  TRAVEL.  The  records  show  tbd  travel  fi.-ures  for  Ja.arry,  1946 
to  be:  Cars,  L4;  Visitors,  37.  Compered  to  this  year,s  figures,  travel  has 
greatly  increased. 

R0AD3.     Both  monument  and  approach  roads  are  dry  and  rough.     Little  can  be 
don©  with  them  until  spring. 

ACT IV TTIgS.     This  report  period  has  boon  most  aggravating  -  the  "Sia  -;  ads" 

struck  a  sour  note.  The  new  year  brought  a  northeast  wind  which  was  bitterly 
cold  -  this  caused  the  temperature  to  drop  way  below  zero  and  it  stayed  there 
for  nine  days.    The  cold  wave  lasted  nearly  two  weeks. 

The  cold-wave  froze  up  the  water  line  leading  to  the  custodian's  residence 
and  todate  it  is  still  frozen.     Stupidity  on  our  part,  assumed  that  the  water 
line  had  been  properly  attended  to.     When  the  water  stopped  flowing,  the  2300 
foet  of  line  was  walked,  and  it  was  discovered  that  1500  feet  in  the  middle 
was  uncovered.    The  five  foot  deep  trench  was  filled  with  snow  and  ice. 
Several  hours  during  the  warmest  part  of  the  day  was  devoted  to  removing  this 
four  inch  cake  Of  snow  and  ico  in  the  trench.    The  water  line  was  exposed  in 
many  places.     Only  300  feet  were  uncovered  and  then  another  snow  ruined  the 
project. 

Water  has  been  obtained  from  JJosoa  Spring  in  ~iilk  eans.    The  flow  at 
Mosea  Spring  is  getting  low  and  the  next  resort  will  be  Mooca  Creek.     At  any 
rate,  when  the  water  lino  thaws,  we  will  know  Spring  is  here. 

The  before  mentioned  northeast  wind  blew  down  tho  flag  pole  and  drifted 
snow  thru  the  windows  (frames)  on  the  east  side  of  the  residenoe.    The  heating 
system  during  this  cold-wave  was  inadequate. 
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Attention  was  turned  from  th?  wntor  pipe  to  trying;  to  koep 

the  house  warm.     Window  frames  were  weather-stripped  and  puttied  in. 
Consideration  was  Given  to  converting:  the  oil  heator  In  the  basement  into 
a  temporary  furnace. 

A  metal  hood  was  built  in  Alamosa  and  installed  with  two  pipes  leading 
to  openings  in  the  front  hall  and  dining  roam.     This  temporary  measure  has 
riven  some  greatly  noeded  relief  from  the  cold, 

Ths  flag  pole  was  rosoti  desired  information  was  obtained  in  records 
to  airfield  sit  an  Luis  Valley;  and  posted  bids  for  gasoline  in

Weather  On  January  2  we  received  2|-  inches  of  snow  whieh  lay  on  the 
ground  for  several  days. 

Administration  This  January  has  brought  one  and  a  half  times  as  many 
visitors  as  we  had  a  year  ago*   In  addition  to  visitor  contacts  we 
attended  to  our  annual  equipment  inventory  and  report  of  items  re*

TRAVEL

Camping  has  taken  a  bitJ  jump  with  154  people  this  month  with  some  stays 
over  20  days*  Need  for  camping  facilities  is  becoming  urgent  so  that 
it  may  b  control ed  to  a  greater  extent* 

January  seems  to  have  been  one  of  the  busiest  months  we  have  ever  had 
but  little  accomplishment  shows.  Visitors  take  up  one  man's  entire  time 
and  patrols  are  oeing  made  as  time  allows*  Several  14  nd  16  hour  days 
were  put  in  to  keep  things  current* 

jne  trap  was  made  to  Fhoenix  on  Jan*  5  in  connection  with  surplus 
property*  Anotner  trip  to  JFhoenix  was  made  on  Jan  15th  to  ate  t  Associate 
Regional  Director  scoyen  to  stee0>.ten  out  e,razin0  matters* 
Two  days  were  spent  in  Tucson  on*  official  business* 

Another  serious  problem  has  come  up  this  month  with  the  outbreak  of 
hoof  end  mouth  disease  in  Mexioo*  5000  head  of  cattle  are  being  moved  in 
along  our  unfenced  border  from  the  interior  of  Mexico  so  we  oen  safely 
say  that  our  gracing  will  increase  by  4000  head  soon  and  all  subject  to 
disease  which  can  be  spread  into  our  wildlife.

INSPECTIONS.     Archeelogist  Dale  King  was  in  en  December  27.     Regional 
Forester  Carlsen  stayed  with  us  from  the  18th  te  21st,  geing  ever  fire 
pretectien  and  forestry  problems.     Unefficial  visits  were  made  by  Art 
Themas,  ef  Bandelier  on  the  4th  and  25th,  and  by  Custedlan  Ceeke,   ef 
Chiricahua,   en  the  5th  and  13th.

TRAVEL  AND  INTERPRET IVIJ  raHVICBS.     Travel  to  this  meaumeat  exactly  doub- 
led  over  that  of  December,  v/ith  six  visitors  to  3pare.     A  total  of  2256 
persoas  eatored  the  monument,   arriving  la  705  cars   (and  one  party  of  six 
via  horseback,  from  a  Dude  Ranch  eight  miles  away).     Visitors  from  41 
states,  Alaska,  Caaada,  and  Now  Zealand  were  registered. 

Interpretive  service  wee  readered  711  persoas,   ia  209  parties,  who 
etopped  at  the  Headquarters;  forty-five  and  eae-third  hours  v/as  speat  ia 
contact  work.     Visitor  contact  was  Maintained  on  30  of  the  31  days;  at 
times  this  record  was  due  to  voluntary  help  of  the  Custediaa's  wife, 
when  she  remained  home  to  contact  visitors,  leaving  the  Ranger  and  Cust- 
odian free  for  other  work. 

The  most  frequent  complaint  of  visitors  this  past  month  has  been  to 
the  effect  that  they  cannot  find  overnight  accomodations  in  the  city  of 
Tucson.     It   is  believed  that  our  travel  would  have  showa  many  more  peo- 
ple if  they  had  been  able  to  renain  in  town,  as  past  records  from  1940 
and  1941  show  that  our  2256  visitor  count   is  below  past  January  figure* • 
The  custodian,   in  attmpting  to  obtain  reservations  for  Mr.  Carlson  and 
Custodian  Bicknell  called  at  every  hotel  in  town,  and  over  30  tourist 
courts,  plus  an  hour  spent  on  the  telephone  -  aad  no  reservations.     Se«e 
of  the  hotels  will  not  accept  reservations  before  April,   others  late  in 
February. 

RANG,        :3VIC5.     Considerable  time  has  been  spent  In  attempting  to  find 
a  qualified  local  man  for  short-term  employment  as  a  Temporary  Ranger. 
Due  to  the  fact  that  funds  are  available  for  only  a  month  and  a  half, 
only  one  man  has  been  found  who  will  accept  the  position,  and  he  is  not 
a  veteran,  although  otherwise  well-suited.     It  had  been  planned  to  space 
this  employment  from  about  February  10  or  15  until  the  funds  were  ex- 
pended,   in  order  to  allow  the  Ranger  and  Custodian  to  work  together  on 
pre-f ire-season  projects ,  and  to  enable  the  Ranger  to  learn  the  monument 
areas  before  the  fire  season. 

'VILDLIFE  ACTIVITIES.     v¥e  seem  to  have  a  great  increase  of  Javeline  in 
the  cactus  area  since  this  custodian  left  here  in  1942.     Several  parties 
of  visitors  reported  encountering  herds  of  these  pigs,  and  more  have  been 
seen  by  monument  personnel  than  in  the  years  before  the  war.     Coyotes  are 
noticeably  less  numerous  than  in  November,   and  foxes  are  encountered  al- 
most daily. 

On  January  18  Ranger  Fulton  and  Custodian  jSgormayer  attended  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Arizona  Wildlife  Federation.

Visitor  Statistics;    2122  people  arrived  in  641  cars  from  40  states, 
Washington  D.C., Canada  and  Alaska.   53£.5  hours  of  service  were  Riven   these 
visitors  by  Custodian  Gipe  and  Ranger  Bull. 

Folks  seemed  unusually  well  pleased  with  their  trips  to  the  Ruins  and  kuseum. 
One  woman  did   suggest  that  the  ilusaura  could  be  improved, wonder  where  she  got 
that  idea? 

Park  Service  Officials;  Naturalist  Dale  iiing  came  in  on  January  10, 
st- ying  until  the  next  af ternoon. , e  had  not  seen  Dale  for  a  long  time  and  not 
only  was  Association  business  discussed  at  length  but  old  friends  and  old  times 
were  brought  to  mind. 

Regional  Forester  Carlson  arrived  January  16, leaving  the  next  afternoon  and  we 
had  a  chcnce  to  get  better  acquainted  as  business  details  were  gone  over.  Mr. 
Carlson  had  not  been  to  Tonto   since  our  first  year  here

since,   b"unny  days  most  of  the   time* 

general :    The  very  cold  weather  this  month  has  keot  the  wood-wagon  on 
the  go  most  of  the  time. 

A  number  of  trips  were  made  to  Globe.   The  float  assembly  in  the  flush  tank  gave 
out  and  a  hurried  trip  was  made  for  a  new  one. 

The  long  lost  drums  of  propane  were  finally  located  in  Clarkdale, brought  to  Globe 
and  two  trips  were  made  to  haul  them  to  Tonto.  r'ropane  was  purchased  locally 
while  waiting  for  them  and  those  were  hauled  in  the  Tonto  pickup.

Monument  for  the  month  of  January,   1947: 

W&flK£R  CONDITIONS:  Precipitation  was  .51.  12  days  were  cloudy, 
seven  part  cloudy,  with  considerable  bitterly  cold  ■  indy  weather. 
Maximum  temperature  was  79  on  December  25,  minimum  was  20  on  December  5. 

U  'JNTEN  -NCt:     Routine  accomplished,   including  half  day  spent  on  repair 
and  adjustment  of  phonograph  for  mass  diorama. 

INTa'-'HRttTIVE  aafiTICjjS;      1,778  Tisitors  went  on  243  guided  trips  through 
the  mission  grounds  and  the  one  third  of  the  church  rhieh  is  safe  to 
enter,  receiving  an  average  of  33.78  minutes  oer  trio.     2,692  visitors 
reoeived  combined  Information  and  Interpretation  Service  in  the  museum 
lobby,    oatio  garden,   and  view  room.   2,610  persons  visited  the  museum. 

DECREASE  OR  DECRB-U3I  IN  TRdt'iL.:        2,792  visitors,   in  771  cars,   came  to 
Tumacacori.     This  is  by  far  the  highest  January  travel  in  monument 
records,   and  is  the  third  highest  monthly  travel  record  we  have  ever  had. 

Some  interesting  travel  figures  for  comnarison  were  obtained  from 
the  Border  Patrol,  vhich  has  a  temoorary  station  on  the  highway  between 
Tumacacori  and  Nogales  to  check  all  north  bound  traffic.      At  this  spot 
on  the  highway  they  figure  north-bound  traffic  is  approximately  e  ual 
to  south-bound  traffic.     Checking  for  eight  hours  daily,  January  13  to 
January  17  inclusive,   the  Border  Patrol  counted  497  north-bound  oars, 
with  1,297  persons.       During  the  same  period  Tumacacori  received  97 
cars,  with  327  visitors.     If  you  double  the  Border  Patrol  figures,  to 
get  both  north  and  south  traffic,   it  still  v  orks  out  that  Tumacacori 
gets  about  12g£  of  the  highway  travel  as  monument  visitors,   for  the 
period  indicated.      3o  it  can  safely  be  assumed  the  old  mission  is  a 
major  attraction.

INSPECTIONS:     December  31  -  associate  Naturalist  Dale  S.  King  arrived 
to  apply     thp   official  stethoscope  to  the  heart  and  lungs  of  our  inter- 
pretive program.     He  left  tho  following  day,  but    *as  in  again  on  January 
6,   and  out  again  on  the  8th. 

NOTORIETY:     The  December  28  issue  of  the  Saturday  Eyening  Post  carried 
Oren  Arnold's  article  "  I  hunt  Ghost  Gold."     Of  course  he  mentioned 
twice  the  hidden  treasures  of  Tumacacori,   and  many  tourists  have  been 
anxious  to  learn  all  about  them.     The  staff  here,   unfortunately,   does 
not  have  as  replete  a  fund  of  treasure  knowledge  as  Mr.    gmold,   and  had 
to  confess  we  did  not  kno~<r  about  tbe  treasure's  existence. 

\CCID,iJrr3:     On  January  21  a  middle- aged  Tvoman  visitor,   accompanying 
the  oustodian  and  some  other  visitors  as  they  left  the  vie— roan  and 
stepped  into  the    i.reade  of  the  museum     hich  faces  the  old   church,     had 
a  fall.     There  is  one  very  low  step,   and  she  did  not   see  it.    -he  fell 
flat  on  her  faee,   and  was  pretty  badly  shaken  up,   but  declared  later 
she  had   sustained  no  real  injury.

Following  is  the  monthly  narrative   report  for  Tuzigoot   National  Monument 
for   January,   1947. 

Visitor  Totals     By  coincidence,   187  cars— exactly  the  same  number  as  last 
month — broufht   52  people  less  than  in   December,   tut   totalled  a    remarkably 
high  580,   none  the  less.     ""Fa  are   still  beating  the   1941  totals.      Jan., 1941 
brought  508  visitors. 

Guide  and   Contact  Service;     Dospite  the  digging  of  1200  feat  of  ditch  for 
the  laying  of  the  new  pipeline  fraction,  the  laying  of  the  first  400  feat 
of  line,   and  the  damping  of  several  additional  breaks  in  the  old  line 
(vhieh  froze  up  for  tvo  days),  all  of  -p-nich  took  the  efforts  of  all  hands 
on  many  occasions,   visitor  contact  vork  was  maintained  almost  uninterrupted 
throughout  January.        Since  the  pipe   line   lies  within   sight  of   the  Monument 
and  the  Monument  approach  road,   the  Custcidian  and  Ranger  *tjuld  vatch  for 
automobiles  and  hustle   out  after  them.      After   shoving  the  visitors  the  place, 
we  vould  hustle  right  back  and  start  shoveling  and  picking  again.

Special  Visitors:   Jan  13  brought  a  visit  from  Naturalist  Dale  S.   King, 
Region  Three.     General  Monument  plans  aid  prospects  were  discussed,  and 
details  for  the  establishment  of  a   fact  file  on  5x7  cards  were  taken  up. 
Fact  file  material  is  now  included  in  the  Tuzigoot   general  file. 
On  Jan. 25,    Custodian  and  iJrs.   Townsend  of    *¥tec  National   Monument  and 
their  two  children  visited  Tuzipoot  for  the  first  time,     ^e  T»ere  delighted 
to  make  their  acquaintance  and  have  the  chance  to  try  selling  them  on  the 
Verde  ValV  y. 

Stabilization  and  fthfntenancet       Ranger  Richert  and  Stanley  Jackson,   laborer, 
found  their  hands  full  with  a   stabilization   job  that  almost  got   out   of  hand 
in  the  top  rooms  cf  Unit   III  near  the  citidal.      Deep  undercutting   of  the 
walls  of  several  rooms  had  rendered  the  masonry  dangerous.     1,rhen   the  wall 
supporting  the  ruins  walk  in  Room  4  was  tackled,  the  bottom  section  of  some 
10  cubic  feet  Bell  out  and  Jackson  narrowly  escaped  injury  vhen  he  was  pelted 
by  rocks.     The  wall  interior  turned  out  to  be  loose  fill  and  (rather  oddly) 
remnants  of  floor  detritus   still   stratified       The  ruins  top  path  was  immediately 
closedto  visitors,   and  after  two  days  of  work,  the  path  re-opened  the  25th.

Preparatory  to   carrying  out   steti ligation  *.ork  in  the  rest  of  Unit   Til, 
the  large  number  of  rartates  and  manos   stored  in  these  rooms  -was  removed, 
leaving  only  a  pnir  of  mano-metate   sets  in  each  room*      The  rest,   mostly 
manos,  were  stored  at  the  museum  after  cleaning* 

Adobe   for  nail  pointing  is  mm  beinr  mixed  with  a   ratio  of  4  to  1   of 
oement.      Three  ounces  of  red  cement  pigment  is  mixed  -rith  each  wheel-barrow 
of  adobe-cement,  and  the  result  has  been  a  fairly  close  match  to  the 
original  pointing  (also  a  stabilized  adobe)  applied  by  the  excavators 
extensively  throughout  the  ruins.     The  only  permanent,   or  serai -permanent 
stabilization  must  be  effected  with  stabilized  adobe  pointing  in  this 
manner.      It  is  now  too  late  to  attempt  permeations  and   sprays  of  solidifying 
compounds  in  almost  every  case. 

Maintenance  other  than   stabilization   included  a  return  visit  of 
"Mehetabel",  the"  D.I.  pickup  to  the  Ford  Garage  at  Cottonwood  for  a 
re-do  on  her  wiring   system  and  a  replacement  of  a  window  which  cracked 
due  to  causes  unknoim  sometime  during  the  past  two  years.     No  charge 
was  made  for  the  extensive  wiring  job,   since  the  job  was  done  last  month 
by  the  same  garage  unsatisfactorily. 

Due  to  an  unanticipated  drying-up  of  the  contractor^   supply  source, 
only  400  feet  of  2-inoh  galvanized   steel  pipe    /as   delivered  this  month 
on  the  contract  for  1200  feet,      ifeanwhile,  we  had  worked  like  bats  to 
uncover  the  1200  feet  of  old  line  in  order  to   get  the  job  done  as   soon 
as  the  pipe  was  delivered.     Result  was,  a  cold   snap  froze  the  old  pipe 
solid  for  two  clays  (thereby  stopping  the  leaks   for  the   first  time  in 
six  years),   and  water  was  hmuled  to  the  Monument.        The  400  feet  of  pipe 
available  was  oonnected  and  laid  by  mid-month.        Delivery  of  the  balance 
of  pipe  is  expected  the  middle  of  the  next  month  or  before,   and  the  job 
will  be  finished  as  soon  as  it  is  on  the  feround.     As  the  new  line  is  cut  in, 
a  cleaning  compound  will  be  placed  in  the  pipe,    and  an  attempt  will  be  made 
to   flush  out  the  whole  line  and  so  improve  the  quality  of  water  reaching 
the  'Monument. 

The  thanks  of  all  hendB  at  Tuzigoot   go  to  Region  Three  for  the 
splendid  cooperation  we  received  during  the  emergency  of  the  breaking 
of  the  pipeline,  and  the  immediate  aid  that  was  rendered  by  wire  and 
telephone  in  placing  the  contract  and  getting  the  materials  on  the 
spot  there  it  vac  needed  in  the  shortest  possible  time        It  is  really 
great   for  us  in  the  "field"  to  knov  our   friends  in  Region  Three  can 
go  to  bat   for  us  so  effectively  on  short  notice  Then  an  emergency  like 
this  ooours.

Travel!  "While  tra-rel  shows  no  increaffe  over  that  of  January,  1946,  there 
has  been  a  sharp  decrease  compared  to  last  month*  Most  business  men  report 
this  condition,  remarking  that  there  is  a  decided  sluisp  in  travel  for  a 
week  or  so  after  each  snow  storm  in  the  Flagstaff  region* 

leather i  Exceptionally  clear  and  warn  days  prevseled  during  most  of  the 
month*  Precipitation  amounting  to  less  than  two  tenths  of  an  inch  fell 
in  the  form  of  snow*  With  the  precipitation  below  normal  the  prospects 
for  cattlemen,   farmers  and  those  of  us  irxo  drink  water  are  not  too  bri-rht. 

Roads t  The  road  maintenance  job  started  early  in  November  was  terminated 
on  December  81*   Che  hesitates  to  say  that  any  job  of  this  nature  is  com* 
plete,  since  so  much  remains  to  be  done*  To  those  of  us  who  drove  the  old 
road  it  is  a  highway*  Additional  rook  removal  on  the  Sunset-Wupatki  road 
is  a  "must"  before  the  coming  travel  season* 

Approach  Roads t  Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Arisona  Highway  Department 
tne  grading  at  the  new  entrance  was  completed  on  the  7th.  This  and  the 
carved  entrance  sign  furnished  by  the  Don's  Club  make  for  a  more  attractive 
approach  to  the  Monument  on  Highway  89* 

Special  Aotivitiest  An  epidemic  of  "gold  fever"  seems  to  be  in  the  making* 
During  the  raet  month  two  parties  have|*sked  for  directions  to  old  mini  fig/ 
claims*  James  D*  Beard,  a  local  business  man,  has  filed  claim  and  plans 
to  prospect  the  Lost  Padre  Wine  on  the  southern  slope  of  Doney  Crater* 
His  claim  was  investigated  to  make  eertain  that  it  did  not  include  any 
of  the  Monument*  Actually  the  Lost  Padre  IflLne  has  a  history  that  ties  in 
with  IfupatldL  Ihxln.  The  late  Ben  Doney  was  looking  for  a  Spanish  mine  in 
a  red  hill  at  the  base  of  a  blue  mountain-  he  had  a  map*   The  presence  of 
a  fireplace  in  the  present  register  room  at  Tfapatki  and  the  discovery  of 
burials  near  the  ruin  whioh  he  consider  those  of  white  men  convinced 
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him  that  the  Spanish  priests  had  lived  in  the  room*  While  he  had  quite  a 
number  of  claims  in  this  vioinity,  he  felt  that  the  "blowhole"  in  Doney 
Crater  was  the  oollapsed  entranoe  to  the  mine*  To  date  it  has  not  been 
proven  and  no  mineral  value  produced. 

At  the  request  of  I)r*  Colton  I  accompanied  a  party  from  the  Kuseum 
of  !.  or  them  Arizona  to  investigate  a  report  of  dinosaur  tracks  near  Garble 
Lodge  at  kavajo  Bridge*  T«nat  tor.  r.reen  considers  to  be  tracks  appear  more 
like  the  impressions  of  "mud  oonoretions"  which  occur  in  similar  levels 
of  the  ioenoopi  formation  at  ftupatki*   The  discovery  will  be  investigated 
by  competent  geologists  from  the  Museum  later  this  year. 

The  custodian  made  two  trips  to  Grand  Canyon  to  obtain  surplus 
property,   the  most  important  items  being  two  #KN  generators* 

Water  Supplyt  Spring  flow  measurements  reveal  that  fiupatki  Spring  has 
increased  to "758  g*?*d*.  whioh  is  Zoo  gallons  more  than  last  month*  Heiser, 
on  the  other  hand,  measures  2107  g*p*d*   or  100  gallons  less  than  last 
month*  Heiser  spring  has  been  cleaned  thoroughly  and  a  more  weatherproof 
covering  installed,  but  to  date  there  has  been  no  increased  flow* 

Wildllfet   Two  factors  affecting  wildlife  in  the  area  surrounding  the 
I  E£  555t  hftVt  beer,  observed:    ffcMl**|    of  one  of  the  few  water  LwlM  arid 
the  continuation  of  the  coyote  poisoning  program*  As  a  result  of  difficulty 
between  two  permittees  on  the  National  Forest*  Ar  owhead  Tank  lias  been 
fenced.  This  is  one  of  the  very  few  reliable  sources  of  water  for  wildlife 
along  the  southern  boundary  of  the  I  onunent.   The  loss  of  this  water  at 
present  will  not  seriously  affect  the  antelope.   It  is  hoped  that  we  can 
persuade  Bert  Babbitt  to  open  the  fence  after  the  stook  move  off  this  spring* 
In  the  future  -this  diffioulty  will  probably  not  arise,  since  the  Forest 
Service  does  not  plan  to  continue  **r.  Kirby's  permit. 

The  coyote  poisfcning  program  is  in  full  operation  aain.   One  seldom 
hears  a  coyote  now.  Actually  the  fellow  who  is  doing  the  work  is  not  in 
favor  of  the  use  of  poison  and  feels  that  it  is  an  indiscriminate  way  to 
kill,  but  he  has  to  make  a  living* 

NFS  Visitors!   The  only  official  visitors  we  had  during  the  month  were 
Ranger  and  ^rs*  Aubuohon  of  IKalnut  Canyon,  accompanied  by  their  daughter. 
Katuralist  King  was  in  Flagstaff  where  we  discussed  various  problems  with 
him.  Incidentally,  he  did  some  very  nice  public  relations  work  for   the 
National  Park  Service  with  *r*  George  Babbitt  of  Greater  Arizona,  Ino.  and 
Kr*  Melvin  Hutchison,  publicity  director  of  Arizona  State  College.  Later 
in  the  month  we  chanced  upon     Associate  Regional  Director  Scoyen,  llarvey 
Cornell,  and  Charley  Carter  in  Flagstaff  for  a  few  minutes.

The  only  improvement  we  can  suggest  is  a  device  so  that  one 
oan  oall  when  the  need  arises  rather  than  on  scheduled  hours  only* 

The  carved  thunderbird  design  now  in  use  on  information  markers  in  the 
•tate  doee  not  appear  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  Hrkers  Committee  of 
Greater  Arisona,   Inc.  They  wish  to  have  a  design  more  characteristic  of 
Arizona.  In  accordance  with  a  request  from  Mr.  George  Babbitt  we  have 
submitted  ideas. 

Save j os t   The  old  medicine  man,  Grandpost,  was  found  guilty  of  stealing 
cattle  'from  Joe  Kellam  and  sentenced  to  16  months  in  the  State  Prison. 
Grandpost  not  only  took  all  the  blame  for  himself,  but  he  showed  them 
a  box  of  hoofs  of  cattle  he  had  butchered  during  the  past  two  years.  It 
is  possible  that  he  will  get  an  early  parole  beaeuse  of  his  advanced  age.

Monument  for  the  aenth  of  February*  1947 1 


GENERAL*     The  advent  of  warmer  weather  during  the  latter  tart  of  the 
month  caused  an  increase  in  travel .     U.   S.  160  is   oarrying  much  aero 
traff ie  and  if  vara  weather  continues  our  visitors   should  shew  a  sub* 
etantial  inorease* 

WEATHER*     Rain  fell  on  January  28th  and  February  17th  with  2"  of  anew 
en  January  30th  and  the  sane  en  February  9th  and  10th«     We  had  several  days 
of  heavy  wind  reminding  us  that  our  Mar  eh  weather  is  net  far  off*    The 
latter  part  of  the  aenth  warned  up  considerably  and  there  were  several 
days  when  a  eeat  was  tee  wane* 


TRAVEL  i     Travel  was  ahead  of  last  aenth  with  a  total  of  16  ears  and 
60  people*     ?his  brings  our  travel  for  the  year  te  457  and  for  the 
fiscal  year  te  1482  people*     Humerwus  requests  for  information  were 
received  end  answered  during  the  aenth* 

INTERPKLTIVE  SERVICE Si     Three  parties  containing  8  people  were  contacted

7.rATT ?/.,!;.   Tebruary  has  been  rather  pleasant  throughout,  with  a  low  temperature 
of  minus  2  and  a  high  of  sixty  three  and  a  totu.1  precipitation  of  0.28  inch 
resulting  f  an  one   snowfall  of  1  inch.  Travel  has  bo»t>n  quite  *,ood  which  no 
doubt  has  been  the  rosult  of  tha  favorable  woather. 

MAIKT5MANCL .  The   south  border  of  the  ruins'   plasa  has  been  cleared  of  all 
brush  which'  job  was  completed  in  preparation  for   continued  stabilisation 
work  this  Spring. 

All  tools  and  equipment  have  been  gathered,  borrowed,   leaned  and  rent- 
ed, that  will  be  used  in  pumping  water  under  pressure  inco  the  plugged  rirnin- 
age  ditch,   and  just  as   eoon  as  the  frost  recedes  froza  the  ditch  from  which 
we  shall  obtain  water,  we   shall   start  operations,  during  the  past  week  we 
have  been  ohopping  ani  dicing  an  aocess  ditch  v.hich  will  oarry  water  to 
the  drainage  ditoh  allignuent. 

C OOFK RAT IHG  hGi& 0 H.S .  The  goodwill  of  the  local  municipalities  has  been 
quite  well  demonstrated  by  their  loan  of  equipment  for  us  to  use  in  an 
attempt  to-free  the  drainage  ditoh  pipe.  Farmington  has  loaned  us  a  travel-

Menument  for  the  month  of  February,  1947. 

■eat her  and  lipads 

Ihere  has  been  exceptionally  beautiful  weather  during  the  month. 
On  most  days  the  temperature  hovered  between  50  and  60  degrees*   £he 
highest  temperature  during  February  was  64  degrees  and  the  lowest 
10  degrees.  There  has  been  little  moisture—only  .08  inches  until  the 
27th.,  when  there  was  a  snowfall  of  .30  inch  precipitation. 

Because  of  the  dry  weather,  the  road  became  somewhat  dusty  and  rough* 
It  was  Impossible  to  do  much  maintaining  on  the  surface  of  the  road 
because  of  this  condition,  however,  today— the  28th.— after  the  nice 
snowfall  yesterday,  Foreman  «endland  is  on  the  road  with  the  "llis-^halmers 
maintainer  and  it  is  believed  will  improve  the  road. 

Maintenance 

Foremen  £dd  *endland  and  Laborer-Headman  '•ioribio  finished  the  job 
of  treating  and  replacing  exposed  vigas  on  all  the  buildings. 

Migustine  Pino  continued  his  work  on  the  force  account  painting 
and  decorating  job  and  is  rapidly  bringing  this  project  to  completion. 

iravel 

793  viaitors  came  to  Bsndelier  during  February,  coming  in  215 
automobiles.  Of  these  215  cars,  only  15  were  re-entries.  It  is  pointed 
out  that  the  total  of  793  visitors  is  an  increase  of  50>  over  the  figure 
for  February  1946.   -the  increase  in  the  number  of  automobiles  was 
approximately  the  same  percentage.  «V|  the  end  of  February  1946  the  summary 
for  the  travel  year  stood  at  3233.   xhis  year  it  was  3227.  however,  the 
summary  for  the  Fiscal  Year  at  the  end  of  February  1946  was  7839  and  this 
year  it  is  13395.   Ihese  figures  show  that  for  the  period  July  1  to 
February  28  there  Is  an  increase  of  70>  so  far  this  fiscal  year. 
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Ihe  increase  in  trarel  is  probably  due  somewhat  to  the  beautiful 
weather  prevailing  here  during  February,  but  probably  also  is  an 
indication  of  increased  travel  during  the  coming  season,   -t'o  be 
emphasized  is  the  fact  that  all  of  the  increase  has  taken  lace  after 
July  1,  1946. 


15  members  of  the  ^rmed  -forces  visited  the  area  during  the  month. 

Interpretation 

70  conducted  tours  were  made  to  the  ruins,  with  a  totJ.  attendance 
of  499  people,  'ihe  average  duration  of  the  trips  was  1.15  hours,   i-he 
ruins  trails  have  been  quite  dusty  because  of  the  lack  of  snow  or  rain 
during  the  month.  Consequently,  nearly  everyone  needed  a  shoeshine  (yea, 
if  not  a  bath)  after  his  trip. 

There  is  very  little  time  available  for  the  hunger  on  contact  duty 
to  conduct  people  to  the  museum  but  26.66  visitor  participation  hours 
were  accumulated  in  this  manner  during  the  month. 

Custodian  Thomas  talked  at  an  assemblage  of  the  region  111  In— Service- 
Training  Croup  during  his  tour  of  duty  at  the  Regional  Office,  -bout  50 
members  were  in  attendance. 

ioich  time  is  devoted  by  the  Custodian,  dangers,  and  ~lerk  to 
interpretation  work  in  connection  with  the  -«useum  Lobby.  This  promises 
to  take  the  full  time  of  one  person  when  travel  becomes  a  little  heavier. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  by  Hanger  &eefe  on  his  project 
of  cataloging  the  Museum  and  library.  "11  of  the  miscellaneous  items  in 
the  i4iseum  have  been  cataloged  and  arranged  in  storage,  ±lane  are 
coordinately  being  formulated  to  take  measures  to  treat  various  specimens 
with  preservatives  so  as  to  insure  their  permanent  preservation.   «ork  on 
the  Library  continues  to  be  mostly  that  of  preparing  the  three  main  types 
of  cards  (author,  subject,  end  title)  for  the  card  catalog.  It  is  believed 
that  the  library  can  be  cataloged  and  arranged  in  time  to  be  used  effectively 
in  the  interpretative  progr?3a  this  summer. 

Xhe  collection  of  informational  literature  from  other  parks  and 
monuments  in  the  southwest  is  now  almost  complete.  A  cabinet  has  been 
constructed  to  contain  these  booklets  and  is  ready  for  use.  Ihe  purpose  of 
this  project  is  to  provide  interested  visitors  with  information  regarding 
other  areas.  Last  season  there  were  numerous  inquiries  along  that  line.

Very  little  snow  and  moisture  of  any  kind  has  fallen  on 
the  watersheds  back  of  the  big  dams  and  with  the  water  table  low  allready, 
the  agricultural  out  look  is  none  to  good.

The  high  for  the  month  was  86 
registered  on  the  16th.  Nights  as  a  whole  have  been  cool  with  7  nights  reg- 
istering minimuns  of  freezing  or  below.  The  low  for  the  month  was  28,  re- 
corded on  the  3rd.   and  again  on  the  19th.

There  follows  the  report  of  activities  in  El  Monro  National  monument 
for  the  month  of  February* 

:aTHSR;   The  badly  needed  February  snows  did  not  fall  and  this  section 
of  the  country  is  as  dry  as  it  has  erer  been.  Only  2|  inches  of  snow  wire 
recorded  during  the  month  when  a  normal  fall  of  one  or  two  feet  can  be 
expected.  There  was  just  a  trace  of  precipitation  as  high  winds  caused 
▼ery  rapid  evaporation.  Temperatures  were  shore  normal,  rising  to  a 
maximum  of  58  degrees  and  dropping  to  only  1  degree  below  zero  for  a 
minimum. 

TRAVEL;   The  abnormally  dry  weather  brought  us  a  record  visitor  count 
for  February,  84  visitors  in  31  cars.  >    total  of  66  made  the  tour  of  the 
inscriptions  in  24  trips  and  the  guide  time  amounted  to  29  hours  and  10 
minutes.  Sixteen  visitors  came  for  information  only. 


MAHTKMA8CI:   During  the  custodian's  absence  on  annual  leave  Mabon  Barnes 
did  an  excellent  job  of  waxing  floors  and  painting  ells  and  woodwork  in 
livingroom,  dlnlngroom  and  kitchen.  v;ith  the  unexpected  high  travel  count 
I  was  amazed  to  find  this  job  so  complete  and  was  also  pleased  to  find  a 
note  from  one  party  complimenting  Mabon  on  his  courtesy.  Mr.  DeHuitcr 
spent  a  full  day  on  the  files  which  are  now  beginning  to  show  some 
semblance  of  order. 

a'v'T'C  .27   HOT.;:   Dry,  still  rough,  but  passable.  V.ith  other  representees 
from  rl  Morro,  Raman,  Grants  and  Gallup  the  custodian  attended  a  conference 
with  Burton  Dwyre,  State  Highway  ngineer,  on  February  3,  at  which  time 
a  request  for  the  improvement  of  State  Highway  53( Grants  to  junction  of 
53  It  32)  by  proper  grading,  drainage  and  surfacing,  was  presented  and 
considered  feasible  by  &r.  Dwyre.  On  February  7  with  represent ives  from 
Gallup  and  Grants,  anbhher  trip  was  made  to  .santa  Fe  to  attend  a  conference 
with  the  State  Highway  Commission.  At  this  conference  Mr.  Dwyre  presented 
our  request  and  recommended  a  standard  of  $5000  to  $8000  per  mile.  Our 
request  waa  approved  100$  by  the  Commission,  v.-e  ha  vent  seen  any  center 
line  stakes  yet,  but  f  el  certain  that  we  will  eventually  hare  a  loo 3 
road  fe-om  Grants  to  Gallup  over  which  a  person  oan  travel  without  an 
extensive  knowledge  of  navigation,  rigging,  etc.  It  was  also  learned  thst 
Highway  32  from  Gallup  to  Fence  Lake  was  on  the  approved  list. 
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LEAVE  T  JCKN:   Annual  leare  was  taken  from  February  8  through  February  23. 
Featuring  out  the  children  ^<iie  and  I  drove  to  Guaymes,  honors,  Mexico 
where  the  fishing  was  excellent,  roads  as  bad  as  II  Monro's,  prices 
higher  than  in  the  U.S.  and  after  quite  e  struggle  with  the  first  one.

leather.  Thia  haa  been  a  month  of  clear,  cloudless,  dry  daya.  There 
wis  no  precipitation  of  any  nature.  Iiigh  temperature  was  67  and  low  13. 

Roads.  The  State  Highway  Department  haa  been  unusually  active  during 
the  past  two  weeks  and  as  a  result  both  approach  roads  are  in  good 
condition.  The  entrance  road  to  the  monument  was  also  smoothed  by  the 
highway  crew  and  ia  now  in  good  ahape. 

Trare..  If  visitor  travel  to  thi8  monument  is  any  indication  of  general 
travel  throughout  the  country,  all  signs  point  to  heavy  vialtation  this 
coning  spring  and  summer.  Travel  to  the  monument  more  than  doubled  that 
of  the  previous  month  of  January.  Instate  visitors  numbered  122  and 
outatiite  visitora  40.  There  were  a  total  of  45  cars  with  Instate  numbering 
33  and  outstate  12. 

Guide  and  Contact  Service.  A  total  of  162  visitors  were  conducted  through 
the  ruins  on  45  guided  tours.

National  Vonument  for  ths  month  of  February,  1947. 

Vliitors  this  aonth  -  1417j  travel  ysar  to  data,  M4*. 
Visitors  February,  1941  -  318j  travel  year,  1941,  1902. 

Weather  Our  weather  has  remained  idaal  for  travel  with  no  moisture 
throughout  the  month.  Dry  leaves  in  the  oreelc  bottom  are  already 
presenting  a  fire  hasard. 

General  Six  hundred  and  thirty-three  visitors  were  guided  through 
the  Castle  in  February.  This  was  almost  twice  the  total  travel  for 
February,  1941  when  518  visitors  were  counted  and  154  entered  the 
Castle. 

Administration  This  has  been  a  busy  month  with  a  record-breaking 
number  of  visitors  for  February  and  several  minor  projects  to  occupy 
our  attention.  Thirteen  trips  were  made  to  Montetume  Well  to  patrol 
the  area  dad  seoure  data  desired  by  the  Regional  Office.  Although 
we  have  no  accurate  count,  it  is  evident  numerous  visitors  are 
stopping  there,  thirteen  ear  loads  having  been  counted  one  Sunday 
afternoon.  Wo  vandalism  has  been  noted  but  there  has  been  some 
trespass  by  stock  and  aeveral  atray  animala  have  been  driven  out, 
A  campaign  has  been  atarted  to  dear  the  area  of  trash  and  junk  aa 
we  have  the  opportunity. 

Banger  Sohroeder  completed  the  rough  draft  of  a  booklet  that  we 
propose  to  uae  in  connection  with  a  eelf-pruidlnj;  trail  at  r.fontesuma 
Well. 

An.  extension  to  provide  store  display  space  was  made  for  the  back 
of  41$  publications  ease.  Our  three  post  card  views  and  the  following 
pam^hletsaWvi  been  made  available  to  the  public  en  a  "serve  yourself 
and  rake  y^ig^haAge"  basis i  Arlsona  Highways  Magasino  for  July,  1946, 
Prehistoric  Mm   in  the  Southwest,  The*"aroliaeologist  at  Work,  Oak  Creek 
Cannery  A  ▼i»^  to  Slontesuma  Castle,  sad  Montesuma  U'Tastlo.  The"""" 
first  day  ^e  plan  waa  in  operation  we  oheoked  out  thirty-five  cents 
short  and  tne>  second  day  a  youngster  who  had  failed  to  pay  was 
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apprehended  with  about  a  dollar's  north  of  publications.  In  three 
and  one-half  daya  the  plan  has  been  in  operation  there  was  a  turn- 
over of  $16.55  worth  of  publications.  We  collected  #15.77  and  are 
$2*68  short. 

Pictures  that  are  made  annually  to  show  the  effectiveness  of 
our  fence  were  taken  and  sent  to  the  photographic  contractor. 

Hational  Park  Servioe  Visitors     Custodian  Townsand  and  family  were 
here  January  26.     Assistant  Regional  Direotor  John  M.  Davis  and 
Architect  Kenneth  M.  Saunders  visited  this  monument  and  Montesuma 
Well.     While  here  Mr.  Davis  took  a  boat  ride  across  Beaver  Creek  to 
study  a  water-gap  problem.     Ranger  Kennedy  and  family  from  Srand 
Canyon. 

Outside  Contact!     On  January  31  Custodian  Hastings  demonstrated  the 
operation  of  soda  and  aoid  fire  extinguishers  to  the  soienoe  class 
of  Camp  Verde  High  Fohool. 

Maintenance    All  soda  and  aoid  fire  extinguishers  were  discharged  and 
refilled.     We  sanded  the  piok-up  and  gave  it  a  coat  of  black  enamel. 
It  was  rather  difficult  to  sandwich  this  project  in  between  other  jobs 
for  which  the  truok  must  be  used. 

The  kitchen  at  Residence  No.  2  has  been  redeoorated  and  the  project 
started  for  the  bathroom. 

Ruins  Stabilisation    Arohaeologist  Steen  arrived  February  4  to  install 
three  house   jacks   and  complete  the  stabilisation  project  on  the  cliff 
under  the  Castle,     The  jacks  he  had  reoeived  from  Surplus  Property 
were  the  25  ton  site  -  far  too  large  for  our  purpose.     Iron  pipes 
were  substituted  for  the  jacks  and  these  have  been  oonoealed  with 
masonry.     The  project  was  completed  February  19. 

Attention  was  then  turned  to  providing  a  hard  surfaced  trail  from 
the  register  stand  to  the   foot  of  the  Castle   ladders.     This   trail 
traverses  part  of  the  refuse  dump  and  \mder  heavy  traffic,  dust  would 
become  more  than  an  inch  deep.     At  the  suggestion  of  Archaeologist 
Steen  stabilised  soil  was  used  for  surfacing  material.     The  trail  is 
quite  steep  and  it  was  intentionally  left  very  rough  with  diagonal 
grovves  made  to  provide  better  traction. 

Montesuma  Well     On  patrol  trips  to  the  area  an  effort  is  made  to 
advanoe  minor  maintenance  items.     The  look  to  the  museum  door  has  been 
repaired  and  the  roof  cleared  of  leaves.     An  irrigation  ditch  supply- 
ing' t£e  lawn  and  yard  has  been  cleaned  of  leaves  and  the  lawn  watered. 
Thf.ee  piqKtojitlomds  of  dirt  have  been  used  on  the  worst  part  of  the 
approwJkkro%^i'l»sr  the  museum. 
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Use  of  Monument  Faollities  by  the  Publio  On  February  1  we  had  21  Boy 
Scouts  from  Flagstaff  who  camped  overnight. 

This  month  brought  1417  visitors  to  the  monument  in  422  oars.  For 
admission  to  the  Castle  503  tickets  were  sold,  62  children  paid  tax 
only,  65  chidlren  climbed  free,  and  8  members  of  the  armed  forces 
climbed  free. 

Contact  Time  Total  contact  hours,  180.80,  Hastings,  55.50;  Leding, 
60.15}  Sehroeder,  65.20.  A  total  of  139  trips  were  made  through  the 
Castle  with  633  visitors*  There  were  176  groups  contacted  in  the 
museum  including  799  people.  Teh  parties  of  94  people  used  the  picnic 
grounds  and  5  parties  of  27  people  camped  overnight.

yr^THFBi 

February  has  been  dry  with  no  rain  falling  during  the  entire  month* 
What  looked  like  another  splendid  flower  year  has  now  become  doubtful  as 
the  vegetation  is  badly  in  need  of  moisture  to  produce  the  blooms.  High 
for  the  month  was  85  on  the  15th  while  a  low  of  30  was  reached  on  the  20th. 

TRAVEL i 

1  February  has  been  our  largest  travel  month,  with  visitors  showing  much 
more  interest  as  a  -nhole  than  previously  encountered.  A  great  many  of  those 
contacted  hiked  along  our  makeshift  nature  trail  while  Alamo  canyon  reeei/ed 
its  share  of  oampers,  picnickers,  and  hikers.  Cars  representing  22  states 
were  contacted  at  headquarters.  Week  ends  have  required  the  time  of  both 
custodian  and  ranger  on  contact  alone. 

OBMERALi 

Ihile  most  time  was  spent  on  contact,  Ranger  Ringenbaok  has  been  able 
to  repair  and  paint  most  signs  and  place  a  few  needed  new  ones. 

It  was  expected  that  during  the  month  our  S.&M.C.  fenoing  would  be 
started  but  due  to  delays  in  materials  and  the  International  Line  fencing 
problems,  work  nas  been  temporarily  held  up. 

The  noof  and  mouth  disease  outbreak  in  Mexico  is  now  our  greatest 
problem  here.  Latest  reports  show  constant  increase  of  the  disease  in 
Mexioo  with  it  expected  to  reach  near  the  Border  within  the  next  few  weeks. 

The  Arisona  State  Board  of  sanitary  Inspectors  has  informed  us  that 
they  expect  to  put  patrols  on  the  Border  to  prevent  cattle  crossing.  Per- 
mission has  been  granted  them  for  patrol  on  the  monument  and  our  assistance 
has  been  offered  them  in  this  project. 

One  of  '"ioial  trip  was  made  to  Phoenix  where  some  much  needed  equipment 
was  located  for  the  area. 

Assistant  Regional  Director  Davis  and  Architect  Saunders  spent  two  days 
at  the  area  on  inspection. 
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OTHEB  APEMCIESi 

We  havo  Doen  Informed  that  the  U*  S*  immigration  station,  which  has  been 
located  just  north  of  our  entranoe,  will  return  to  of  floes  at  the  Interna tioa- 
sl  Line  during  March*  This  will  be  an  improvement  as  there  was  much  oon- 
fuslon  in  the  mind  of  the  visitor  being  stopped  to  find  where  he  was  born 
before  entering  a  national  monument* 

Development  on  the  Luke  soenio  easement  strip  is  progressing  rapidly 
with  construction  about  76%  completed.

With  the  lack 
ef  rain,  end  the  present  lew  flew  of  the  stream,  this  condition  will 
prevail  until  the  ormmk  dries  up  -  ■aftiich  will  net  be  long  delayed  if 
rainfall  does  net  occur  in  the  near  futura.  Present  indications  are 
that  we  may  have  to  haul  water  fer  stock  and  personnel  at  l£adrona  Can- 
yen  within  the  coning  month.

F0H25T  7IHR  PROTECTION.  On  February  11,  a  telephoned  report  from  the 
Sabine  Ranger  Station  of  the  Coronado  National  Forest  advised  that  a 
smoke  had  been  seen  just  below  Spud  Hook,  on  the  north  side  of  I'ica 
Mountain*  As  this  smoke  was  reported  to  be  heavy,  black,  and  enduring 
for  only  a  few  minutes,  we  concluded  tint  it  BlgM  be  another  plane 
crashed  in  the  area*  .After  invest igatioa  at  nearby  "Dude  Ranches*  to 
be  certain  that  nene  of  them  had  any  parties  in  that  vicinity,  the 
custodian  and  Ranger  Fulton  rented  a  plane  and  flew  over  the  area* 
No  signs  of  either  a  fire  or  a  recently  T/recked  aircraft  were  f»und, 
so  vie  are  at  aless  to  explain  the  origin  of  the  smoke,  which  was  seen 
by  three  of  the  Forest  Service  employees,  all  experienced  in  fire  con- 
trol work*  Incidentally,  only  two  days  afterward  the  Coronado  Forest 
had  their  first  fire  of  the  year,  which  confirms  our  belief  that  coad- 
itieas  for  burning  are  apt  to  become  serious  early  in  the  spring  if 
we  do  not  receive  rain  in  the  near  future*  At  this  time  of  year,  the 
snow  on  top  the  Rincons  should  be  from  3  to  4  feet  in  depth,  but  only 
scattered  small  patches  were  seen  while  flying  ever  the  area*

MEMORANDUM  for  the  Regional  Director, 

Region  Three. 


Follows  the  monthly  narrative  report  for  Ihmaoaeorl  National 
Monument  for  the  month  of  February,  1947: 

!FLASHl  Tumacacori  travel  records  show  that  this  monument  is  no 
longer  in  the  bush  league  class.  3,481  visitors  came  to  the  area 
this  month.  This  exceeds  by  far  any  previous  travel  month  in  the 
history  of  the  monument,  with  the  exception  of  April,  1939,  which 
was  the  month  our  museum  was  dedicated,  and  was  not  a  normal  travel 
period.  Gross  revenue  also  reached  a  new  high  this  month,  with 
Income  from  ticket  sales  and  taxes  of  $532.00. 

WUTHSR  CONDITIONS:  Severe  drouth  conditions  prevailed  all  month, 
rith  precipitation  of  .02.  There  were  four  cloudy  days.  Maximum  temp* 
erature  of  81  occurred  on  February  5th.  Minimum  temperature  of  19 
occurred  on  January  30. 

MAINTENANCE:   In  addition  to  routine  maintenance  and  janitor  work 
several  acres  of  dead  weeds  were  raked,  burned,  and  hauled  away. 
Poor  soil  in  the  patio  garden  was  hauled  away  and  replaced  with  rich 
sandy  loam  from  the  river  bottom.  Considerably  more  of  this  remains 
to  be  done.  A  new  hot  water  tank  was  installed  in  the  custodian's  resi- 
dence,  ai  unsightly  old  pump  jack  was  pulled  from  an  old  well,  and 
the  well  is  in  process  of  being  filled  up.  (It  is  not  a  historic  well). 
Two  varieties  of  flowering  plant  seedlings  have  been  planted  in  the 
patle  garden  to  bolster  the  coming  spring  display.  Several  plants  have 
been  dug  up  from  crowded  areas  and  replanted.  Extensive  pruning  has 
been  done  on  oleanders  in  the  patio  garden. 

INTERPRETIVE  SSRVICE3:  1,964  visitors,  went  on  273  guided  trips  through 
the  mission  grounds  and  the  one- third  of  the  church  which  is  safe  to 
enter,  receiving  an  average  of  3?.61  minutes  per  trip.  3,350  visitors 
received  combined  Information  and  Interpretation  Service  in  the  museum 
lobby,  patio  garden,  and  view  room.  3,271  persons  visited  the  museum.

Maintenance:     Unforseon  difficulty  with  suppliers  has  prevented  the  Verde 
hardware"  Co.,   contractors  for  1200  feet  of  2  inch  galvanlted   steel  pipe 
for  the  mter  line  to  town,   from  delivering  more  than   500  feet,    so   far.

Sines  the 
mass  of  this  debris  is  too  great  to  be  hauled  away  by  the  men  on  duty 
without  slighting  the  visitor  oonfcsrirt  program,  we  are  throwing  the 
rubble  from  the  rooms  in  the  rear  of  Unit  IV,   out  of  visitor   sight, 
■where  it  can  be  hauled  away  later. 

Additional  work  on  the  truck,  mainly  upou  the  wiring  system  had 
to  be  done  during  the  month,  at  a  local   garage.     Because  of  the  exorbitant 
charges  of  looal  garages,   it  has  been  determined  to  move  the  truok  down 
to   Casa  Grande  for  any  future  extensive  repairs. 

Plans  have  been  completed  for  the  re-surfacing  of  all  trails  with 
a  bitumuls- gravel  mix,  and  three  barrels   of  bitumuls  have  been  obtained. 
It  now  remains  to  wheedle  a   supply  of  gravel   from  the  State  R*lfta|ay   Dept.

There  follows  the  report  of  activities  ia  Artec  Suins  for  March  1947* 

Weather.  The  usual  erratlo  J 'arch  weather  characterised  with  sunshine 
and  clear,  warm  days,  thou  high  winds  find  cold  dnys  has  apparently  dia- 
ooureged  travel,  for  it  has  failed  to  keep  up  with  that  of  last  month. 
Ke  enjoyed  one  2  inoh  snow  ctom  tind  2  very  lifht  showers  which  total- 
ed 0.28  inch  precipitation. 

MAIWTENAMCE.  Of  first  importance  to  us  is  the  cleanly-  of  the  blocked 
drainage  ditch  by  use  of  &  stream  of  water  under  'nigh  pressure*  The  ditch 
is  now  clear  of  any  obstruction  and  we  shall  make  every  effort  to  keep 
it  so.  The  complc  ion  of  two  new  manholes,  which  we  found  necessary  to 
construct  in  cl oaring  out  the  pipe  line,  are  all  that  remain  in  placing 
the  drainage  ditch  in  proper  condition. 

We  have  experienced  oonsido table  trouble  with  our  dene otic  water 
line  which  was  broken,  in  the  water  pump  which  neods  un  overhauling, 
and  in  the  water  softener  which  had  to  be  removed  and  disassembled  for 
cleaning  and  overhauling. 

8PBCIAL  ACTIVITIES.  The  custodian  presented  colored  slides  and  a  short 
talk  on  Aztec  Kuins  to  the  local  Lion's  Club,  l!oroh  17.  A  similar  talk 
was  made  to  the  students  of  3io  Vista  hohool  or.  the  26th •  On  March  10, 
we  listened  in  on  the  talk  Dr.  Vusbaum  made  before  the  Farminston  Id  one 
Club. 

IKTEfiPRETIVE  SERVICES.  There  were  246  visitors  conducted  in  63  trips 
thru  the  ruins  and  409  people  in  114  trips  were  shown  £ho  musoimu

Visitors  are  primarily  of  the  bonafide  tourist  type  as 
evidenced  by  the  smell  nuuber  of  re-entry  permits  issued.

There  follows  the  narrative  report  for  Casa  Grande  National 
Monument  for  March,  1947. 

General;  Spring  fii.de  the  farmers  and  ranchers  in  the  valley 
with  a  very  pessimistic  outlook.  In  1946  most  of  the  farmers  had  to  take 
in  their  belts  and  get  along  with  a  minimum  of  water  and  they  thought 
that  was  the  worst  it  could  get.  This  year  finds  them  starting  their 
planting  season  with  even  less  water  behind  Ooolldge  Bnm  and  prospects 
for  enough  water  to  finish  out  the  season  are  none  to  good. 

weather:  .48  inches  of  rain  were  recorded  during  the  first  part 
of  the  report  period  and  one  severe  dust  storm  was  experienced.  Out- 
side of  that  the  balance  of  the  month  was  clear  and  *arm.  A   bouch  of 
summer  was  felt  on  the  21,  when  a  maximum  of  93  degrees  was  recorded. 
Ivo  temperature  below  freezing  wes  registered.  A  minimum  of  34  degrees 
was  registered  twice  on  the  1  and  14*

Visitors:  March  1947  -  4193;  March  1946  -  3025;  March  1941  -  2739. 
Travel  year  to  date,  1947  -  22,082;  1946  -  15,386:  1941  -  11,221.  The 
increase  over  March  1946,  which  was  the  highest  number  of  visitors  re- 
corded for  that  period  before,  is  38.6%.  This  is  a  decrease  from  *eb. 
1947  but  is  seasonal  and  is  to  be  expected,  with  the  visitor  who  is 
•pending  the  winter  here,  allready  gone  or  leaving  the  area.  The  type 
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Visitors:  vontinued  ;  of  Tisltor  now  is  the  transient  who  Is 
just  going  through  and  wishes  to  just  take  a  swift  look  as  they  have  to 
make  n  aso  or  Yuma,  In  time  to  get  a  place  to  stay  at  Night.  Also  the 
type  that  is  here  to  see  the  cacti  in  bloom  has  made  it's  appearance. 

Interpret iT9  ^ervloes:  Of  the  4193  visitors  to  the  area  2985  made 
the  vuine  trip  in  227  parties  averaging  47.8  Minute 3  per  trip.  2iJ69  made 
the  museum  trip  in  SOS  parties  staying  an  average  of  25.1  minutes.  1208 
came  into  the  area  for  a  quick  look,  to  picnic,  or  to  bring  other  people 
hut  did  not  go  over  to  see  the  Ruins.  89  members  of  the  armed  forces  in 
uniform  are  included  in  the  above  totals.  Ticket  sales  to  date  this  year 
have  been  15,246,  bringing  in  revenue  amount  in  g'  to  $4573.80. 

Maintenance:  A  new  weather  station  was  obtained,  put  together,  and 
setup  with  the  old  one  being  removed.  Woodwork  and  doors  in  quarters  <vl 
were  touched  up  with  paint  and  new  sanvase  placed  on  shutters  and  screen 
replaced  in  .-.uarters  ,-.  6.  ..hat  maintenance  there  was,  was  done  on  the 
Custodian's  and  dangers  own  time.  Archeologist  Schumacher  has  revised 
the  museum  library  and  has  it  up  to  date* 

Trips  Taken:  February  26  to  March  5.  Mechanic  <Stonehocker  was  ab- 
sent on  a  trip  to  Marathon,  Texas,  and  Big  Bend  National  Park  to  pick  up 
IM  Assets  Surplus  materials.  Five  trips  were  made  to  Luke  Field  and  the 
Goodyear  plant  Hear  Phoenix,  by  Ollie  ^arney  of  Baguaro  to  pick  up  mater- 
ials. He  was  accompanied  on  two  of  these  trips  by  Mechanic  dtonahocker* 

KP3  Tlsltors  &  Visitors  of  Note:  Feb.  26,  R.  Borem  of  the  Los 
Angeles  -Yeather  Bureau  Office,  was  in  to  check  over  our  weather  observation 
station.  Feb.  28,  Ranger  Bull  of  Tonto  National  Monument,  and  a  party  of 
friends  was  in  to  visit  the  area.  Feb.  28,  Custodian  Jones  of  ,«upatki  was 
in  to  get  his  pickup.  Feb.  28  &  March  5,  Rangers  Aubuchon  and  Fulton  were 
in  on  their  way  to  and  from  Big  Bend  National  Park  to  pickup  surplus  mat- 
erials. March  5,  Regional  Naturalist  Dodge  and  Custodian  Supernaugh  were 
in  on  Monument  business*  March  17,  Custodian  iupernaugh  was  in  on  bus- 
iness in  connection  with  surplus  products*  March  18  and  14,  "anger  Steele 
of  .ihita  sands  brought  in  .ar  surplus  materials*  March  19,  danger  Rick- 
enbach  of  Organ  Pipe  Cactus  National  Monument  was  in  to  pickup  the  Auto 
Tractor  to  go  to  Grand  Canyon,  and  ^ion  National  Parks  to  get  war  Surplus 
materials.

MEMORANDUM  fir  the  Regional  Director,  Region  Three. 

There  follows  the  report  of  activities  in  El  Morro  National  Monument 
for  the  month  of  March. 

AE/iTHSR:   Seventy  one  days  hare  now  passed  without  a  measurable  pre* 
oipitation  and  thirty  days  of  dry, high  winds  hare  increased  this  very  dry 
condition.  Maximum  temperature  reached  64  degrees  on  the  25th  and  the 
minimum  was  12  degrees  above  zero  on  the  7th. 

TRAVEL-   March  travel  increased  222  per  cent  oyer  1946  and  is  mostly  due 
to  the  dry  condition  of  the  approach  roads*  The  Monument  was  visited  by 
129  people  arriving  in  41  oars.  A  total  of 117  made  the  tour  of  the 
Inscriptions  in  28  trips  and  the  guide  time  amounted  to  29  hours,  25 
minutes.  Twelve  people  arrived  requesting  information  on  the  following 
subjects;  roads,  land  for  sale,  whsve  to  seine  minnows,  and  the  shortest 
route  to  Highway  #66. 

APPROACH  ROADS;   Dry  and  rough,  but  passable.  The  last  information 
received  on  March  22,  from  Mr.  Burton  Dwyre,  State  Highway  Engineer, 
concerning  the  improvement  of  Highway  #55  was  that  the  project  had  bemn 
set  up  and  that  work  should  start  In  the  very  near  future,  ourvey  work 
on  the  nine  mile  detour,  State  Highway  #52,  south  from  Gallup,  has  been 
completed  and  we  hope  to  see  earth-moving  equipment  on  the  job  soon.  A 
new  sign  at  the  turnoff  to  the  Monument  on  Highway  #55  was  erected  and 
we  hope  this  will  help  the  confused  traveller  to  distinguish]^  between 
the  town  of  El  Uorro  and  the  Monument.  An  Interesting  report  on  the  use 
of  volcanic  cinder  as  road  material  was  received  from  N.  M.  State  Highway 
Department  Bureau  of  Materials.  The  report  stated  that  the  cinders  meet 
all  their  highway  construction  requirements  for  ballast,  leveling  course 
and  oil  processing  after  an  addition  of  15  to  20  $   of  sandy  filler.  As 
cinders  are  the  only  surfacing  material  found  in  any  uanity  near  this 
area,  the  results  of  the  laboratory  test  are  very  encouraging. 

SPECIAL  VISITORS:   On  March  12th  five  men  representing  The  United  Artists 
"otion  Company  visited  the  "onument  on  a  location  trip.  The  contemplate 
using  the  Rock  as  a  background  for  a  picture  based  on  the  novel  Paso 
Por  Aqui.  Their  return  is  expected  the  end  of  this  month  for  a  more 
detail  study  of  the  area* 
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:  -ls.',,.i.L;   Two  trips  to  Gallup  and  one  to  Groat*  were  made  to  pick  up 
supplies  and  surplus  property.  About  half  of  ta*  surplus  property  from 
Grand  Canyon  has  been  received.  During  the  last  trip  to  Gallup  X   beceme 
a  member  of  The  Elks  Lodge,  surviving  the  initiation  withronly  a  few 
manor  scratches.

leather.  Gaeasional  snow  flurries  during  the  first  part  of  the  month.

Roads.  Both  approach  roads  from  Carrizczo  and  Mountainair  are  now  in 
fi.tr  condition  since  considerable  rock  moving  and  trading  has  been  done 
by  the  Jtate  Highway  department.  a  recent  allotment  of  roads  and  trails 
funds  has  been  used  or;  the  three-:  uurter  mile  entrance  road  to  the 
monument.

11  per  cent  over 
the  previous  month  of  February  and  2H7  per  cent  over  the-  corresponding 
month  of  karch  1946.  Instate  visitors  numfcerod  159  and  outstate  visitors 
23.  There  were  a  total  of  61  cars  with  instate  numbering  50  and  outstate 
11.  11  people  walked  out  to  the  monument. 

Cuide  and  Contact  Serf ice.  A  total  of  182  visitors  were  conducted  through 
the  ruins  on  61  guided  tours.  The  average  time  spent  by  each  party  was 
59  minutes.  Total  contact  time  of  55  hrs,  55  rains.

There  follows  the  report   of  activities  in  Great  Sand  Dunes  National 
Monument  for  March,   1947. 

SPECIAL.     At  3:30  P.M.,   on  March  25,  the  water  line  opened  and  we  now  have 
water  in  the  custodian's  residence! 

WEATHER.     It  was  a  typical  March  month  with  a  great  deal  of  wind  and  many 
snow  flurries.     Approximately  eight  days  during  this  report  period  could 
be  classed  as  ideal  spring  days.     The  uncertain  weather  kept  many  visitors 
away  from  the  sand  dunes 

TRAVEL.     Two  hundred  fifty-xis  visitors  in  eighty-two  cars  visited  the  area 
during  this  report   period.     Twenty-five  people  took  advantage  of  the  picnic 
grounds  and  of  these,  three  brave  souls  from  Iov:a  camped  over-night.     Two 
written  requests  were  answered. 

INCREASE   IN  TRaVEL.     For  March  19^6,  the  records  show  /£  cars  and  98  visitors. 

ROADS.     Roth  approach  and  monument  roads  are  in  rough  and  dry  condition. 
It  is  hoped  that  some  moisture  falls  enabling  the  county  to  begin  grading 
the  roads. 

PUBLICATIONS.     There  are  on  hand,  one  hundred  nineteen  mimeographed  infor- 
mational leaflets. 

■  ILDLIFE.     Deer  are   frequently  seen  around  Mosca  Spring,     first   sign  of 
spring  was  the  appearance  of  a  lone  chipmunk  in  the  back  yard.     He  is  our 
good  luck  sign,  since  he  showed  up  March  25,  the   day  the   frozen  water  line 
thawed.     Many  bluebirds  are   seen  around  headquarters  and  the  usual  flock 
of  magpies  and  pinon  Jays  hang  around  for  handouts. 

SOCIAL  ACTIVITIES.     From  March  2  to  12,  the  custodian  was  on  a  field  trip 
to  Texas  and  New  Mexico  for  surplus  government  equipment.     Custodians  Mahan 
and  Guillet  and  Ranker  Keefe  were  included  in  party  making  trip.     Many  diff- 
iculties were  encountered  and  it  was  finally  necessary  to  take  wheels  from 
the  pickup  going  to  this  area,  to  enable  Custodians  Mahan  and  Guillet  to 
return  to  their  areas  with  spare  wheel  and  tire.     The  Sand  Dune  pickup  is 
now  in  Albuquerque,  New  Mexico  waiting  for  the  ordered  wheels  and  tires. 
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ACTIVITIES.     Upon  return  from  trip  and  t/e  at  he*  .*de  pending,  the  majority  of 

ias  been  spent   arrain  on  the  water  line.     Sections  vrere   du~  up  exposing 
pipe   and  then  the  Aeroil  Burner  vizr  applied.     SgA  WBJ  re  iovod  from  the 
1500  foot  trench  by  same  :>ethod.

Ited  and  it  was  possible  to  save  what  water  entered  the   pipes  in  the 
residence  . 

However,  on  March  25,   at  jijO  P.M.,  the  water  line  coughed  up  mud  and 
sand  and  for  several  ninutes  it  was  touch  and  go.  water  came  to  fully 

wash  away  the  dirty  deposit  and  we  hope   its  safe  to  say  the   si  lands 

are  in  tune  again  and  will  continue  their  sweet  so..  . 

An  enormous  amount  of  work  remains  to  put  iter  line   in  good  function- 

condition  again.     This  means  checking  the  entire  line  for  leaks  and  then 
covering  the  1500  foot  trench.     This  should  take  the  entire  summer  and    put  the 
line   in  excellent   shape  for  the   following  winter. 

It   is  also  hoped  that  something  can  be  done  with  the  present  pipes  to 
ensure  a  proper  pressure  for  house  and  the  rest-rooms  for  visitors.     From 
exposing  the  pipes  entering  the  residence,   it   appears  that  some  children  laid 
the  line  and  were  having  one  heck  of  a  good  time   in  playing  around  with  angles, 
plu?s,  nipples  and  assorted  sizes  of  pipe  which  ruin  the  pressure. 

a*,  The  repaired  pickup  was  obtained  from  the  Eeide  Garage  prior  to  taking 
the  trip  and  thus  enabli  to  haul  water  during  my  absence. 

Fuel  oil  and  rasoline  ivere  also  hauled  prior  to  trip. 

A  trip  was  made  to  Hooper  to  pick  up  two  tires,  badly  needed  for  the 
dump  truck. 

The  wheels  and  tires  were  removed  f.  0  dump  truck  and  remounted. 

All  tiree  were  changed  around  eo  as  to  give  the  best  results.  .nd 

tires    '/ore  also  changed  on  the   pickup* 

A  barrel  of  Zone  roofing  material  was  picked  up  in  Mosca. 

The   photographs  were  received  from  Region  Three  office,  enabling;  me  to 
complete  the  stabilization  report  for  Pueblo  Bouito  for  last  June,   194-6.     These 
reports  wore  mailed  to  the  proper  offices. 

Little  seems  to  have  been  completed  or  accomplished  this  month,  but  evidently 
efforts  were  not  wasted  on  the  water  line •  If  luck  continues  with  this  line,  many 
things  can  be  accomplished  next  month  that  have  been  put   off  for  a  long  time.

MEMORANDUM  for  the  Regional  Director,  Region  Three. 

There  follow*  the  monthly  report  of  activities  at  Monte suma  Castle 
National  Monument  for  the  month  of  March,  1947. 

Ylsitora  this  month  -  1194}  travel  year  to  date,  6437. 
Visitors  March,  1941  -  600;  travel  year,  1941  -  2602. 

Weather  This  month  has  been  satisfactory  for  travel.  The  maximum  temper- 
ature was  80°  with  most  days  registering  in  the  70*  s.  The  minimum  was  22° 
and  the  total  precipitation  .22  of  an  inoh.  According  to  reports  released 
by  the  Weather  Bureau,  Arispna  has  reoeived  only  about  one-fourth  its  normal 
moisture  for  the  year. 

Pen oral  Travel  figures  continue  to  climb  with  276  more  visitors  than  the 
921  counted  in  March  last  year.  Our  travel  year  to  date  is  1900  visitors 
or  41.9  pw   oent  ahead  of  last  year  and  157  per  cent  ahead  of  Mar  eh,  1941. 

Administration  Copies  have  been  made  of  correspondence  pertaining  to 
'/ontesuma  Well  and  files  established  for  that  area.  Nature  observation 
files  and  a  Fact  Pile  are  also  being  established  for  that  area. 

Archaeologist  Schroeder  has  spent  considerable  time  between  visitor 
contacts  in  combing  through  all  eopies  of  the  Monthly  Report  on  file  for 
Information  that  might  be  of  interest.  Our  bound  volumes  of  reports 
begin  with  May,  1932  and  many  interesting  items  on  the  history,  administra- 
tion, and  personnel  changes  at  this  monument  have  been  brought  to  liTht. 
This  information  has  all  been  recorded  in  our  Paot  File. 

A  collection  of  sherds  from  Montesuma  *ell  was  sent  to  The  Museum 
of  Northern  Arizona  for  identification  and  comment. 


Inquiries  were  posted  in  the  looal  and  neighboring  post  offioos  to 
learn  who  might  be  interested  in  our  temporary  ranger  position  for  the 
coming  summer.  A  deadline  date  was  sot  at  March  22  and  only  one  applica- 
tion was  reoeived. 

Four  speoial  trips  were  made  to  Camp  Verde  to  find  Indian  laborers  who 
had  been  working  when  our  now  wage  soales  became  effective.  They  had  to  be 
signed  off  the  old  rate  of  60/  per  hour  and  signed  on  the  new  rate  of  11.00 
per  hour* 
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Severe  1  items  secured  from  Surplus  Property  -were  delivered  by  truck 
on  Kerch  20. 

Publications  sales  in  the  museum  he ye  climbed  sharply  since  our 
"Serve  Yourself*  plan  was  initiated.  It  was  learned  that  visitors  often 
overlooked  our  small  price  tags  so  more  conspicuous  tas^i  were  made. 
However  we  are  still  losing  about  10  per  cent  on  the  literature  removed. 
Only  non-Federal  publications  are  offered  on  this  plan. 

Monte  turns  ■rell  Patrol  trips  were  made  to  Montezuma  rell  on  February  26 
and  Meroh  Z,  6,  8,  10,  16,  19,  and  25.  Stray  stock  was  driven  from  the 
area  on  nearly  every  trip.  The  yard  and  lawn  waa  irrigated  and  efforts 
are  being  continued  to  clear  the  area  of  trash,  negotiations  to  purchase 
the  property  are  atill  not  complete. 

Maintenance  and  Construction  The  project  to  gravel  trails  around  the  resi- 
donees  was  terminated  February  26  when  we  ran  out  of  funds.  About  50  feet 
more  surfacing  is  needed  to  bring  the  trail  to  the  parking  area. 

A  new  tool  rack  was  completed  in  the  garage. 

Mud  mortar  was  used  to  camouflage  the  masonry  buttress  constructed  by 
Archaeologist  Steen  to  support  the  cliff  under  the  Castle. 

One-half  day  was  spent  repairing  our  water  pump. 

The  bathroom  at  Residence  Fo.  1  was  redecorated. 

Rational  Park  Service  Visitors  Custodian  and  Mrs.  Clair  V.  Cook  were  here 
on  February  24  from  Chiricahua. 

Custodian  and  Mrs.  James  Cole  of  Joshua  Tree  National  Monument  were 
here  on  February  26. 

Ranger  Paul  Steel  of  "hite  Sends  was  here  to  deliver  a  load  of  surplus 
property. 

Newsworthy  Visitors  The  Hiking  Club  from  Arizona  State  Teacher's  College 
at  Flagstaff  was  here  Meroh  8.

MEMORANDUM  for  the  itegionai  Director, 

Region  Three, 

There  follows  the  monthly  narrative  report  of  activities  at 
Saguaro  Rational  Monument  for  the  month  of  March,  1947, 

WSATHSR.  Most  of  the  month  continued  warm,  even  hot,  with  very- 
little  of  the  wind  we  usually  expect  in  March,  The  drought  of  the 
past  three  months  was  temporarily  broke*  on  March  17,  -ahen  .50  inch 
of  rain  marked  the  first  precipitation  since  December  26.  Since 
that  date,  we  have  had  two  lLsht  showers  with  only  a  trace  recorded. 
The  Forest  Service,  thoughout  Arizona,  is  anticipating  an  early  and 
severe  fire  season,  and  radio  warnings  are  already  being  broadcast 
to  forest  travelers  to  use  midsummer  caution  with  fires.  The  Rincon 
Mountains,  within  the  monument,  are  very  dry,  and  Rincon  Creek,  two 
miles  south  of  Madrona  Canyon  Ranger  Station  is  already  dry  -  over  a 
month  ahead  of  normal. 

^PiiClAL  ACTIVITIES.  March  1  to  6  the  custodian,  Ollie  Barney,  and 
Richard  Barney  made  a  trip  to  Marathon,  Texas,  and  Big  Bend,  to  as- 
sist in  returning  five  transferred  ex-Army  vehicles  and  other  equip- 
ment to  several  Arizona  monuments.  Ollie  Barney  also  spent  March  10 
and  11,  and  the  week  of  March  17,  on  five  trips  between  Coolidge  and 
Phoenix,  transferring  «Var  Surplus  property  to  Casa  Grande  National 
Monument  • 

INSPECTIONS.  Regional  Naturalist  Dodge  was  in  on  March  2,  and  dis- 
cussed various  monument  problems  with  Ranker  Fulton. 

MAINTENANCE.     Due  to  travel  in  connection  frith  transfer  of  surplus 
property,  no  work  on  the  trails  was  attempted  during  the  month.     The 
Loop  road  in  the  cactus  section  was  dragged  once,  and  continues  to 
remain  in  good  condition  after  the  grading  of  last  month.     An  inside 
toilet,  lavatory,  and  shower-bath  were  installed  in  the  Headquarters 
building,  and  a  new  Jet  type  pressure  pump  and  50-gallon  storage 
tank  obtained  frcoriij  surplus  were  installed  in  place  of  the  old  recip- 
rocationg  pump  system.     Sewer  lines  to  the  cess-pool  were  laid,  and 
the  cess-pool  completed  except  for  pouring  the  top.     This  last  project 
was  delayed  by  two  breakdowns  of  tie   cement  mixer  borrowed  from  Organ 
Pipe.     Only  four  man-days  of  work  ivas  expended  on  the  arboretum  to 
be  temporarily  planted  in  the  front  of  the  Headquarters  building,  and 
approximately  six  more  truck  loads  of  dirt  will  finish  this  grading; 
the  cacti  will  be  transplanted  after  the  blooming  season.

Inspite  of  the  decreased  travel,  the  number  of  visitors  contacted 
at  monument  Headquarters  increased,  with  informational  service  being 
rendered  900  persons,   in  270  parties.

The  other 
party  had  opened  a  shaft  in  the  Tanque  Verde  fountains,  near  the   south 
boundary;  they  were  advised  that  they  were  operating  in  vi oat ion  of 
regulations,  and  would  be  required  to  fill  in  the  shaft,  clean  up  the 
surface  workings,  and  vacate  the   property*     This  has  been  done*

Thar*  follows  a  report  of  activities  at  Sunset  Crater  National 
tfmKHaent  fer  the  month  of  Bfaroh,  1947: 

Visitors  this  monlft:     402  Travel  Year  to  date:     3377 

Travel t  Visitation  has  shown  a  deoided  increase  over  last  month.  This 
no  doubt  is  due  to  the  faot  that  th«  entrance  road  has  been  open  during 
the  entire  month  and  is  in  general  good  condition. 

Roads:     The  entranoe  road  from  Highway  89  is  in  good  oondition.     The 
Saginaw  Manistee  Lumber  Company  has  been  hauling  logs  to  their  mill  In 
Flagstaff  over  the  entranoe  road*     Constant  maintenance  has  kept  it  in 
general  gool  oondition.     On  the  other  hand  the  presence  of  large  logging 
truoks  on  a  narrow  road  results  in  a  certain  amount  of  hazard  to  passenger 
oars.     Visitors  have  been  warned  against  attonrti  ng  the  road  to  tvupatki 
because  of  the  very  narrow  road  through   the   deep  cinder.     Signs  have  been 
erected  and  notices  have  been  placed  in  the  local  newspaper.     At  such  time 
as  legging  operation  are  discontinued  it   is   hoped  that  this  road  nay  be 
used  by  the  visitor  again. 

On  the  12th 
Regional  Naturalist  Dodge,  accompanied  by  Ranger  Upton,  made  a  photographic 
trip  to  Sunset  Crater,     Points  of  interest  inoluded  the    'Squeese-ups1   and 
the  crater  rim.     The  day  was  a  success  in  spite  of  the  high  wind  that 
threatened  to  blow  them  from  the  submit.

The  whole  month  has  been  cold  and  considerable  v-ind.  a  heavy  frost  the  night  of 
I-.arch  1.  A   quick  change  took  place  I  aroh  23  and  summer  seems  to  be  hem. 
General:  A  little  more  than  usual  has  been  accomplished  this  month. 
Tho  temporary  office  and  storage  room  completed  March  21  and  is  now  in  use* 
The  site  for  Hanger  Dull*a  trailer  house  was  leveled  off  by  hand  and  the  trailer 
cr.n  now  be  moved  there  when  it  arrives.  The  work  is  not  entirely  finished 
as  the  exact  width  cannot  be  determined  until  the  trailer  is  on  the  spot.  The 
remaining  work  can  be  done  a?,   time  permits.

I  was 
standing  in  the  museum  door  and  could  see  him  plainly  but  he  wee  too  low  down 
for  the  people  on  ttu    trail  to  ret  a  look  at  him.  a  lion  hunter  c  me  up  the  next 
d- y  and  told  us  he  probably  was  run  out  acrosn  the  lake  as  they  were  hunting 
them  over  there  with  hounds.

MEMORANDUM  for  the  Regional  Director, 

Region  Three. 

Follows  the  monthly  narrative  report  for  Tumacacori  National 
Monument  for  the  month:  of  March,  1947: 

WBATH3*  C0?iDITI0N3:  Precipitation  was  slightly  below  the  average 
for  the  past  eight  years,  with  .56  of  an  Inch*.  Maximum  temperature 
was  80,  minimum  was  27* 

L!AINT£NANCE:  The  lobby  of  the  museum  was  given  a  floor  treatment  of 
two  coats  of  Horn  Duo c rex,  to  settle  dust  and  preserve  bricks*  The 
soil  in  the  west  end  of  the  patio  garden  was  turned,  and  sand  and 
bat  manure  added.  Calendulas,  verbenas,  andlpopples  have  been  planted, 
some  from  seedlings,  and  the  verbenas  are  now  blooming. 

A  giant  Maguey  was  dug  up  from  an  abandoned  farm  (with  permission) 
and  hauled  in  a  borrowed  trailer  and  planted  in  the  space  between  the 
parking  area  and  the  museum  building.  This  plant  probably  weighed 
800  pounds,  and  it  required  all  the  musculature  of  our  laborer  and  two 
good  friends  of  the  monument  who  donated  their  aid,  to  get  the  thing 
moved  and  in  place.  It  is  a  strikingly  attractive  addition  to  the 
monument . 

One  section  of  the  patio  garden  has  always  been  a  cactus  garden. 
It  was  flat  ground,  and  not  attractive,  and  the  plants  didn't  do  too 
well  in  it.  We  now  have  built  a  hill  in  its  stead,  using  a  covering 
of  rich  hillside  soil  and  rooks.  The  cactus  plants  and  a  nice  ooeotillo 
are  now  planted  in  this  well  aerated  soil,  and  the  cactus  garden  is  now 
as  pretty  as  it  should  be,  and,  we  think,  very  natural  in  appearance. 

INTjfrfrKSllVS  SERVICES:  1382  visitors  went  on  201  guided  trips  through 
the  mission  church  and  grounds,  receiving  an  average  of  36.79  minutes  per 
trip.  2469  visitors  received  combined  Information  and  Interpretation 
Service  in  the  museum  lobby,  patio  garden,  and  view  room.  2427  persons 
visited  the  mus<

TREASURE  HUNTERS:  On  two  occasions  in  the  last  three  weeks  people  have 
told  us  they  know  Just  where  the  "pot  of  gold"  is  buried  in  the  mission, 
and  requested  permission  to  dig  it  up.  Permission  was  not  granted,  inas- 
much as  they  lacked  proper  credentials.   Anticipating  possibility  that 
some  over-zealous  treasure  hunter  might  invade  the  grounds  for  surrep- 
titious nocturnal  removal  of  the  "treasure,"  an  occasional  ni^ht  prowl 
has  been  instituted  through  the  church  and  grounds. 

GENERAL:  Southern  Arizona  cities  are  becoming  very  cognizant  of  value 
of  best  possible  relations  Kith  Sonora,  and  various  civic  groups  have 
gone  into  Sonora  cities  on  good  will  visits  recently.  Nogales  Sonora 
will  have  a  tourist  boom  when  the  paved  highway  is  finished  through  to 
Guaymas.  Nogales  Arizona  is  becoming  more  industrialized  with  the  re- 
cent completion  of  a  large  tomato  packaging  and  processing  plant. 

Continued  drouth  is  causing  concern  among  cattlemen  and  ranchers. 
Cattlemen  are  finding  many  water  holes  drying  up.  The  water  table  con- 
tinues to  drop  rapidly  in  this  county.  In  1945  Santa  Cruz  County  pumped 
water  out  of  the  ground  at  one  and  a  half  times  the  rate  it  comes  in. 
National  publicity  has  turned  a  spotlight  on  Arizona's  serious  need  for 
more  water  and  better  water  conservation  practices.

Travel i  Visitation  for  the  past  month  shows  a  slight  decline  from  tiiet 
reoorded   for  March  of  last  year.     Mo  doubt  the  oondition  of  the  entrance 
road  has  had  a  definite  influence  on  the  visitor  use*     Business  men   of 
Flagstaff  and  vioinity  report  that  travel   continues  to  increase  along 
Highway  66  and  89. 

T.cathert  Binds  and  only  traces  of  precipitation  have  again  been  tine   order 
for  the  past  month.     One  of  the  most  serious  droughts  of  reoent  years  now 
threatens.     It  is  still   hoped  that  some  moisture  will  coins  before  the 
summer  arrives. 

loads t   The  absenoe  of  aols-tore  continues  to  work  havoc  with  the  entrance 
road.     Travel  is  rapidly  grinding     it  into  powder  which  in  turn  is  blown 
away  by  the  wind,  causing   chuck  holes   in  the  road.     Come  of  the  contacted 
visitors  have  complained  of  the  roughness  and  high  centers.     Reports  trr*^ 
a  number  of  sources  in  Flagstaff  have  also  relayed  complaints  of  visitors 
who  have  started  into  Wupatki  and  turned  back  because  of  the  dust  and  road 
condition.     We  pray  that  the  rain  gods  may  look  upon  us  with  favor  so  that 
we  may  soon  start  some  repair  and  maintenance*

occupied  a  great  deal  of  the  tire  for  the  month.     Ranger  Upton  returned 
from  karat?. on,   Texas  with  a  Ford  l|  ton  stake  truck  and  a  Dodge  pickup 
on  the  8th.     too*  small  equipment  arrived  from  White  Sands  and  Case  Grande 
a  few  days  later.     Custodian  Jones  made  a  trip  to  Grand  Canyon  on  the   2Cth 
to  obtain  generators  and  miscellaneous  equipment  for  Tnonuments  in  this 
vicinity.     There  still  remains  another  load  at  Grand  Canyon  and  some  items 
at  Zion. 

A  number  of  beautiful  mounted  enlargements  of  points  of  parti eular 
interest  at  A'upatki  as  well  as  those  of  trie  local  Navajos  were  received 
front  Photographer  Hex  Fleeting.     Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fleming     had  visited  at 
Wupatki  for  several  days  daring  the  early  part  of  January.     They  were  much 
enthused  with  lupatki  and  promised  to  return  in  the  early  summer  for  smother 
short  vacation.     The  enlargements  received  were  the   fruit  of  that  first  trip. 
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Special  Activi  ties  i  Plans  have  been  oonpleted  by  Superintendent  H.  C. 
Bryant  for  the  Natural  Resources  Course  at  the  Ariiona  State  College. 
Custodians  of  both  Walnut  Canyon  and  Vfapatki  will  participate. 

The  Custodian  attended  a  conference  at  Grand  Canyon  on  Kerch  3rd  where 
Wage  Board  natters  were  considered* 

Further  investigation  was  made  during  the  last  week  of  liaroh  on  the 
status  of  lands  within  the  monument  in  an  effort  to  clear  the  title. 

Gratlngi  Grazing  counts  taken  during  the  month  indicate  that  the  C  0  Bar 
Company  are  holding  their  grating  to  300  to  400  head  including   oalves.     Kirby 
who  during  the  winter  has  grated  90  head  on  the  Forest  south  of  the  monument 
is  moving  back  to  the  summer  range.     He  found  the  cinder  to  be  so  dry  the 
cattle  developed  sore  feet.     This  resulted  in  improper  ranging  and  the   stock 
suffered  as  a  result.     This  bears  out  the  observation  repeatedly  made,  that 
the  deep  oinder  oountry  is  of  little  use  to  the  oattleman  even  when  he  can 
afford  to  haul  water. 

water  Supply «   Both  springs   indicate  13ie  influence  of  the  lack  of  rainfall   for 
the  past  year.     Both  remain  at  low  record.     However  Vfupatki  Spring  did  show 
an  increase  of  about  100  gallons  over  last  month,  with  822  c.p.d.   for   March. 
On  the  other  hand  Heiser  Spring  with   1878  g.p.d.   for  JSaroh  continues   to  drop. 
It  showed  a  decrease  of  131  gallons  from  that  recorded  for   February. 

WPS  Visitors i  Regional   Haturalist  Dodge  stayed  with  us  at  W*£*ffel   for   four 
days  early  in  March.     For  onoe  the  weather  favored  the  plans  for  the  day  and 
Hatt  was  able  to  have  nice  clouds  and  good  lighting  for  the  piotures  he  took 
of  several  of  the  larger  ruins,   including   Crack-in- the-rock.

General:  The  Custodian  attended  a  Fire-.'/eather  boating  called  by 
the  weather  Bureau  in  Phoenix.  In  attendance  were  represent at ire a  of 
the  veather  Bureau;  Indian,  Forest,  acclamation,  and  ^ark  bervioes.  All 
agreed  that  we  ere  facing  the  worst  fire  season  in  many  years,  and  should 
the  season  start  with  dry  lightning  stores,  there  will  be  a  rugged  season 
ahead.  That  along  with  holding  the  Fire  School  at  Uhlricehua  this  month 
makes  fires  and  the  dangers  of  them  the  predominant  subject  of  conversation. 

veather: The  first  100  ddfTee  temperature  of  the  season  was  recorded 
with  or.  Indication  that  there  ware  plenty  more  to  come.  Compared  to  other 
years  the  month  was  about  average  with  the  low  minimum  of  57  being  recorded 
on  the  10th.  rith  the  exception  of  one  week,  running  from  trie  14  to  21,  all 
the  maximums  were  under  90.

There  follows  the  report  of  aotiTitiee  in  El  liorro  National  Monument 
for  the  month  of  April. 

V-EAIHSR:  Three  very  light  enow  storms  occurred  on  the  5th,  9th  and  12th, 
but  by  sundown  all  traces  of  moisture  had  gone  with  the  wind.  This  makes 
a  total  of  102  days  without  a  measurable  precipitation.  Maximum  temperature 
reached  72  degrees  on  the  20th  and  the  minimum  was  down  to  18  degrees  on 

the  25th. 

TRAVaL;   The  continued  increase  ir  travel  shows  April  7b  percent  over 
1946.  The  monument  was  visited  by  184  people  in  67  oars  and  one  airplane. 
>  total  of  171  made  the  tour  of  the  inscriptions  and  12  of  this  total 
went  on  top.  The  guide  time  amounted  to  52  hours  and  25  minutes.  Thirteen 
people  arrived  for  information  only.  The  one  visitor  via  air  landed  in 
s  nesby  field  and  was  transported  to  the  monument  by  the  very  obliging 
land  cmmer  who  supplied  sand  bags  and  all  the  necessary  tackle  for 
anchoring  the  plane. 

APPRO.  OK  ROADS:   The  road  from  Gallup  to  the  airport,  four  miles  west  of 

the  Monument,  was  b laded  on  April  15th  by  the  McKinley  County  ma  int after. 

The  work  was  done  mainly  for  the  benefit  of  the  motion  picture  company 

who  will  be  driving  be ok  and  forth  while  making  their  film  here  at  the 

Monument.  The  constant  high  winds  have  made  tko  road  to  Grants  almost 

impassable  for  a  passenger  car  which  has  little  clearance,  'ill  loose  soil 

has  been  blown  away  from  the  lava  rooks,  making  a  great  nany  high  centers. 

It  wes  learned  last  week  that  the  improvement  of  ttate  Highway  #53  will 

not  be  included  in  the  State  Highway  Department '&   1947  program.  This  is 

discouraging  but  we  are  not  giving  uo  hope  or  the  battle.

There  follows  the  monthly  report  of  aotivities  at  Montezuma  Castle 
National  Monument  for  the  month  of  April,  1947. 

Visitors  this  month  -  2005$  travel  year  to  date  -  3440. 
Visitors  April,  1941  -  929 |  travel  year  -  1941  -  3431, 

Weather  Extremely  dry  weather  has  prevailed  throughout  the  month. 
Promising  cloud*  sometimes  rise  in  the  sky  but  still  we  get  no  rain. 
The  maximum  temperature  was  91°  on  April  15  and  17  and  the  minimum 
was  30°  on  April  28.  There  was  a  traoe  of  moisture  on  April  9* 

General  Travel  figures  continue  their  upward  trend  with  this  travel 
year  to  date  fifty-nine  per  cent  ahead  of  the  same  period  in  1941. 
This  month  we  guided  more  visitors  through  the  Castle  than  the  total 
travel  counted  in  April,  1941. 

Approaoh  Roads  A  large  and  oonspiouous  sign  advertising  attractions  in 
the  Verde  Valley  has  been  erected  tey  the  Verde  Valley  Chamber  of  Commerce 
at  the  edge  of  Flagstaff  where  Alternate  Highway  89  leaves  Highway  66. 
Co-operation  is  being  sought  from  Prescott  and  Flagstaff  oltlsens  in 
routing  visitors  through  the  Verde  Valley.  The  Chamber  of  Cosmerce  has 
also  petitioned  the  County  ^oard  of  Supervisors  to  oil  the  road  from  the 
Coconino  county  line  through  Big  Park  to  the  Beaver  Creek  road  and  thenoe 
by  Montefuma  Well  to  the  Cor nvi lie-Camp  Verda  road.  Cooonino  County  now 
has  an  improved  road  from  Flagstaff  to  the  county  line. 

A  contract  has  >een  let  for  the  fourth  seotion  of  the  Bl&ok  Canyon 
Highway  from  Phoenix  to  Prescott  and  the  Verce  Valley.  Work  is  now  under 
way  on  about  thirty-five  miles  of  this  highway  from  Phoenix  to  Sock  Springs. 

Admlnl strati  on  Considerable  time  has  been  devoted  to  matters  pertaining 
to  Vonte*uma  rell. 

Custodian  Hastings  and  Ranger  Leding  attended  the  Fire  Control  Train- 
ing Conference  at  Chirleahua  April  8-11.  During  their  absence  Jaok  Mo 
Cracken  of  Camp  Vw^m  was  hired  as  a  WAE  guide. 

Difficulty  has  been  encountered  in  locating  a  qualified  veteran 
candidate  for  our  temporary  ranger  position. 

Staff  conferences  for  the  personnel  of  this  monument  were  initiated 
March  17.  We  plan  to  hold  a  short  oonferenoe  each  Sunday  morning  to 
discuss  administrative  problems  of  general  interest* 
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Monte  tun?*  Tall  Patrol  tripe  were  made  to  this  area  on  March  25  and  SO 
and  on  April  1,  4,  5,  18,  and  20. 

It  hag  boon  loam  ad  that  the  Monte  nana  Well  property  passe*  into 
Federal  ownership  on  April  4  and  that  full  responsibility  for  administra- 
tion, protection,  and  maintenance  now  rests  with  the  National  Park  Service. 
Plane  are  underway  to  drill  a  well,  end  to  renovate  and  modernice  the 
quarters.  April  1  was  a  busy  day  at  Montesuma  'Tell  with  Assistant  regional 
rireotor  Davis  oonsidttring  administrative  problems,  Archaeologist  Held  in- 
terpretive Blotters,  and  Landscape  architects  Cornell  and  Bennett  giving 
attention  to  development  plane. 

Many  visitors  to  Monte gume  Tfell  were  not  finding  the  feature  beoause 
they  did  not  expect  to   climb  a  hill  to  find  a  opting  of  water.  We  have 
placed  a  sim  at  the  bottom  of  the  foot  trail  which  reads,  "Up  Hill  to 
Well-. 

On  April  4  Custodian  Cotter  phoned  to  say  that  some  visitors  had 
been  charged  a  fee  at  Montesuma  TSell  by  an  unauthorised  person.  An 
immediate  check-up  with  a  follow-up  the  next  day  failed  to  reveal  who 
was  making  the  charge* 

Protection  On  two  ocoa anions  stray  eat tie  were  driven  off  the  monument. 
The  extremely  dry  weather  has  so  reduced  forage  outside  the  area  that  we 
anticipate  increasing  difficulty  in  keeping  oattle  from  trespassing. 

The  fence  was  repaired  near  the  piesic  ground  and  also  near  our 
south  oattleguard. 

Two  mew  earbondioxide  fire  extinguishers  were  received  from  the 
Tar  Assets  Administration* 

Service  To  The  Public  A  lady  who  grew  faint  and  pale  had  to  be  given 
special  help  in  getting  down  our  ladders  on  Mareh  80.  For  awhile  it 
looked  as  though  we  might  have  oocaas'ion  to  use  our  basket  stretoher. 

Alee  on  Mareh  80  we  had  one  visitor,  Mrs.  C.  0*  WSahaffey,  whom  we 
tried  to  diseourage  from  climbing  onr  ladders.  She  stated  she  had  been 
to  Tueigoot  And  '"upatki  and  would  be  disappointed  if  she  could  not 
examine  the  Castle*  Her  daughter  assured  us  that  Mother  could  go  any- 
where and  even  though  blind  since  birth,  she  made  the  entire  trip  and 
expressed  keen  interest  in  her  visit.  She  is  collecting  information  for 
an  article  she  plans  to  send  to  a  publication  for  the  blind.

Monument  for  the  month  ef  April,  1947 » 

Visitor*  this  rnontht     815  Travel  Year  to  datet     3192 

Travel t     The  total  number  of  visitors  for   the  month,  although  slightly 
below  that  recorded  for  April  of  1946,  shows  a  10C#  increase  over  last 
month*     Thus  it  appears  visitation  is  following  closely  the  parallel  of 
travel  reported  from  points  on  Highway  66  and  89  whioh  is  consistently  en 
the  increase*     Observation  of  only  a  couple  days  tills  month   indicate  that 
the  present  method  of  estimating  the  non-registrante,  using  the  30£  figure 
is  very  conservative.     Kb  change  in  the   ratio  to  be  used  will   be  rade  until 
study  can  be  giver,  over  a  much  longer  period. 

Reads i     The  Saginaw  Vanistee  Lumber  Company  discontinued  the  use  of  the 
entrance  road  about  the  middle  of  the  month.     This  removed  the  he. sard  to 
the  visitor  of  having  to  meet  the  large  logging  trucks  on  the  narrow  cinder 
road.     The  company's  road  crew  bladed  the  road  from  Highway  89  through  the 
monument  and  past  the  east  boundry  continuing  some  distance  down  on  the 
Wupatki  back  toad*     This  left  the  entrance  road  in  fair  shape.     However  in 
the  deep  cinder  the  road  is  very  soft  with  a  number  of  deep  ehuok  holes* 
Due  to  the  disturbance  of  the  road  bed  the  Sunset  -  Wupatki   connecting  road 
is  now  impassable  to  the  average  visitor*     They  will  be  discouraged  ta  attempting 
the  back  route  until  such  time  as  work  and  weather  permit  some  type  of 
maintenance  that  will  paok  the  bed  and  remove  the  soft  einder  shoulders  thrown 
up  by  the  blade*     At  the  present  time  it  is  almost  impossible  for  a  car  to 
turn  out  of  the  single  track*     This  continued  closing  of  the  interconnecting 
road.without  doubt  is  having  a  definite  influence  on  both  the  Sunset  and 
Wupatki  travel. 

General t     Plans  for  temporary  housing  are  progressing  slowly*     Work  will  be 
completed  on  the  tent  houses  as  soon  as  materials  and  the  tents  are  available. 
A  tentative  location  for  the  housing  has  been  chosen* 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  month  Ranger  Upton  has  been  driving  from 
.'upatkl  to  Sunset  on  week  ends  giving  interpretative     information  to  the 
visitor* 

Work  on  the  letters  for  the  Sunset  out-out-type  signs  will  begin  as 
soon  as  material  can  be  obtained* 
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One  nil©  Thunderbird  markers  have  been  re-ereoted  on  Hig hway  89* 
Stabilisation  of  the  entrance  marker  foundation  will  be  required  where 
water  has  washed  away  part  of  the  supporting  road  shoulder  as  soon  as 
the  job  of  getting  settled  at  Sunset  permits* 

Interpretative  Services*     Pending  establishment  of  living  quarters, 
interpretative  services'  were  offered  on  the  last  two  week  ends  of  the 
month*     Bob  and  Bee  drove  up  to  Sunset  on  the  20th  and  27th,  remaining 
for  the  day.       From  one  to  six  oars  were  in  the  area  almost  all    of  the 
time*     Of  this  number  of  visitors  only  a  small  percent  registered*       The 
ice  cave  come  in  for  as  great  a  share  of  interest  as  did  the   orator  itself* 
This  is  possible;  due  to  the  long  established  type  of  advertising  and  of 
the  local  interest  in  the  oave*       At  such  time  as  trails  leading  to  other 
features  can  be  developed,  considerable  more  interest  will  h>e  aroused 
and  greater  appreciation  of  the  monument  will  develop*     A  number  of 
parties  climbed  to  the  summit  in  spite  of  the  high  wind  and  disagreeable 
weather*

Visitor  Total  t     1296  visitors  hit  Tusigoot  hard  enough  this  r.onth  to  break 
both  previous  April  highs — 696  in  1946  and  890  in  1941,     The  museum  was 
open  to  the  public  9  hours  each  day,   and  contacts  were  made  of  every  party 
which  visited  the  museum,  and  every  party   seeing  the  ruins  during  visiting 
hours.

Mrs.   Douglas,  who  has  long  been  a  friend  of  Tusigoot  and  the 
Verde  Valley,   recalled  that  on  her  previous  visit  in  1943,   the   Custodian 
«s   oonceraed   over  the  imminent  arrival  of  his  first  offspring,  and  was 
amused  to  discover  her  next  visit  found  him  equally  concerned— ovtr  the 
second* 

Stabilisation:     Tuzigoot   faces  the  loss  next  month  of  the  services  of 
our  expert  repair  man  end  adobe  sepcialist,  Felix  r'acias,   who  is  leaving 
for   California.      His  place  will  be  taken  by  a  Yavapai   I    (Han  who  worked 
on  the  original  excavation  and   "stabilisation"  in  1933454.     Stabilisation 
progress  meanwhile  has  been  excellent,  with  the  4-1  adobe-cement  mix,  plfcs 
gravel  temper  and  Venetian  red  tinting  to  kill  the  cement   color,   working 
the  best  yet.      Photographs  of  progress  are  being  kept  current. 
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Ifaintenanoei      Tusigoot   ia   still   up  against  the  failure   of  the   contractor 
to   furnish  the  remain in g  700  feet  of  2-lnch  pipe  needed  to  complete 
replacement  of  the  worst   section   of  the  water  line  to  the  Monument. 
Luckily,  with  the   end  of  the  frosts,   the  line  has  suffered   fewer  breaks, 
and  we  have  managed  to  keep  it  in  operation. 

"Tork  has  begun  on  the  development  of  the  trails  system  at  the  ruins 
in  keeping  with  the  Master  Plan,   and  bitumuls  mixtures  and  crushed  rock 
surfacing  is  being  laid.     A   dangerous  slope  on  the  west  side  has  been 
eliminated  and  a  retaining  wall   for  the  new  grade  corfctructed  at  the 
edge  of  the  hill.     By  next  month,    it  is  hoped   that  all  but  wfeeel-ohair 
invalids  can  make  their  way  around  the  ruins  and   even  see  Tuti,   the   700- 
year-old  baby. 

"fe  are  pleased  to  report  the  additional  receipt  of  Army  surplus, 
including  a  large  offioe  desk,    file  cabinet,    "jerrycans"  and  a  pair  of 
6-foot  boat  hooks.     With  our  ner  equipment   in  piece,   we  have   observed 
that  it  is  now  possible  to  cross  our  combined  furnace  room-and-office 
without  touching  the  floor. 

Last  week,  with  the  aid  of  a  hot  tip  from  a  youngster  whom  we 
slipned  four  bits,  we  1  coated  the  purloined  directional  sign  missing 
now  two  months.      It  had  been  used  as  a   surf  board  by   some  imaginative 
kids  and  had   ended  up  strs&ded  on  a  rock  dam  half  a  mile  dovn  the  Verde 
from  the  bridge.      By  painstaking  unwarpir.g  and  repeinting  by  Hunger  Richert, 
the  sign  is  now  remounted  at  its  old  stand. 

Project   Completed!     Just  as  she  had  completed  the  Herbarium  the  day  before 
the  first  tftss   Cotter  was  due,  the  HCFTP  has  again  won  a  thrilling  re.ce  — 
this  time  to  oomnlete  a  new  slide  talk  on  The  ipdians  of^rizona   for 
Region  Three  before  the  arrival  of  our  second  infant.      More  darned  excitement. 

Project  to  be  Promoted »     The  Custodian  has  used  the  prospects  presented

Monumont  for  the  month  of  April,  1947: 

Weather;   Dry  and  windy.  Fire  danger  Is  higher  this  year  than 
any  of  the  53  years  the  Weather  Bureau  has  been  operating  in  Arizona* 
The  average  winter  snowfall  for  Flagstaff  is  nine  feet,  hut  we  hare 
only  had  1.74  inches  of  precipitation  this  year. 

Visitors.  1,099  of  the  1,658  visitors  were  contacted  at  t  he 
observation  Point  and  sixty  botany  students  from  the  Arizona  3tate 
Teachers  College  were  conducted  on  the  ruins  trip,   .bout  909  visitors 
Bade  the  ruins  trip  unattended,  and  161  plcnlcers,  in  53  parties, 
used  the  picnic  area.

observed  In  the  several  years  over  whioh  wa  have  watched  it*    It  ia*  however, 
no  less  ia  proportion,  if  aa  much,  aa  other  springs  supplying  tha  eupply  of 
Alamogordo*    With  this  minimum  flow  Dog  Canyon  will  supply  an  excess  of  water 
for  Vfhite  Sands  for  many  years  to  come*    We  have  been  questioned  several  timee

There  follows  a  report  of  activities  at  Ykupatki  Rational  Monument 
during  the  month  of  April,  1947 i 

Visitors  this  month  t     396  Travel  Year  to  datei     1547 

Travel  i     The  total  of  visitors  for  the  monih  has  shown  a  slight  increase 
over  April  of  last  year.     In  spite  of  the  poor  condition  of  the  entrance 
road,  the  interested  and  the  most  appreciative  continue  to  come.     Vicinity 
reports  all  indicate  a  consistent  inoroase  in  visitor  travel  and  it  bids 
fair  to  be  a  travel  year  of  record. 

leather:     Winds  and  dust  stores  rerlnd  us   that  the  windy  months  are  here. 
Only  traces  of  preoipitation  are  recorded.     How  we  wish  April  had  brought 
its  proverbial  showers  instead  of  this  super -abundance  of  'warn,  dry  and 
clear.* 

Roads i     SVith  the  absence  of  rain  the  entrance  road  oontinues  to  grow  worse. 
VTsPEbrs  complain  of  the  rough  and  dusty  road.     However  after  the  situation 
is  explained  nearly  all  leave  in  a  nuoh  more  agreeable  rood  than  upon  their 
arrival.     Reports  still  come  from  Flagstaff  of  vial  tors  who  after  starting 
in  a  short  way  have  turned  back  because  of  the  road  condition.     Because  of 
the  roughness  of  the  road  and  the  dryness  of  the  deep  cinder  it  was  felt 
advisable  to  keep  the  back  road  from  Sunset  to  Wupatki  closed.     As  a  result 
no  travel  has  come  in  from  that  way,  except  for  the  occasional  brave  soul 
that  cones  down  in  spite  of  the  road  signs. 

General*     Electricians  worked  one  day  at  the  Custodian's  residence  completing 
wiring,"  tracing  old  lines  and  getting  the  installation  in  shape.     Thus 
?»upatki  has  entered  a  new  erat  for  the  day  of  pas  and  oil  lamps  is  past  and 
electricity  has  taken  their  place. 

Plans  for  the  construction  of  temporary  housing  for  Sunset  is  taking 
shape.  This  work  will  be  completed  as  soon  as  necessary  materials  oan  be 
obtained  and  the  tents  arrive. 

Considerable  effort  has  been  made  to  find  a  Temporary  Ranger.     Several 
students  at  Arizona  State  College,  Flagstaff  had  expressed  some  interest. 
However  because  of  the  opportunity  of  surarer  work  with  better  pay  or  the 
necessity  of  continuing  school  during  the  summer  sersion,  no  applications 
have  been  received. 
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One  nil*  Thunderbird  markers  were  erected  at  the  entrance  of  the 
monument  on  highway  89.     This  completes  the  erection  of  highway  entrance 
signs. 

Publication  service  cards  provided  by  the  Southwest  Monuments  Association 
have  been  made  available  to  the  visitor.     These  have  been  plaoed  in  an 
appr opiate  location  near  the  registry  desks. 

Mr*  and  Krs.  Rex  Fleming.,   Photographers  from  Santa  Barbara,  California 
made  a  return  visit  to  Wupatkl  the  latter  part  of  the  month,     ftinde  and  over- 
oast  skies  contrived  to  make  this  visit  swat  discouraging.     The  Flemings 
last  visit  was  in  early  Januasry  of  this  year.     At  that  time  the:'  were  able  to 
get  some  exoellent  photographs  of  points  of  interest,  boih   in  color  and  in 
black  and  white. 

Graging:      The  C  0  Bar  Company  are  moving  their  cattle  out  early  this  yeer. 
A  count  taken  about  the  middle  of  the   month  showed  a  reduction  from  last 
month* s  400  head  to  about  200  Including   calves.     They  advise  that  due  to  lack 
of  rain  and  the  resultant  dry  grass  it  has  beoome  necessary  to  move  the   stook 
to  the  summer  range  earlier  than  they  had  previously  planned. 

Water  Sunplyt     Both  springs  continue  to  show  a  deoline  in  their  flow,     Heiser 
Spring  fell  from  1878  g.p.d.  for  fciarch  to  1763  g.p.d.  for  the  current  month, 
a  drop  of  116  gallons.     wYtpatki  Spring,  which  has  been  showing  a  consistent 
monthly  increase  since  January,  has  suddenly  dropped  from  822  g.p.d.   for  Karch 
to  467  g.p.d*,  a  decrease  of  385  gallons   from  that  recorded  for   the   previous 
period.     It  is  evident  the  drouth  is  taking  its  toll  of  our  springs. 

K.P.S.  Visitors*     Ranger  and  Mrs.  Aubuohon  stopped  for  a  short  time  at 
"Supatki  on  their  return  from  Navajo  to  Walnut  Canyon. 

The  Custodian  meet  with  Assistant  Regional  Direotor  Davis,  Regional 
Landscape  Architect  Cornell,  Regional  Architect  Bennett  end  Regional 
Archeolofist  Reed  on  March  31  at  Flagstaff  for  a  ehort  conference. 

Signs i     Letters   for  the  remainder  of  Yfupatki  out-out  type  signs  are  in  the 
last  stages  of  oompletion. 

Activities  of  S.W.N.K  Stabilisation  Laboratory »     Additional  work  has  been 
done  toward  the   installation  of  running  water  at  the  new  laboratory  site  in 
the  Heiser  Spring  area.     On  the   11th   Collaborator  Suchenberg  went  to  Grand 
Canyon  to  make  further  preliminary  examination  of  the  Tusayan  Ruin,   preparatory 
to  reoomraendati ons  for  its  stabilisation.       Mr.  Buohenberg  has  given  generously 
of  his  time  in  assisting  with  the   electrical   installation  at  IFupatki.

MEMORANDUM  for  the  Regional  Director, 

Region  Three,  National  Park  Service* 

There  follows  the  report  of  activities  In  Asteo  Ruins  for  May  1947. 

WlATHERi  Our  April  showers  failing  to  appear  during  that  month  hare 
certainly  oome  during  May  when  we  haws  had  8  days  of  recorded  rain- 
fall with  a  total  precipitation  of  1*97  inches.  Generally  speaking 
we  hare  had  ideal  tourist  weather  and  altho  our  travel  is  slightly 
under  that  of  a  year  ago  we  have  not  had  the  large  attendance  of 
school  children  which  we  had  during  May  1946* 

MAINTENANCE.  The  drainage  ditch  has  been  functioning  quite  well  with 
little  attention  beyond  flushing,  required* 

The  adobe-cement  wall  at  the  residence  is  undergoing  repair  by 
placing  a  new  ooat  of  cement-sand  mixture  over  its  entire  surface. 
With  no  maintenance  during  the  war  years  the  wall  was  in  quite  poor 
oondition. 

Monument  entranoe  signs  were  stained  and  varnished* 

SPECIAL  ACTIVITIES.  The  8  May  Engineer  Diehl  and  Architect  Barnett 
surveyed  the  "Hubbard  Mound"  area  for  acquisition  by  the  Southwest 
Monuments  Association  to  be  added  to  the  Monument*  The  17  May  we 
transported  the  model  ttCasa  Rinoanada1*  from  Farmington  to  Chaoo* 

VISITORS.  Foresters,  alker,  Carlson  and  James  visited  the  18th* 
Chief  Ranger  Brown,  Grand  Canyon  and  UT9   Brown  were  in  the  24th. 

Interpretive  Service s .  There  were  499  visitors  in  121  trips  shown  the 
ruins  and  855  were  visitors  to  the  museum  in  198  trips* 

Inorease  in  travel*  We  have  had  865  people  in  262  oars  from  87  states, 
Vash*  D*C*,  Norway,  Switzerland,  Japan,  Germany,  Holland,  Africa*  These 
visitors  from  froeign  countries  are  boni  fide  residents,  not  returned 
"GI's".  Travel  during  May  a  year  ago  was  greater  by  136  visitors,  but 
for  the  current  year  travel  increases  regularly*

Leather   ana   I o&ds 

rrec ipitat ion  for  the  month  of  May  was   i lightly  above  the   13  year 
average   of  1.36  inohea  with  a  total  of  1.80  inches  being  recorded  this 
May  to  date.     The  maximum  temperature  was   9oJ   on  May  5  and  the  minimum 
was  35°  on  Lay   12.     Thunderstorms  were  experienced   on   7  days.     Generally 
warmer  weather  was  experienced  during  the  first  week  than  during  the 
rest   of  the  month. 

Road  conditions  have   improved  as  a  result   of  the  precipitation* 
Maintenance -man  nendland  graced  the  entire  approach  road  following  the 
showers   of  hay  4  and  6  and  again  after  &ay   11.     The  roads  and  trails 
crew  continued  repair  work  on  the   oiled   surface   section   leading   into 
the  Canyon. 

Travel 

Travel  was   light  during  the  first  two  weeks  as  a  result  of  the 
weekend  storms  and  cool  weather  but   increased  the  latter  part   of  the 
month  to  total  2554  visitors.     This  figure   is  398   less  than  that  for 
May,   1946.     573  motor  vehioles,  two  bicycles,  and  six  horses  were  usea 
as  transportation  by  visitors.     151  visitor  days  were  reported  by 
Frlioles  Canyon   Lodge. 

Interpretation

There  were  a  total  of  sixty-four  Tieitore  to  Checo  Canyon  this  past  reonth. 
The  number  of  t  sitors  ia  lean  then  theee  for  March  of  this  year,  end  only  about 
one  third  the  number  for  April.     The  people  came  in  30  automobiles  from  the  states 
of  California  -  5  cere,   U  Tisitors;  Colorado  -  3  ears,  7  Tisitors;  Michigan  -  1 
ear,  2  Tisitors;  >.  innesota  -  1  car,  2  visitors;  Hew  Mexico  -  11  cars,  27  Tisitors; 
Ken  Jtork  -  3  cars,  4  Tisitors;  Oregon  -  2  care,  4  Tisitors;  Texas  -  1  car,  1 
Tisltor;  Utah  -  1  cr,  1  Tlsltor;   hashing ton  -  1  car,  2  Tisitors;  and  Wisconsin  - 
1  ear,  3  Tisitors. 

Of  these  Tieitore,  all  sixty- four  took  a  trip  through  the  ruins,  and  formed  a 
total  of  twenty-seven  trips,     jorty-one  Tisitors  listened  to  the  mueeum  lecture,  and 
formed  a  total  of  eighteen  parties.     Total  tins,  38  hours  and  13  minutes,  Custodian 
-  23  hours  end  45  minutes,  lianger  -  14  hours  and  30  minutes.     Sift  -nine  admissions 
vers  sold,  and  no  compliment ary  tickets  issued. 

Cne  written  request  wee  answered* 

The  coldest  during  the  month  was  30  degrees  on  the  30th  of  April,  and  the 
warmest  wee  92  degrees  Fahrenheit  on  the  4th  of  key.     /in  unueual  amount  of  noietura 
fell  during  the  month.     The  Kerajos  etate  that  the  grata  ie  the  beet  tht  they  hare 
seen  in  years.     There  waa  .32  of  an  inch  of  rain  fell  on  the  9th,   .99  of  an  inch  on 
the  10th,   .44  of  an  inch  on  the  11th,  and  .49  of  an  inch  on  the  23rd  sf   the  month. 
Al  together,  nearly  a  fourth  of  an  usual  year's  rain  fell  during  the  month.     As  a 
result,  the  roads  were  a  quagmire  on  more  than  one  occasion.     Custodian  Mahan  of 
A  ehee  National  Monument  started  out  w  th  a  loaded  truck  on  the  eTening  of  the  10th, 
but  bogged  down  about  10  mllee  from  Checo      He  brrro  ed  the  Chnco  pic sup  and  went 
hone.     It  wee  save  al  days  before  the  loaded  truck  could  be  recovered.     The     rucks 
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were  exchanged  at  fix*  school.     The  bsd  roeds  have  discouraged  visitors.     They 
hove  bsea  bmb  noering  the  turn-off  on  the  oiled  roads,  but  ons  look  at  our 
approaoh  roads,   and  on  they  go  down  the  oiled  roads*     One  oar  of  visitors  arrived 
Just  as  the  rain  started  on  the  evening  of  the  9th,  and  sere  not  able  to  get  out 
until  the  morning  of  the  13th.

They  now  have  the  east  and  south  side  of 
section  28  complete,  and  have  taken  down  part  of  the  south  side  of  section  80,  and 
have  again  struck  tough  t,olng,  more  roek  than  was  expected,  on  the  west  side  of 
seotlou  29. 

The  Trader  proudly  reports  that  the  Haveios  are  finding  it  profitable  to  trade 
at  his  post  and  are  coming  In  to  do  business  from  further  and  further  away.     The

There  follows  the  report  of  activities  in  El  'orro  National  Monument 
for  the  month  of  May.  1947. 

'.^FATHER:   The  long  dry  spell  in  this  vicinty  was  broken  by  four  days  of 
rain  on  May  6th.  9th.  15th.  and  11th.  with  a  total  precipitation  of  1.25 
inches.  Maximum  temperature  reechea  88  degrees  on  May  3rd.  and  the  minimum 
dropped  to  25  degrees  on  Avril  28th. 

TRAVEL;    229  Visitors,  in  71  cars,  from  19  states  and  one  foreign  country 
visited  the  monument.  A  2$  decrease  is  noted  in  the  number  of  visitors  as 
compared  with  the  seme  report  period  of  1946,  but  a  2%   increase  appears 
in  the  number  of  care.  I  total  of  221  visitors  made  the  tour  of  the 
inscriptions  and  the  guide  time  amounted  to  51  hours  and  45  ndnutes. Seven 
people  arrived  for  information  only. 

.*"PROaOH  ROAD..;   Both  roads  from  Gallup  and  Grants  are  dry,  but  very  rough, 
due  to  the  lack  of  maintenance  after  the  recent  rains.  A  letter  from 
Senator  idney  Gottlieb  states  that  the  survey  for  the  re-alignment  of 
Highway  #53  will  be  started  this  fall. 

3?  CI.X  ACTIVITIES;   After  a  great  deal  of  uncertainty  concerning  the  exact 
date  of  their  filming,  fhe  Harry  Sherman  I  icfcures  Inc.  finally  arrived  on 
May  25th.  and  spent  two  days  shooting  a  great  many  action  scenes  using  the 
Rock  as  a  background  for  all  their  shots.  Joel  McCrea  and  i ranees  Dee  were 
the  feature  actors,  being  supported  by  Charles  Bickford  and  Joe  Calleia. 
The  company,  130  strong,  were  especially  careful  in  observing  all  regulations 
of  the  area,  but  this  lone  Custodian  had  many  a  headache  in  herding  the 
hordes  of  spectators.  Never  again  without  enough  personnel  to  cover  the 
whole  area. 

OsNKRAL;    One  trip  to  ^lbuauerjue  was  made  to  interview  my  seasonal 
Ranger.  Two  trips  tc  Gallup  were  made  for  supplies  and  repair  of  the  pickup. 
Several  attempts  were  made  to  contact  Chaco  Canyon  by  radio  8nd  on  one 
occasion  Chaco  was  received,  but  apparently  Chaco  was  not  receiving  El 
I'orro,  so  it  was  definitely  a  one  sided  conversation.  More  difficulty 
has  been  encountered  with  the  old  battery  charger  and  consequently  contact 
will  not  be  made  until  I  can  charge  the  batteries.

General,  Temporary  duty  assignment  of  three  days,  May  5,  6  and  7,  were  spent 
in  the  Region  Three  Office  discussing  Tarioua  problems  relating  to  this 
monument*  Also  attended  the  annual  fire  control  training  meeting  at  Bandelier 
National  Monument  on  May  14  and  15.  Both  assignments  were  highly  beneficial  to 
the  custodian  and  much  needed  information  and  training  waa  received* 

Weather*  Strong  winds  and  frequent  dust  storms  again  prevailed  throughout  the 
month.  Only  one  light  shower  of  «25  of  an  inch  fell  on  May  23*  The  remainder  of 
the  month  has  been  very  dry*  High  temperature  was  92  and  low  36« 

Roads*  Both  approach  roads  are  in  very  poor  condition*  Sands  have  drifted  so 
deep  In  some  sections  that  travelers  find  It  necessary  to  use  the  open  fields 
to  reach  the  monument*  Tory  little  maintenance  work  is  now  being  done  by  the 
State  Highway  Department. 

Travel *  Visitor  travel  remained  about  the  same  aa  for  the  previous  month  of  April* 
Instate  visiters  numbered  182  and  outstate  visitors  41*  There  were  a  total  of  66 
aara  with  instate  numbering  53  and  outstate  13*  5  people  walked  out  to  the 
monument*  From  all  available  information  many  travelers  are  discouraged  from 
making  the  trip  to  Gran  uivira  due  to  poor  roads* 

Guide  and  Contact  Service.  A  total  of  223  "visitors  were  conducted  through  the  ruin$ 
on  66  guided  tours.  The  average  time  spent  by  each  party  was  55  minutes*  Total 
contact  time  of  60  hrs,  55  mine* 

Maintenance  and  Administration.  USDI  1-13850  was  taken  to  Mountalnalr  for  a 
general  overhauling  and  it  la  now  in  good  running  condition.  Received  and  answered 
several  Inquiries  regarding  the  monument.  In  spite  of  a  very  dry  season  a  bumper 
crop  of  weeds  la  In  full  sway  and  constant  deweedlng  of  the  ruins  rooms  is 
necessary  to  keep  them  in  a  presentable  condition*

There  follows  the  report  of  activities  in  Great 
Sand  Dunes  National  Monument  for  May,  1947. 

:EATHER;  Usual  spring  weather  has  occurred  with  con- 
siderable  moisture  falling.  Snow  fell  on  April  27, 
I ay  11  and  15.  We  have  had  twelve  days  of  rain,  several 
lasting  all  day.   inds  have  been  moderate.  Warmest 
days  have  been  around  75  degrees.  Snow  still  covers 
the  tops  of  the  Sangre  de  Cristo  range  and  the  San  Luis 
Valley  is  now  flooded  with  water  from  canals  and  the 
artesian  wells.  It  would  appear  to  be  a  good  season 
for  the  farmers  and  ranchers.  Grass  in  sheltered  places 
is  about  five  inches  high,  with  the  Medano  Creek  having 
a  heavy  flow  which  extends  to  the  edge  of  the  south 
section  of  the  Sand  Dunes,  all  cottenwood  trees  are 
leafed  out  and  many  wildflowers  along  this  creek  are 
in  bloom. 

TRAVEL:  One  thousand  and  sixty-five  visitors  in  one 
hundred  ninety-nine  cars  visited  the  Sand  Dunes  during 
this  report  period.  Fourteen  states  and  Mexico  were 
represented.  One  member  of  the  armed  force  was  counted. 
Five  hundred  fifty-two  persons  took  advantage  of  the 
camp  and  picnic  grounds  and  of  these  fifty- five  camped 
overnight.  Five  written  requests  were  answered. 

INCREASE  IN  TRAVEL:   For  May,  1946,  the  record  shows 
84  cars  and  338  visitors. 


R0AD3:  Roads  continue  rough  and  dry.  The  county  has  done 
no  grading  during  this  moist  spell.  A  drag  has  not  yet 
been  obtained  from  surplus  material  at  Chaco  Canyon 
National  Monument,  and  the  monument  roads  are  in  poor 
condition. 

COMPLAINTS:  Verbal  complaints  are  still  pouring  in  be- 
cause of  the  unfinished  rest-rooms  at  the  headquarter 
area.  Its  unnecessary  to  remark  that  its  extremely 
lucky  for  headquarter  area  to  be  located  in  a  wooded 
section.  No  further  action  in  regards  to  these  rest- 
rooms  has  been  received  from  Region  Three  Office. 
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Many  complaints  have  been  received  concerning  both 
county  and  monument  roads.  Most  embarrassing  situation 
has  developed  in  the  camp-ground  where  many  cars  become 
stuck  in  the  sand.  It  is  hoped  that  a  drag  may  be  found 
and  with  a  great  deal  of  manual  labor,  this  section  may 
be  made  safe. 

ARCHAEOLOGY:   The  Alamosa  State  College  found  their  first 
Folsom  point  at  the  blow-out  site  they  are  excavating  on 
the  Zapata  (Linger)  Ranch.  This  announcement  appeared 
in  the  Alamosa  paper. 

NATIONAL  PARK  SERVICE  VISITORS:  Messrs.  Cornell,  Bennett, 
Lassiter  and  Thomas  visited  this  area  on  May  Ik.     The  en- 
tire day  was  spent  in  going  over  various  sites  for  toaster 
Plan  studies. 

NEWSWORTHY  VISITORS*  The  Cheyenne  Mountain  School  of 
Colorado  Springs  with  a  group  of  forty  students,  who 
camped  overnight;  a  Boy  Scout  Troop  from  Pueblo  of 
fifteen,  who  also  camped  for  one  night;  the  Geology 
Class  from  western  State  Teachers  College,  Gunnison; 
the  Fort  Garland  School  with  two  hundred  pupils  and 
ten  teachers,  who  held  their  annual  school  picnic  at 
the  Sand  Dunes;  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clem  Collins  of  Denver. 

SPECIAL  ACTIVITIES:  A  trip  was  made  to  Bandelier  National 
Monument  on  April  29.  The  Sand  Dune  pickup  1-13834  was 
delivered  to  Bandelier  for  further  transfer  to  the 
Montezuma  well  addition  of  Montezuma  Castle  National 
l onument.  One  day  was  spent  in  loading  surplus  equipment 
on  the  Bandelier  stake  truck.  This  surplus  equipment 
consisted  of  two  desks,  filing  cases,  book  case,  chairs, 
one  3  KW  light  plant,  blitz  cans,  tool  boxes  and  a  bench 
vise.  Returned  to  Great  Sand  Dunes  in  the  stake  truck 
with  Clerk  Bean,  who  helped  in  the  unloading. 

On  May  5  a  talk  was  given  to  the  Mosca,  Hooper  and 
Moffat  Service  League  at  Mosca,  Colorado.  Fifty  slides 
on  "Monuments  of  New  kexico"  were  shown  to  fifty  people 
after  a  banquet.  Great  interest  was  evident  and  request 
for  a  repeat  performance  was  made  for  a  later  date  at  the 
town  of  Blanca,  Colorado. 

The  Bandelier  National  Monument  Fire  Control  Training 
Conference  was  attended  from  May  13  to  16.  This  meeting 
was  a  success  and  a  great  deal  was  learned  and  accomplished. 
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ACTIVITIES:  Little  has  been  accomplished  this  report  period 
because  of  trips  and  the  tremendous  increase  in  number  of 
visitors. 

Routine  jobs  and  duties  were  performed  around  headquarters 
and  the  two  c amp -grounds . 

The  repaired  dump  truck  and  air  compressor  were  obtained 
from  the  Heide  Garage.  The  compressor  was  set  up  and  is 
functioning  in  A-l  condition.  The  new  rings  and  valve 
grinding  job  have  put  the  dump  truck  in  excellent  shape. 

The  Dodge  4x2  was  taken  to  the  Heide  Garage  and  it  was 
necessary  to  tow  it  part  of  the  way  as  it  refused  to  function. 
Necessary  repairs  are  being  made. 

The  monument  typewriter  was  taken  to  Bandelier  National 
Monument  and  from  there  it  is  to  be  sent  to  Santa  Fe  for 
cleaning  end  repairing. 

A  rough  floor  was  laid  in  the  outside  storage  shed  and 
a  new  roof  now  makes  the  shed  usable.  Tar  paper  was  nailed 
to  the  four  sides  and  then  shelves  and  racks  were  built  to 
house  all  fire  tools  for  the  monument. 

The  garage  was  cleaned  for  storage  space  of  surplus  equip- 
ment, until  office  is  painted  and  all  material  can  be  properly 
located. 

The  camp-ground  was  posted  with  fire  warning  signs,  and 
one  was  placed  on  the  bulletin  board  at  headquarters. 

A  start  was  made  on  filling  up  the  exposed  water  line. 

The  light  plant  room  was  cleaned  and  cleared  for  the 
alternate  3  KW  light  plant.  It  is  hoped  that  time  can  be 
found  to  install  this  plant  in  the  near  future. 

The  ceiling  and  walls  of  the  office  received  their  first 
coat  of  paint.  As  weather,  wind  and  sand  allows,  the  floor 
will  receive  its  first  coat  of  paint,  and  the  office  equip- 
ment can  be  moved  in. 

The  Globe-Wernicke  folders  which  were  ordered  in  February 
for  the  filing  system  have  at  last  arrived. 

Proof-read  and  checked  an  article  on  Chaco  Canyon 
National  Monument,  from  the  National  Parks  Association  in 
Washington,  D.C. 

PUBLICATIONS  REPORT:   There  are  on  hand,  80  informational 
mimeographed  leaflets.  Leaflets  were  mailed  to  the  Rocky 
Mountain  Motorists,  Inc.,  at  Denver,  Colorado  Springs, 
Greeley  and  Pueblo,  Colorado t  upon  request.  At  the  request 
of  Region  Three  Office,  leaflets  were  sent  to  Salt  Lake  City, 
for  the  Utah  Centennial  Exposition.

General  May  has  been  another  busy  month  with  brisk  travel  and  several 
unusual  activities.  Travel  for  this  month  is  below  that  for  April  which

With  the  aid  of  four  Apache  Indians  the  dust  was  removed  and 
lowered  in  buckets  down  the  cliff  where  it  was  carried  to  the  truck*

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After  this  was  dry  it  was  coatsd  with  undiluted  bitumuls  and  a  liberal 
application  of  sand.

There  follows  the  HOHTELY  NARRATIVE  RHPCGT  of  activities  at 
Saguaro  National  Monument  for  the  month  of  May,  1947. 

■'.HIATHSR.  Midsummer  temperatures  arrived  on  Hay  3f  -*hen  105  decrees 
was  recorded  at  Monument  Headquarters*     This  day  was  followed  by 
a  week  of  hot,  windy,  weather,  which  ended  a  cooler  period,  with 
■  light  rain  on  Hay  15  (snow,  sleet,  and  hail  at  Manning  Camp  R.S.). 
Since  that  time  we  have  had  almost  daily  cloudiness,  with  frequent 
late  afternoon  or  evening  thunderstorms,  accompanied  by  light  pre- 
cipitation, usually  only  a  trace.     Precipitation  on  11  days  since 
our  weather  station  was  put  into  operation  at  Mica  Mountain  Lookout 
on  May  5  has  totaled  .50  inch.     This  type  of  weather  is  most  unusual 
before  the  first  week  in  July. 

3BBCX&1  ACTITITias*     On  May  10  the  Custodian  made  a  trip  to  Casa 
Grande  and  Organ  Pipe  Cactus  National  Monuments,  bringing  back  one 
of  the  O.P.C.  horses  for  use  during  the  fire  season.     On  the  12th, 
Ranger  Fulton  made  a  trip  to  O.P.C.  to  bring  up  the  other  horse. 
Considerable  time,  and  several  hundred  miles  of  driving  made  nec- 
essary by  the  telephone  strike,  was  expended  in  attempts  to  obtain 
a  qualified  man  to  employ  as  Packer;  most  of  the  men  who  vera  able 
to  do  this  work  were  unwilling  to  work  for  us  a  they  expected  another 
moving  picture  company  in  this  vicinity  during  Hay.     Considerable 
time  and  travel  also  were  needed  to  later  find  a  man  willing  to  take 
a  Trail  Laborer  job. 

INSPECTIONS.     Chief  Clerk  Gastellum,  of  the  Region  Three  Office,  HI 
here  on  lay  16.     His  trip  cleared  up  many  of  our  problems,  but  we  wish 
that  he  could  have  remained  another  day,  to  assist  in  several  other 
matters  pertaining  to  the  mounting  volume  of  paper  v/ork. 

5T1TU5  OF  PRIVATE  L.'JTBT-.     Mrs.  Ear  J  or  ie  L.  Allison,   owner  of  Section 
29,   immediately  north  of  the  Monument  Headquarters    gtfi  l  ithin  our 
boundaries,  was  in  on  May  2,  to  inquire  as  to  the  possibility  of  the 
National  Park  Service  purchasing  her  holdiiv  .  .     She  stated  that  it 
was  her  intention  to  list  the  property  v.ith  real  est:te  agents  in  the 
near  future,  as  she  most  urgently  desires  to  sell.     In  the  Custodian*  s 
absence,  T*s.  Bgermayer  referred  her  to  -ttie  Regional  Director's  Office.

Lookouts,  and  to  r.pud  Rock  and  Wanning  Camp  Ranker  St  at ions  were  cleared 
of  trees  which  fell  during  the  winter,  radio  seta  installed  et  I  banning 
Camp  and  in  the  Mica    ?t.  Tower,  antennas  strung,  and  new  leads  for  both 
telephone  and  radios  run  up  the  legs  of  the  tower.     Telephones  were 
changed  at  llanhead  and  Manning  Camp,  but  still  the  communications  are 
very  poor,  failing  after  every  rain.     The  Patrol  Loop  Trail  on  top  of 
Mica  Mt.  was  cleared  of  windfalls,  and  some  work  done  on  the  trull  to 
Spud  Rock  Secondary  Lookout.      Ml  fire  tools  were  overhauled,   sad  the 
summer  tool  caches  eet  up*     All  prck  and  saddle  stock  wore  gathered  and 
shod,  also  are  in  the  process  of  being  shot  for  distemper,  which  seems 
to  be  prevalent  in  the  valley  this  spring.     The  rire*weather  station 
was  moved  from  Manning  Camp  up  to  Mica  Mt.  Tower,  and  put  into  operation 
May  6.

Due  to  termination  of  our  temporary  Ranger,  and 
the  work  necessary  to  the  beginning  ftff  the  fire  season,  we  have  been 
unable  to  provide  contact  service  on  ten  of  the  past  thirty  days,  and 
only  port-time  contact  on  cevoral  other  days,  uhieh  would  partially 
account  for  the  drop  in  percent r^e  of  visitors  contacted.

The  Custodian,  Ranger  Fulton,  and  Maintenanceman 
Olli©  Barney  packed  up  to  Manning  Canp  on  May  2,  meeting  Richard  Barney, 
who  had  ridden  up  from  their  ranch  the  previous  day#     The  following  three 
days  were  spent  in  Opening  up  the  station,  packing  tools  to  the   caches, 
installing  radios  and  cheeking  telephone  lines  and  lnst< nations.     Richard 
3arney  began  regular  patrols  on  the  4th.     Bi-weekly  pack  trips  hare  been 
made  since  the  9th,  principally  to  deliver  hay  and  grain  supplies  to  the 
storage  shed  at  Manning  Camp, 

Daily  lightning  storms  commencing  on  the  15th,  finally  resulted  in 
a  Class  "A"  fire  which  started  the  evening  of  Key  22nd,  discovered  at 
9:15  A.M.  on  the  23rd,  and  out  by  2t50  P.M.  of  the  same  day.     Total  area 
burned  was  reported  as  «05  acre.     With  only  one  Aid  on  detection  duty, 
and  two  other  men  available  for  suppression  work,   it  was  thought  advis- 
able to  supplement  detection  coverage  and  at  the  same  time  determine  if 
additional  help  would  be  needed  to  suppress  the  fire,  so  the  Custodian 
and  Ranger  Fulton  rented  a  plane  and  flew  over  the  entire  area,  aS3ur- 
ring  tbe  fact  that  only  the  one  firs  had  started,  art  that  it  was  appar- 
ently under  control  when  observed  from  the  plans,     we  have  h*sd  bo  other 
fires  since,  but  last  nights  storm  resulted  in  four  fires  on  the  Coro- 
nado  Forest's  Cataliae  District  north  of  us,  one  of  those  still  not  being 
under  control  24  hours  later.     Fire  danger  reading*  fcave  averaged  in  the 
lower  portion  of  Class  3,  with  one  days  get tine  into  Class  4$  this  is 
due  largely  to  the  small  amounts  of  precipitation,  which  have  kee$  the 
humidity  up  fairly  \7ell,   and  to  light  winds  except   on  two  days  of  the 
month*

MEMORANDUM  for  the  Regional  Director,  Region  Three* 

There  follows  a  report  of  activitiee  at  Sunset  Crater  National 
Monument  for  the  month  of  May,   1947s 

Visitors  this  month:     995  Travel  Year  to  datet     4187 

Travel:     A  substantial  increase  in  visitor  travel  for  the  month  of  May 
is  shown  with  VKJL  more  visitation  than  for  the  same  month  a  year  ago. 
Total  travel  for  the  year  is  also  ahead*     It  shows  an  increase  of  \7% 
over  the  previous  travel  year.     The  method  of  estimating  travel  remains 
the  same.     It  is  noted  however  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  visitors 
do  not  register.     A  great  deal  of  this  may  be  due  to  the  absence  of  a 
♦Register'   sign.     The  previous  one  was  removed  by  vandals  last  winter. 

Roads:     With  the  lack  of  maintenance,  the  entrance  road  has  become  very 
rough  and  "washboardy".     If  it  could  be  worked  once  with  a  blade  the  road 
could  be  kept  in  fair  condition  with  an  occasional  dragging.     The  back 
road  to  Wupatki  is  still  closed  to  the  visitor.     Recent  showers  heve  helped 
the  cinder  some  but  the  road  bed  is  still  soft  and  unsafe  to  travel. 
Visitation  at  both  Sunset  and  Wupatki  will  be  noticeable  increased  when  the 
"back  door"  can  be  reopened. 

General :     Progress  on  the   construction  of  the  tent  houses  has  been  slow. 
Shortage  of  building  materials,   the  necessity  for  other  hauling  and  required 
road  work  at  Wupatki  have  caused  delay.     3ut  it  is  moving  along   in  good  time 
now  and  the  first  dwelling  at  Sunset  Crater  will  within  a  few  days  be  a 
reality. 

The  week  end  trips  have  been  continued  this  month.     Interpretive 
information  has  been  offered  the  visitor  on  Sundays. 

Information  has  just  been  received  regarding  materials  for  the  signs 
that  are  planned  for  the  area.  The  proper  material  has  been  located  and 
construction  should  get  under  way  shortly. 

Ranger  Dpton  attended  the  fire  school  at  Grand  Canyon  the   second  week 
in  May.     Mrs.  Upton  accompanied  him  and  made  the  most  of  the  few  days  for 
an  enjoyable  vacation.     A  most  cordial  reception  was  given  to  all  visiting 
personnel  throughout  the  entire  time  they  were  there. 

3ob  brought  back  the  Sunset  Crater  Thunder bird  four  mile  marker  that  has 
been  roaming  around  the  country.     It  had  been  missing  since  last  winter  and 
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finally  oame  to  rist,  with  others  of  its  kind,  near  the  campground  of 
Petrified  Forest  National  Monument.   It  was  discovered  a  few  days  ago 
and  Chief  Ranger  Dinsmore  brought  it  along  with  him  when  he  oame  to  the 
fire  school.  After  a  new  paint  job  it  will  be  re-erected  at  the  entranoe. 

HPS  Visitors:  Landscape  Arohitect  Allenan  spent  about  a  day  at  Sunset 
the  first  week  of  the  month*  This  study  was  preparatory  to  the  drawing 
up  of  the  Master  Plan  for  the  area*

for  the  month  of  May,  1949: 

TSATgaa  CCHDITI0K3;     Precipitation  -  .89.     Maximum  temperature  -  104, 
on  May  3.     Minimum  temperature  -  58,  on  April  29.     Three  days  of  Tory 
high  winds.  Considerable  cloudy  weather.     Precipitation  far  higher 
than  usual  for  this  month. 

MAIMTSBJlKOg:     Mostly  of  a  routine  nature  this  month.     3oil  on  the 
fish  pond  plants  was  changed,     travel  was  placed  on  a  low  spot  of  the 
driveway  from  the  parking  area  to  the  residences.     More  floor  sections 
in  the  museum  building  hare  been  treated  with  Duocrex  preservative. 
Some  small  signs  were  re-painted.     Considerable  time  has  been  spent 
by  our  maintenance  laborer  and  some  time  by  the  custodian  on  doing 
stabilizing  work  on  the  mission  church.     This  work  consists  of  using 
cement  stabilized  soil  to  seal  broken  places  in  the  original  plaster, 
so  that  water  cannot  get  behind  the  plaster  and  cause  its  collapse, 
and  filling  up  old  vandal  holes  in  the  walls.     So  far  this  work,  which 
is  done  between  other  pressing  jobs  as  time  allows,  haa  been  mostly 
in  the  cemetery  and  on  the  north  end  of  the  church.

WATSI-  SUPPLY;     On  &ay  2,  while  we  were  doing  considerable  irrigating, 
the  water  pump  began  sucking  air  Instead  of  water  for  a  short  period. 
aftmem  ^we  are  now  drawing  water  from  64  feet  down  in  our  77  foot  well, 
jiuch  an  occurrence  is  a  pretty  good  hint  that  within  a  year  or  two 
we  will  have  to  pull  the  system  and  run  our  pipe  deeper. 

NATURE  OBSSttV  flTQHS;     The  other  day  neighbors  captured  a  small  Gila 
monster  in  the  alfalfa  field  east  of  the  monument,   and  gave  it  to  us. 
The  little  fellow  was  about  seven  inch.ee  long  (evidently  a  last  year's 
model).     Promptly  a  wooden-walled  pen  was  made,  and  water  and  shade 
provided,   so  the  lizard  could  be   studied  in  captivity  for  a  while.  But 
the  first  night  of  captivity  found  the  ungrateful  varmint  nnappreciatlve 
of  our  housing  efforts  in  its  behalf,   and'*dug  u$der  the  wall  to  freedom. 

A  few  days  bjsjj  some  folks  over  Patagonia  way  told  Ranger  Brewer 
they  thought  an  old  basement  in  the  hillside  back  of  their  house  was  a 
rattlesnake  den,  and  that  they  were  afraid  to  go  inside  it.     She  said 
she  thought  "Bring  'em  back  alive  Jackson"  might  help.     So  on  a  day  off 
the  Jackson  family  went  over.     1  removed  one  nice  Black-tailed  Rattle- 
snake fror  the  basement   i there  were  no  ethers  in  it),   and  brought  it 
back  to  Turaacacorl  to  keep  for  a  few  hours  in  a  screened   snake  box. 
On  Sunday,  while  with  a  party  of  visitors,   I  was  suddenly  electrified 
when  my  oldest  boy  ran  to  me  and  said  that  Bruce,   the  youneest,  had 
just  got  rattlesnake  poison  in  his  eye!     1  beat  my  shadow  getting  to 
the  house,  and  found  this  was  quite  true.     But  Betty,  being  an  HC1IP 
of  long  standing,    and  therefore  versed  in  desert  first  aid  principles, 
had  already  washed  out  the  boy's  eyes  under  a  tap,   and  all  was  under 
control,  with  no  harm  done  except  to  our  nervous  systems. 
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The  accident  occurred  as    >ruce  leaned  over  to  look  at  the  snake. 
The     upper,  wooden  lid  of  the  snake  box  was  open,   but  the  screen  of  the 
inner  door  was  safely  closed,     however  the  snake,   being  somewhat  irri- 
table,  struck  upward  as  the  boy  leaned  downward  to  look.,   and  its  head 
hit  the  screen  with  mouth  wide  open.  Venom  sprayed  upward,   and  one  drop 
got  into  the  boy* a  eye.

Following  is  the  monthly  narrative  report  for  Tuslgoot  National  Mon- 
ument for  May,  1947, 

leather  Conditions.  The  earlier  part  of  the  month  was  characterised  by  un- 
usually  hot  days  with  a  maximum  recording  of  102  degrees*  This  was  broken 
when  a  refreshing  rain  of  approximately  .4  inches  fell  on  May  6,  and  was  the 
first  measurable  preeipitation  in  six  months*  During  the  latter  part  of  the 
month  the  weather  moderated  considerably  with  the  daytime  temperatures  pro- 
Tailing  in  the  lower  90' s  which  is  normal  for  this  time  of  the  year* 

Visitor  Totals  and  Trend st  Travel  during  May  dropped  to  822  which  is  a  600* 
decrease  from  last  month4 s  total*  However,  the  number  of  visitors  is  40^ 
higher  for  the  current  Fiscal  Tear  as  compered  with  1946*  Indications  still 
point  to  an  accelerated  1947  Summer  Travel  inasmuch  as  the  trend  to  date  has 
been  that  of  transcontinental  tourists  representing  travel -starved  Americans, 
and  the  close  of  school  should  mark  the  onset  of  the  rush*  Owing  to  a  number 
of  reasons,  thousands  of  Americans  are  now  keenly  aware  of  Arisona's  16  super- 
lative National  Parks  and  Monuments,  and  are  taking  the  time  and  money  to 
see  them* 

Guide  and  Contact  Service >  Custodian  Cotter  is  on  annual  leave  five  days  per 
week  and  on  duty  status  during  Ri chert' s  two  days  off*  With  a  smaller  number 
of  visitors  this  month,  it  was  possible  to  raise  the  average  time  spent  with 
each  group  both  in  the  museum  and  ruins  trips*  An  average  of  21*5  minutes 
each  was  devoted  to  203  ruins  trips,  and  22  minutes  for  252  museum  parties*

Ranger  Sohuft  of  Case  Grande  followed  the  Chief  Clerk*a  visit  a  few  days 
later  to  make  a  reconciliation  between  Headquarter*  a  Inventory  records  and 
those  of  this  office.  Pete  worked  amasingly  fast  and  was  here  only  a  matter 
of  five  hours. 

Cooperating  Government  A gene i as t  Forest  Ranger  Linn,  in  charge  of  the  Yaeger 
Canyon  Ranger  Station  in  -the  "Prescott  National  Forest,  paid  Tusigoot  a  court- 
esy oall  this  month.  He  stated  that  an  increasing  number  of  people  are  visit- 
ing his  station  to  inquire  regarding  the  looation  of  prehistoric  Indian  ruina 
on  Forest  Service  landa  with  the  avowed  purpose  of  visiting  them  on  foot  or 
horseback.  Vr,   Linn  believes  it  advisable  to  sand  as  many  of  these  people  as 
possible  to  suoh  aroheologiosl  monuments  as  Tusigoot  and  Montesuma  Caatle 
where  guide  and  information  service  are  provided,  and  there  is  no  opportunity 
of  unauthorised  digging.   It  is  regrettable  that  our  supply  of  National  Park 
Service  literature  is  exhausted,  otherwise  it  would  have  been  possible  to  pro- 
vide Mr.  Linn  -with  booklets  to  which  he  could  refer  his  visitors  for  inform- 
ation and  guidance. 

Forest  Fires t  Indioative  of  the  present  high  fire  danger  in  the  Northern  Arisona 
Plateau  Is  the  fact  that  Ranger  Linn  reported  a  grass  and  brush  fire  of  a  few 
acres  in  extent  on  the  Prescott  National  Forest  near  Jerome.  This  was  put  out 
by  the  Lookout  Man  stationed  between  Clarkdale  and  Jerome  who  firat  saw  it. 
Investigation  revealed  the  fire  to  have  been  man-caused. 
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Projoctsi  Now  soreensare  "being  .placed  on  all  window  frames  and  doors  of  the 
museum  and  residence.  Concurrently  with  this  re-soreeaing  job,  the  outside 
woodwork  such  as  window  casements,  doors,  and  projecting  vigas  or  beams  are 
being  given  an  application  of  linseed  oil*  This  work  is  now  50%   complete. 

Stabilisation:  Approximately  70  rooms  have  been  stabilised  and/or  repaired. 
Custodian  Cotter,  though  on  annual  leave,  hes  contributed  many  hours  of  his 
time  to  annotating  photographs  of  the  project  and  compiling  the  stabilisation 
report.  Two  very  oapable,  mature,  and  conscientious  -workers  are  now  employed 
from  Stabilisation  Funds.  They  are  Yavapai  Indians  from  Clarkdale,  James 
Hood  and  Arthur  Harris.  *4r.  Harris  worked  on  the  original  excavation  and  re- 
pair of  Tusigoot  in  1933*34.  Moreover,  he  has  had  considerable  experienoe 
as  a  etone  mason  gained  as  an  employee  of  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation.   Mr. 
Hood  has  worked  for  the  Indian  Service. 

Ethnology i  On  May  21,  Wed  Nayatewa,  Chief  of  the  *%lpi  Hopi  Tillage,  spent 
some  time  at  Tusigoot.  He  was  conducting  a  number  of  his  ol an amen  to  Parker 
Dam  for  relocation.  During  an  interview  with  Mr.  Nayatewa,  Custodian  Cotter 
obtained  three  interesting  legends  concerning!  1)  Hopi  Origins,  2)  Hopi 
pottery  designs,  and  3)  Montesuma  ^11.  These  were  incorporated  into  the 
Tusigoot  Fact  File.  They  will  be  circularised  to  any  Personnel  desiring 
to  read  them.

This  machine  was  found  to  be  small  for  our 
use  but  of  much  greater  advantage  than  the  present  Wehr.    it  is 
hoped  we  may  soon  acquire  this  machine  and  get  it  in  operation. 

Considerable  anxiety  was  created  when  a  V-2  Rocket  strayed 
from  its  proposed  course  and  landed  only  four  miles  from  Alamo- 
go  rdo. 

BO  complaints  have  been  received  in  the  office  from  any  source. 

Our  Operator- general  has  been  off  most  of  the  month  with  his 
teeth  and,  I   guess,  finally  mod  to  have  them  all  extracted.     Our 
roads  have  suffered  some  as  a  result  although  Harold  can  handle 
the  old  Wehr  if  it  becomes    necessary.     Our  hope  to  get  all  the 
picnic  tables  cleaned  up  and  repaired  before  the  season  is  still 
only  a  hope.     This  applies  as  well  to  our  picnic  area  shades  and 
grills.     It  does  look  like  we  may  get  to  do  some  badly  needed 
repairs  on  our  buildings.     A  contract  has  been  let  tor  such  work. 

The  concession  continues  to  do  a  good  business  and  more  room 
is  certainly  needed  for  its  operation*

The  Erasing  Servioe  saens  to  bo  curtailing  much  of  its 
activity  in  thia  section  and  plans  to  turn  a  lot  of  their 
equipment  over  to  T?ar  Assetts,  among  "which  is  the  carryall 
and  power  unit  now  on  loan  to  us.

on  ??hito  types. 

Our  museum  seems  to  be  working  better  all  the  time.     A 
U.  S.  Gypsum  Co»  official  was  in  and  wrote  us  a  very  nice 
letter  regarding  his  visit,    it  is  hoped  we  can  work  out  a 
way  to  allow  that  company  to  paepare  for  us  an  exhibit  of  the 
by-products  of  gypsum. 

"Water  continues  to  be  a  problem  in  our  vicinity.  Alamo- 
gordo  has  on  several  occasions  been  foroed  to  place  drastic 
restrictions  on  the  use  of  water.     So  far  it  haB  had  no  effect 
on  us  but  we  use  as  little  as  possible  when  hau&ing  it  all* 

Reports  on  our  publications  will  w»on  be  simpler,  before 
long  we  will  be  entirely  out  of  the  TThite  Sands  leaflet.

There  follows  a  rer ort  of  activities  at  Wupatki  National  Honument 
during  the  ronth  of  May,  1947: 

Visitors  this  month:  359       Travel  Year  to  date:  1686 

'■oather:  The  highest  temperatures  yet  recorded  for  early  May  occurred 
during  the  first  week,  renohing  a  :  axlmum  of  97  decrees •  Ve.y   is  also 
the  second  driest  month  of  the  year  here,  but  we  received  a  total  of 
•  99  inches  of  precipitation.  Tr.ls  exceeds  any  previous  precipitation 
record  for  the  month  of  *ayj  ,06  inches  more  than  that  in  the  wet  year 
of  1941.  This  moisture,  however,  seems  to  have  been  rather  snotty  over 
this  general  area.  At  least  it  reduced  a  serious  fire  hai&rd  and  probably 
helped  or  water  supply. 

Roads:  Considerable  road  improvement  was  accomplished  during  the  month. 
During  the  two  week  ends  when  the  rains  came  we  dropped  everything  else 
to  make  fills  and  to  drag  and  blade  the  road.  One  of  the  local  cattlemen 
loaned  us  a  small  pull  grader  and  we  are  quite  proud  of  our  t'ob  is  those 
sections  where  there  was  little  danger  of  breaking  the  blade  on  bo  lders. 
On  neither  occsion  did  we  have  our  road  man  and  the  first  time  we  had  to 
hire  a  truck  to  pull  the  drag,  as  ours  was  at  Kavaj©  National  Monument. 

Eroeotlng  the  arrival  of  Ur.  &alph  xowler  to  fill  the  road  maintenance 
position,  we  rro^ ised  ."jobs  to  several  **ava^os.  It  was  necessary  to  do  some 
urgent  rond  renairs  and  the  only  way  we  could  do  it  was  by  delay' ng  the 
stabilisation  program.  'Vhen  l^r.  Fdfiwer  did  arrive,  he  stayed  only  1^  days 
and  then  returned  to  Colorado  because  of  a  previously  incurred  disability. 
This  is  the  second  ti?re  wi-tiiln  a  year  that  we  have  had  personnel  forced 
to  resign  because  of  a  disability  which  was  not  fully  explained  prior  to 
their  employment.  One  of  these  days  we  shall  learn  to  profit  from  experience. 

Travel:  Visitor  travel  shows  a  slight  increase  over  that  of  previous  years 
and  tl-is  is  an  indication  of  what  we  could  expect  if  the  Sunset  arrroach 
were  open.  There  was  quite  a  decreer*  dur\n*'  the  first  week  when  the  "heat 
wave"  took  rlace,  and  a  very  sharp  increase  after  we  had  improved  our  road. 
A  number  of  visitors  mentioned  beinp  sent  here  by  local  business  men-  see 
publicity  below. 
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Publicity!   Flagstaff  is  launching  a  drive  through  its  Chamber  of 
Commerce  to  interest  more  of  the  passing-  tours  its  in  the  attractions 
of  this  general  area*  Evening  meet'nf.s  of  business  men  and  their 
employees  are  being,  held,  only  three  to  date,  and  local  National 
Park  Service  men  have  been  requested  to  address  the  f roups.  Sot 
Custodian  Jones  and  Ranker  Aubusohon  have  participated  to  date,  but 
tentative  plans  will  include  all  sen  who  wish  to  do  so. 

Considerable  comment  has  been  received  on  the  newspaper  articles 
prepared  by  I'rt*   Jones  regarding  the  introduction  of  electricity  at 
TSupatki  and  the  unusual  discovery  of  Sunset  Crater  signs  at  Petrified 
Forest,  Apparently  both  items  were  used  on  news  broadcasts  over  KTAR 
in  Phoenix, 

An  article  on  Wupatki  prepared  by  Devereaux  Butcher  of  National 
Parks  *>Sara«ine  w^s  received  for  correotion.  It  is  one  of  the  short 
articles  for  the  July  Issue, 

Personnel*  Approve.  1  was  received  of  the  establishment  of  a  Road 
l^aintenanceman  for  Wupatki-Sunset-'$alnut,  *r,  Ralph  Fowler  was  selected 
for  the  job,  but  as  stated  above  remained  on  duty  only  a  short  time, 

A  local  veteran,  Dan  Hogan,  was  hired  on  a  temporary  basis  to 
do  ruin  stabilization  v.ork,  but  to  date  has  had  to  spend  most  of  his 
time  on  roads  with  a  ^evajo  crew, 

^o  selection  has  been  made  of  a  temporary  ranker,  althoufh  several 
applicants  have  been  contacted.  To  date  it  has  been  impossible  to  fill 
this  position  because  of  housing,  inadequate  pay,  or  because  the  person 
wiehed  to  continue  school inf. 

NPS  Visltorst  la  preparation  for  a  revision  of  the  Wupatki  %ster  Plan 
Landscape  Architect  Alleman  s->ent  part  of  two  days  studying-  the  area, 
What  impressed  us  was  the  improvement  in  the  methods  of  approach  and 
analysis  used  by  tie  Branch  of  Development  compared  to  pre-war  times, 

Torester  Walker  of  the  Director's  Office  and  Regional  Foresters 
Carlson  and  Jaa»s  paid  a  brief  visit  to  Wupatki  on  the  10th,  The 
custodian  was  delayed  in  town  by  applicants  for  jobs  and  did  not 
meet  them,  but  Ranker  Upton  handled  the  situation  ver\  well, 

Kewsworthy  Visitors  One  party  of  visitors  ignored  our  "Road  Closed" 
sign  com  ng  down  from  Sunset  Crater  and  can  clam  the  distinction  of 
being  the  first  visitors  in  the  past  ten  years  to  knock  a  hole  in 
their  crankcase.  It  is  not  entirely  dear  just  where  this  happened 
but  they  drove  slowly  on  down  towards  ISupatki  and  got  stuck  in  the 
oinders  just  beyond  ^iser.  They  were  towed  to  Flaps taff  after  dark. 
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Spring-  Flow:   Both  sprlngi  continued   to  decrease  in  their  flow  oo  pared 
to  last  month*  Wupatki   is   flowing  226  g.p.day  or  241  gallons    less   than 
last  month.   This  is  a  normal  decrease  for  tris   time  of  the  year,  but  we 
oannot  stand  too  many  of  there  100^  cuts.  Kei?«r  Springs  continues   to 
decrease:    1C30  g.p.d.  compared  to  1763  last  month. 

General t  All   in  all  thie  has  been  a  fairly  heotio  month  consisting  of 
constructing  terithouses,  hauling  five  tons   of  Quonset  hut  from  Flagstaff, 
planning  the  erection  of  this  hut,   trying   to  keep  the  parser  work  current, 
the  roads   in  shape  and  guiding  visitors  along  with  all  the  usual  and 
unusual  interruptions •   We  do  not   loo*  for  it  to  ae  auch  different  during 
the   cummer  months. 

Overlooked  under  the  UPS  Vis i tore  vras  the  fact  that  we  had  a  visit 
from  Sanger  Pete  Shuft  of  Casa  Grande.   Pete  checked  over  our  non-expendalbe 
property  a  d  provided  identification  numbers,  fie  enjoyed  hi6  visit  in 
both  a  business  and  social  s  nse.

HEATHER*  Ideal  weather  has  prevailed  the  entire  month  and  with  the  clos- 
ing oi  public  schools  travel  has  soared* 

MAINTENANCE.  The  job  of  repairing  the  adobe-cement  wall  at  the  residen- 
ce was  completed  and  the  museum  roof  was  repaired  and  swsjbed  with  a  new 
coat  of  tar* 

Visitor a .  Ranger  Shuft,  Case  Grande,  visited  this  area  on  special  assign* 
ment  l'rom  the  Region  Three  Office.  Kr.  B.  C.  Johnson.  District  Engineer, 
Geological  Survey;  Mr.  and  Mrs*  R.  L.  Lingle,  President  State  New  Mexico 
Reclamation  Association;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  8.  W.  Beeraan,  artist,  Burlingame, 
California}  Dr.  and  Mrs  Paul  H.  Pluck,  Lambertville,  N.J.j  Mr.  and  *'rs. 
Walter  M.  Gilbert,  Executive  Officer  Carnegei  Institution  of  Washington, 
D.C.;  Leland  C.  Baous,  US  Pish  and  .  ild  Life  Sorvioe  with  Fred  Dasoh  from 
Saguarchi,  Colorado  visited  during  the  month.

Mr.  Lvans  had  asked  oar  opinion  regarding  the  donation  of  a  very 
fine  Pueblo  mummy  for  the  museum  at  Asteo  -ulna.  >.e  hope  in  the  not  too 
distant  future  to  add  this  specimen  to  the  display  at  Asteo. 

INTERPRETIVE  SERVICBS.  There  were  209  conducted  tripe  thru  the  ruins  in 
whioh  were  1186  visitors  and  322  trips  thru  the  museum  with  1387  visitors. 

INCREASE  IN  TRAVEL.  Visitation  has  increased  about  63#  over  that  of  last 
year  with  1587  people  in  515  oars  fro«  40  states,  Washington,  D.C.,  New- 
found Lend,  India  and  the  Bahama  Islands.

There  follows  a  report  of  the  activities  at  Bandolier  National 
Monument  for  the  month  of  June,  1947* 

weather  and  Roads 

leather  has  been  dry  and  windy  interspersed  with  cola  periods* 
Only  traces  of  rain  fell  during  the  report  period*     High  temperature 
recorded  was   94*  but  several  times  the  nercury  fell  to  within  a  de- 
tree  of  the  frees ing  point  at  Headquarters  with  heavy  frosts  at  a 
slightly  higher  elevation*     High  fire  danger  has  prevailed  during 
most  of  the  month*     A  record  was  set  this  year  when  the  danger  shot 
into  the  "Extreme"  bracket  on  two  successive  days*     imly  two  other 
"Extras*"  days  have  been  recorded  since  the  establishment  of  the 
weather  danger  station  here  in  1959*     Qae  day  of  extreme  danger  was 
recorded  in  June  of  1959  and  one  in  June  of  1946,  but  this  year  is 
the  first  tims  we  have  had  two  extreme  days  in  one  year  and  tv©  on 
successive  days* 

Another  milestone  was  reached  in  Bandolier  history  with  the 
opening  to  traffic  on  June  18  of  the  Rejoaque  short  cut  to  J&nta     o. 
The  newly  constructed  and  surfaced  "Atomic  Highway"  completes  a  link 
in  the  road  from  Santa  Fa  to  Bandolier*     It  shortens  the  distance  to 
Santa  fe  from  60  miles  via  Espanola  to  49*6  via  Fojoaque  and  leaves 
only  15  miles  of  our  approach  road  that  is  not  surfaced*     Work  has 
commenced  on  the  new  highway  bridge  across  the  Bio  Grande  at  Otowi 
but  the  structure  probably  will  not  be  completed  for  many  months* 
The  approach  road  across  the  Ramon  Vigil  Grant  has  been  dry  and  dusty, 
but  since  we  have  the  authority  and  the  money  to  maintain  it  we  have 
kept  it  in  much  better  shape  thai    in  previous  years*     Complaints  as 
to  its  condition  have  been  few  this  year*     He  are  still  handicapped 
by  lack  of  a  heavy  grader*     Our  "puddle  jumper"  tricycle  is  not  heavy 
enough  to  pull  ditches  or  move  much  dirt* 

Notice  of  award  of  the  work  of  seal  coating  the  2*52  miles  of 
oil  surfaced  road  leading  into  Frijoles  Canyon  has  been  gi  en  to  &>• 
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Haake  of  Santa     ••     Tha  work  will  begin  as  soon  as  approval  of  the 
Director  is  received  and  should  be  finished  by  the  end  of  July. 

Administrative 

The  Custodian  made  a  pack  trip  to  the  Capulin  Canyon,  Turkey 
Springs*  Stone  Lions,  and  Painted  Cave  to  inspect  trails  and  general 
conditions   in  this  area*     Several  routine  business  trips  vere  made 
to  Sa&ta  Fe  and  Ee^ion  Three  Office*     Clerk  Bean  spent  the  last  half 
ef  the  nonth   on  special  detail  in  the  Kegional  Office. 

Maintenance 

The  road  crew  spent  most  of  the  month  patching  breaks  in  the 
surfaoe  of  the  oiled  road   in  preparation  for  the  seal  coat  job  to 
be  performed  under  contraot*     They  also  put  in  a  new  oulvert   on  tho 
Otowi  Section,  cleaned  all  other  culverts  and  graded  the  approach 
road,  repaired  some  washouts,  etc*     The  Fire  Control  Aides  have  put 
tho  telephone  systea  into  first  class  shape  and  hare  worked  the  trails 
over  the  monument*     During  the  periods  of  high  fire  danger  the  Aides 
have  been  held  ot  Capulin  Base  Corap  where  they  are  en^&ged  In  leaking 
extensive  improvements*     High  winds  have  kept  throwing  trees  across 
the  trails  in  oritieal  spots  so  that  constant  vigilance  has  had  to 
be  maintained  to  keep  them  open* 

Maintenance  man  Valencia  o  nstruoted  a  new  watering  trough  at 
the  temporary  corral*     He  also  ereoted  tent  houses  for  three  employees, 
installed  propane  gas  in  them,  and  ran  an  eleotrio   line  to  the  tents 
so  that  employees  could  have  the  benefit  of  electricity*     Ho  also 
has  completed  insulation  of  the  walk-in  refrigerator  at  the  Lodge 
and  kept  the  ruins  cleaned  of  -Heeds  in  addition  to  the  garVage  dis* 
poeal,     rounds  cleanup,  equipment  maintenance,  power  plant  operation, 
campground  and  residence  fueling*  general  cleanup,  and  the  thousand 
other  jobs  conneoted  with  operation  of  the  monument*     Our  rehabili- 
tat  ion  program  continued  and  minor  painting*  plastering  and  repair 
on  the  buildings  is  airiest  complete*     Much  major  work  remains  to  be 
done*     The  new  compressor  and  cooling  fan  were  installed  in  the  Lodge 
kitohen*     The  radio  obtained  from  surplus  vreis   installed  and  daily 
contacts  have  been  made  with  Region  Three  during  the  week  days  sinoe 
June  9*     Considerable  trouble  was  experienced  with  the  Diesel  power 
plant}  the  cistodian  and  neohanic  worked  all  night  on  two  occasions 
to  get  it  back  into  operation*     A  new  7jj  fir  gasoline  plant  was  in- 
stalled, but  it  does  not  have  capacity  enough  to  handle  our  full  load 
and  is  not  much  good  at  this  season  as  a  standby  plant* 

Park  Operator 

The  operator  reports  a  general  lack  of  business  and  although 
travel  was  greater  this  month  than  for  the  corresponding  month  last 
year  revenues  are  off*     This  is  unfortunate  for  it  is  believed  that 
the  concessioner  is  offering  the  best  service  she  ever  has* 
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Protection 

Hanger  patrol  of  the  upper  Frljoles  has  bean  made  on  two  Sundays 
during  the  month*     On  both  patrols  large  numbers  of  fishermen  were 
contaeted,  especially  in  the  vioinity  of  the  Upper  Crossing*     Licenses 
and  oreel  contents  were  noted.     T>  a  trail  to  the  i'pper  Crossing  is 
in  need  of  some  attention  and  will  be  repaired  as  eoon  as  it  is  possible 
to  remove  awn  from  more  urgent  duties*     One  patrol  was  "f*de  to  the 
Otowi  aeotion  end  Tsankawi  ruins,  where  everything  seemed  to  be   in 
good   order  and  the  ruins  unmolested* 

During  recent  weeks  there  has  been  noticed  a  rather  heavy  in- 
festation among  the  alder  trees  of  the  alder  flea  beetle*     Ho  large 
scale  control  program  is  being  planned  but  plans  are  being  **de  to 
spray  the  trees  in  the  campground  arid  headquarters  area* 

The  second  horseback  aocident  of  the  season  occurred  on  the  morn- 
ing of  June  S*     >*r«  Jack  Hamlet,  an  employee  e.t  the   Lodge,  was  thrown 
from  a  horse  and  received  minor  injuries*     A  Personal  Injury  Report 
was  made  of  the  aocident*     Emphatic  words  of  caution  are  being  given 
to  riders  about  riding  along  narrow  trails  and  along  eteop  cliffs* 
There  is  now  in  the  process   of  preparation  a  nic-.eograi'hed  sheet  which 
will  be  handed  to  each  prospeotive  rider*     This  sheet  will  urge  all 
visitors  to  ride  with  care  and  definitely  explains  which  trails  ere 
to  be  used  as  Iridic  paths* 

The  periodical  tests  of  the  drinking  water  are  being  taken  once 
each  week.     Previously,  test   samples  were  collected  and   sent  to  tht 
State   Laboratory  at  Albuquerque   once  each  two**woeks  period*     wince 
ohlorination  has  started,  all  reports  have  been  satisfactory*

Three  seasonal  rangers  were  entered  on  duty  the  first  of  the  month*

MEMORANDUM  for  the  Regional  Director, 
Region  Three. 


There  follows  the  narrative  report  for  Case  Grande  National  fttonumeAt 
for  June,  1947. 

General t  One  can  hardly  pick  up  a  newspaper  published  in  this 
state  today,  but  one  reads  in  big  headlines  about  the  terrible  shortage 
of  water  and  electricity.  The  state  legislature  is  being  attacked  and 
a  water  code  is  defended.  50  %   of  the  irrigation  pumps  in  this  area 
are  rationed  to  pumping  only  four  da  yaw  a  week,  and  all  pumps  are  shut 
off  from  noon  to  six  P.J.:,  Several  days  during  the  pact  month,  we  hare 
been  without  electricity  a  good  part  of  the  day  due  to  the  shortage  of 
power  furnished  by  the  Indian  Service. 

leather ;  The  first  week  of  the  report  period  gave  maximums  in  the 
90* s,  but  since  the  4th.  of  June,  the  temperature  has  always  ranged  above 
99  degrees,  and  one  day  it  retched  110.  The  nights  have  been  relatively 
pleasant,  usually  ranging  in  the  50* e,  and  only  occassionaly  reaching  the 
60*s.  The  days  have  been  clear,  with  only  five  cloudy  days.  Too  much 
plowing  up  of  the  surrounding  land  along  with  the  extended  period  of 
drouth,  has  caused  some  rather  unpleasant  dust  storms.  Old  timers  tell 
us  that  there  used  to  never  be  the  dust  storms  there  are  these  last  few 
years,  since  man  has  over  used  the  land. 

administration:  Architect  Saunders  of  the  Regional  office  was  in 
the  area  the  21st.  He  has  distributed  the  Invitations  for  bids  for 
the  partial  reroofing  and  repairs  of  the  utility  area  buildings,  and 
the  bids  will  be  opened  in  the  Regional  office.  S.A.  sehwenn  of  the 
Tucson  Roofing  Compuny  was  ir.  on  June  5th.  to  check  over  the  bid  on 
this  job. 

Mechanic  Stonehocker  obtained  specifications  for  bids  on  the  «'AA. 
dump  trucks  for  the  Regional  office. 

Bidse  have  been  received  from  the  Treasury  Dept.  for  the  sale  of 
old  vehicles,  and  one  inspection  has  been  made  and  two  inquiries  have 
been  received  and  answered. 

AH  purchases  were  closed  on  the  18th.  as  reported  to  the  Chief  Clerk  • 

Visitors*  June  1947-  1,905;  June  1P46-  1,592 j  Travel  year  to  date, 
1947-  29,7^5;  1946-  21,866.  T  ie  is  an  increase  over  June  of  1946.  Our 
total  visitor  travel  for  the  1947  fiscal  year  was  54,041,  which  is  41 
;aore  visitors  than  we  had  estimated.  This  is  no  doubt  an  all  time  high 
for  this  I.ionument,  and  is  nearly  10,000  more  than  we  had  in  the  1946  fis- 
cal year. 
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Intepretlve  ^ervicee:  Of  the  1,905  visitors  to  the  area,  1,056 
Bade  ths  Ruin*  vri,    V '..   ^rties  evcraglng  48*5  minutes  per  trip. 
576  aede  the  Luseum  trip  in  125  parties  staying  an  average  of  24*9 
minutes.  849  people  came  into  the  area  &o  look  oyer  the  muaeum,  bring 
frienda,  of  picnic,  but  did  not  visit  the  ruins.  2  rinsed  Forces 
members  flatted  the  Huina  this  month.  It  has  been  very  noticeable  the 
great  decrease  in  Army  and  Navy  personnel  these  laat  six  moathe,  which 
proree  the  fi-ct  that  the  United  tftatea  heo  completely  dlicdlltari?:ed. 
The  slight  increase  of  visitors  ana  length  of  trips  over  fcay  of  thia 
year  is  due  to  the  increase  fa  children  juat  out  of  acno^l,  traveling 
with  their  parents,  pins  the  beginning  of  the  summer  tourists  passing 
by  on  their  way  to  the  cooler  climates. 


Maintenance;  The  pouch  roof  on  garters  No.  6-3  required  com- 
plete reroofing. 

A  complete  dead  ground  developed  in  the  feeder  line  between  the 
Tuartera  ani  the  Administration  Building,  which  resulted  in  having  to 
pull  the  wire.  The  old  black  iron  water  nipe  finally  gave  way  and  we 
fount  the  ..ires  had  no  insulation  for  about  three  feet,  making  it 
necessary  to  replace  the  pipe  with  conduit  and  pull  in  new  wire.  Labor 
oas  accomplished  by  iaintenanceman  Barnett.   »*e  expect  no  more  trouble 
or  expense* 

The  chlorine  had  rusted  out  the  larger  intake  an  well  as  the  exit 
pipes  to  the  water  storage  tanks,  racking  it  necessary  to  rep.lae*-  all 
the  pipe  and  fittings  in  the  pomp   house.  Mr.  Baraett  had  the  pipe  eat 
and  prepared  before  inatalation,  therefor  we  were  out  of  vater  for  only 
a  very  short  time. 

The  long  flfflculty  of  our  getting  grease  into  one  of  the  bearings 
of  the  sever  pump  was  located  by  our  laintenaneeman  Barnett,  who  found 
the  bearing  had  not  been  drilled.  Drilling  It,  the  difficulty  hee 
been  solved.

There  follows  the  report  of  actiTltlee  in  Chaco  Canyon  National 
for  the  month  of  June,  1947. 


There  were  a  total  of  224  visitors  to  Chaco  Canyon  this  south.  The  number 
of  Ti  si tors  is  nearly  three  and  one  hi  if  times  the  visitors  for  Lay,  bat  57  leas 
than  the  cumber  a  year  ago  this  month.  The  visitors  cans  in  69  automobiles  from 
the  states  of:-  A  isone-  1  ear,  2  visitors;  Arkansas  -  1  ear,  3  visitors;  California 
-  7  ears,  18  visitors;  Colorado  -  4  cars,  16  visitors;  Connecticut  -  1  car,  S 
visitors;  Delaware  -  1  ear,  2  visitors;  Kansas  -  1  ear,  2  visitors;  Michigan  -  2 
cars,  4  visitors;  Nevada  -  1  ear,  2  visitors;  .  ew  Jersey  -  1  car,  3  visitors;  New 
Mexico  -  38  ears,  121  visitors;  Ohio  -  S  cars,  8  visitors;  Oklahoma  -  2  ears,  5 
visitors;  Tennessee  •  1  ear,  3  visitors;  Texas  -  6  ears,  23  visitors;  Utah  -  1  c^r, 
7  visitors;  and  Natal,  Bahamas  -  1  ca.  ,  2  visitors. 

All  224  of  these  visitors  took  a  trip  through  the  ruins,  and  formed  62  parties* 
Thsy  were  divided  into  148  paid  admissions.  34  tax  only  admissions  and  42  children 
les  than  12  years  f  age*  147  of  these  visitors  formed  44  parties  and  listened  to 
the  museum  lecture.  Total  tine:-  R  nger  -  24  hours.  55  minutes,  custodian  -  59  hours 
10  inutea. 

Three  written  requests  for  information  were  answered.  Que  request  was  from  as 
far  away  as  Toronto,  Cnatrio. 

The  coldest  during  the  month  was  33  degrees  on  the  22nd  of  the  month,  and  the 
warmest  was  SO  dsgrees  Fahrenheit  on  the  7th,  15th  end  25th  of  the  month.  The 
moisture  consisted  of  0.o4  on  Juhjl  17,  0*02  on  June  18,  0.02  a  June  21,  and  0.06 
on  June  26,  which  made  a  total  of  0.14  inch  of  moisture  for  the  entire  month. 

The  road  crewa  were  contected,  and  both  the  Ban  wuan  County  and  Mckinley  County 
men  agreed  to  bring  out  their  blades  again.

Mexico  arrived  on  the  6th,  and  began  the  task  of  placing  the  summer  aohool 
phyaioal  plant  In  shape  to  he  ready  for  the  sohool  to  begin  on  the  16th,  the 
first  field  session  at  Chaco  sines  early  in  the  war.  The  student e,  a  good  aany 
of  when  are  ex-GIa,  accomplished  the  job  in  the  allotted  time,  and  school  began 
on  time;  so  with  our  own  crew,  the  Trading  Post  and  overnight  visitors,  the 
camping  ground  with  its  overnight  visitors  and  the  University. all  going  s  rong, 
Chaco  la  like  a  little  city! 

T.  ere  was  a  transportation  problem  here  this  month*  The  s  eke  truck  needed 
repairs  to  the  engine,  but  also  the  fan  belt  broke  and  the  fan  out  a  severe  gash 
in  the  radiator.  The  truck  was  started  to  town,  but  it  was  realiaOA  in  a  few  miles 
that  despite  the  fillings  the  radiator  leaked  to  much,  so  it  was  brought  back.  The 
radiator  "taken  off,  loaded  in  the  pickup  and  the  pickup  started  to  town,  but  on  the 
Chaco  hill,  the  tranamis  ion  dropped  out  of  the  pickup.  This  necessitated  several 
days  layoff  of  the  crew.  Fir  at,  the  pickup  wee  repaired,  then  a  new  radiator  put 
on  the  stake  truck,  then  the  stake  as  taken  to  town,  und  now  It  is  being  repaired. 

The  fence  crew  has  taken  down  fence  on  the  north  side  of  seotion  28,  pert  of 
that  which  runs  diagonally  through  seotion  22,  and  have  placed  posts  on  the  west 
aide  of  section  28  end  some  on  the  south  side.  I  uch  more  rook  work  was  encountered 
then  was  expected  on  the  west  aide  of  section  28. 

Ranger  Gulllet  turned  up  one  morning  with  a  terrible  t  oth  ache.  lie  left  at 
noon,  and  wan  gone  Tj-  days  having  his  teeth  wrked  over. 

Radio  com  unloatlon  between  £1  Morro  National  Monument  and  Ciaco  was  resumed 
on  June  28,  after  a  long  lapse.  It  was  decided  to  continue  the  talks  semi-weakly. 
The  reoeptlon  at  both  stations  is  very  clear,  especially  so  at  this  time  of  year.

There  follows  the  report  of  Mobile  Unit  activities  in  your 
area  during  the  month  of  June,   1947 . 

GBiKRAL: 

forking  conditions  have  remained  ezoellent  this  month  and 
there  have  been  few  absences  among  the  men.  fiaergency  repairs 
were  completed  at  Pueblo  Alto  and  Pueblo  Bonito  and  work  Is  again 
in  full  swing  at  -hetro  Ketl. 

Archeologist  Aide  Al  Lancaster  left  the  28th  for  a  month* s 
temporary  duty  at  Tuaacacori. 

The  partly  washed-out  pit  house  site  discovered  some  11  miles 
up  the  canyon  this  past  winter  by  the  Mobile  Unit  staff  is  now 
being  exeavated  by  the  University  of  New  Mexico.   :fe  are  watching 
this  dig  with  proprietary  interest,  hoping  that  some  valuable 
data  on  the  early  flhaco  will  be  salvaged  here. 

PUEBLO  ALTO 

Emergency  work  of  four  weeks  duration  was  completed  June 
5th.  This  small  site  on  the  north  mesa  close  to  the  proposed 
entrance  road  is  not  completely  stabilized  but  enough  work  was 
done  to  Insure  the  walls  standing  until  further  measures  can  be 
taken* 

A  total  of  19  separate  jobs  were  done  here.  Three  were 
reinforced  members  to  preserve  wall  breaks  in  their  original 
outline  and  the  remaining  16  jobs  consisted  of  buttressing 
undercut  sections  and  patching  breaks  at  the  ceiling  or  present 
ground  level. 
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PUEBLO  BONITO 

96rk  on  the  beck  wall  here  was  completed  Jane  11th.  This  • 
was  a  large  patched  area  done  some  £0  years  ago, by  Zunl  workmen, 
(according  to  the  Havajo)  which  fell  recently.  Early  photographs 
available  indioate  that  the  repair  of  20  years  back  extended  the 
vail  considerably  above  the  height  at  which  it  was  found.  The 
fallen  section  was  rebuilt  as  close  ne  possible  to  the  condition 
shown  In  1921. 

The  lower  part  of  the  rebuilt  section  was  laid  in  masonry 
cement.  A  horizontal  band  through  the  center  of  the  wall  is  tied 
together  with  a  reinforced  member  and  this  in  turn  is  tied  in  to 
the  wall  of  the  room  adjoining  on  the  south. 

Following  this  la2*g«  Job  10  man  days  were  spent  repairing 
the  balcony  level  on  to  the  west.  An  additional  four  man  days  were 
put  in  outting  weeds  from  the  plaza,  rooms,  and  visitor  trail, 
"feeds  were  bladed  out  in  front  of  the  ruin  with  the  grader. 

QHETBO  KJtfVL 

This  month  saw  completion  of  repairs  to  the  entire  back  wall 
at  balcony  level.  Stabilization  of  rooms  44,  45,  48,  49  and  50 
has  Just  about  completed  the  northern  tier  of  rooms  which  had  been 
excavated  to  a  depth  of  three  stories. 

In  progress  in  this  area  are  repairs  to  rooms  40,  43  and  49. 
falls  here  are  one  and  a  half  to  two  stories  in  height;  it  is  an 
older  section  of  poorer  masonry  and  considerable  patching  Is 
necessary  at  the  ground  floor  level. 

Also  finished  this  month  were  complete  repairs  to  kiva  I, 
one  of  the  two  largest  clan  kivas  in  the  site.  The  wall  was  patcheft 
and  capped  and  extensive  repairs  were  made  to  the  bench  which  was 
not  only  badly  weathered  but  had  settled  a  lot  where  excavations 
had  been  carried  under  it  in  tracing  earlier  vails. 

In  the  segtion  along  the  oentral  corridor  left  by  the 
excavators  for/runway  and  excavating  railroad  rooms  62  and  57  have 
had  minor  patching  and  capping  and  room  35  N  partially  undermined 
during  the  excavations  has  been  rebuilt. 

The  old  tar  paper  covering  over  room  106  Is  being  removed 
and  the  walls  carried  up  to  reoieve  a  new  less  conspicuous  roof. 
This  is  the  room  having  designs  in  blue  and  yellow  on  the  east 
wall. 
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Extensive  repa^ira  are  In  progress  to  the  prehistoric  roof 
of  room  39.     A  foot  to  a  foot  and  a  half  of  soil  had  been  left 
over  it  following  the  excavations  and  the  drain  provided  in  the 
center  had  become  filled  with  trash.  The  large  central  viga  broke 
and  one  corner  of  the  roofing  fell  in. 

The  roofing  has  been  jacked  back  into  place  and  a  new 
supplementary  beam  installed  and  new  sa vinos  put  in  place  of 
those  lost.     The  large  original  beam  is  now  supported  and  will 
be  secured  with  steel  straps  as  soon  as  these  are  obtained. 

One  job  has  been  started  in  the  eastern  wing  of  the  pueblo, 
room  115.  Here  extensive  repairs  are  being  made  to  foundations; 
these  will  be  carried  up  in  a  reinforced  m«nber  to  hold  a  large 
wall  break  in  its  original  outline.

Following  is  a  retwrt  of  activities  at  Chirlcahue  Wallowa!  *'nnument 
for  June,   1947. 

?eethar  conditions.     The  continued  <3ry  weather  was   interrupted 
slightly  by  a  totsl  of  .52   inches  *t  roir.  on  Jure  18-19,   which  was  a 
temporary  relief.     Two  fires  in  the  north  end  of   the  Chiricahuas,   well 
off  the  ronument,   were   started  by  ll^htnin^  prpcedinc  the  rain. 

Inspections.     Forester  Ratcliff     and  Natural let  Sullivan  arrived 
from  Orwn  Pipe  Oastus  on  vondey,   June  l!3,   to  look  cer  the   grazing 
allotments  and  to  acquaint  *'r.   Sullivan  with  Chirioehua.      3ne  day  was 
spent  on  the  monument. 

Maintenance.     The  new  roof  on  the  gas  house   is  being  completed  by 
Operator  Marble,   with  some  help  from  the   rest  of  the   force.     This 
building  had  the  only  flat  roof  on  the  monument  and  it  was  the  only  one 
that  leaked.     A  start  bra  been  made  on  enclosing  *   fire  tool  room  in 
the  garage.     It  is  thought  there  will  be  enourh  lumber  loft  from  the 
roof  Job  to  complete  this  room. 

Approaches  to  Monument  Area.     The  gravel  and  dirt  abroach   roads 
continue  to  he   in  f-  lr  condition,    though  rou^h  and  corrupted.     No 
visitor  complaint  has  been  heard  about   these  roads,   so   they  must  not  be 
too  bad. 

Interpretive  Service.     Approximately  1600  visitors  were  contacted 
in  the  Headquarters  museum,   and  a  few  more  on  p°trol  anJ  at  Mr  a sal 
Point.     The  Happiness  Tours,   which  make  Chiricahua   their  only  stop  in 
Arizona,   got  off  to  a  slow  start  on  June  18  with   som<?5"  visitors  who 
came  by  bus  and  h'  d  little  time  on  the  monument,   due  to  a  late  train. 
Custodian  Cooke  took  them  on  a  guided  trip  of  the  Masse i  loint  area. 
On  June  1,   Custodian  Cooke  made  a   tour  of  the   Echo  Canyon  trail   with  a 
party  of  15  newspaper  men  end   their  families,   up  from  a  convention   at 
Douglas . 

Travel  Trends.        This  months  figures  snowed  an   increase  of  about 
30#  over  last  month,   and  25<£  over  this  month  last  year,    in   travel.

ftftTHER:  As  was  expected  the  weather  this  month  has  been  dry  and  windy 


with  a  great  range  in  temperature.  liAximuo  reached  89  degrees  on  the  16th 
and  theminimum  dropped  to  33  degrees  on  the  2nd.  The  totel  preoipitation 
amounted  to  .51  inches. 

TRAV2L:   Travel  during  the  1947  fiscal  year  shows  an  increase  of  27£ 
OTeeT  that  of  1946.  A  total  of  359  people  arrived  at  the  monument  in  101 
oars  from  18  states  and  one  foreign  country.  The  tour  of  the  inscriptions 
was  made  by  343  people  and  20  of  this  number  went  on  top  to  see  the  '  uins. 
Sixteen  people  arrived  only  for  information.  The  total  guide  time  amounted 
to  88  hours  and  5  minutes. 

APPROACH  R0;l  :   The  20  mile  stretch  between  Gallup  and  the  uni  Indian 


enervation  was  bladed  on  June  15th  *  16th  and  the  Indian  arvice  is 
completing  repairs,  started  last  fall,  on  three  miles  looeted  in  the 
Reservation.  This  approach  road  is  in  better  shape  than  usual,  but  is 
still  frightening  to  the  average  tourist.  The  road  from  Grants  to  the 
Ice  Caves  was  bladed  during  the  first  two  «eeks  in  June  and  this  stretch 
is  still  in  fair  condition,  but  the  last  18  miles  on  to  the  Hock  discourages 
many  visitors. 

JKKEL;   llr,   Killlam  R.  cott  entered  on  duty  June  17th.  as  Seasonal 
Ranger.  He  arrived  at  a  time  when  everything  here  we  definitely  N  *FU 
and  any  ordinary  person  would  have  left  the  same  day.  However  Bill  Is 
certainly  not  en  ordinary  person  In  any  respect  and  we  are  very  fortunate 
to  have  him  with  us,  and  appreciate  all  that  he  has  done  to  help  us  out 
of  a  tight  spot. 

T-.F  ANALYSIS;   Samples  of  our  water  supply  are  now  being  taken  at 
regular  bi-weekly  intervals  and  sent  to  the  lab.  in  lbuquer  ue.  For  the 
two  periods  in  the*  month  the  report  has  shown  the  water  In  the  sandstone 
pool  to  be  contaminated  but  safe  at  the  Custodian's  Residence.  Contihous 
ohlorlnatlon  Is  necessary.  ne  have  been  unable  to  decide  whether  we  prefer 
the  mellow  taste  of  the  algae  or  the  stimulating  fumes  of  the  chlorine. 
The  combination  of  the  two  we  can  definitely  recommend  to  anybody  who 
Isn't  very  thirsty. 

;;p:CI\L  4CTIVITIK £ :   The  Harry  Pictures  Inc.  completed  their  filming 
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c:??C1M.   ^OTITITIF-S  oontd:   here  on  June  26th.  but  their  work  ore*  wes 
here  for  two  more  days  dismantling  sets  and  cleaning  the  grounds.  Three 
more  days  were  spent  with  them  on  seeding  and  obliteration  work.  More 
planting  remain I  to  be  done,  but  a  little  moisture  is  needed  for  this 
job.  The  owner  of  the  two  inscriptions  put  on  the  Pook  during  the 
motion  picture  activities  w»~  located  in  Gallup,  contacted  and  requested 
to  return  to  the  monument  -nd  remove  his  name.

Visitors  this  month  totaled  261. 
Travel  year  to  date        1438 

Weather.  This  makes  five  consecutive  years  of  drought  in  this  area  and  the 
country  in  general  is  approaching  rapidly  in  appearance  the  dust-bowl  era  of  the 
nineteen  thirties*  Many  people,  in  this  section,  continue  to  leave  in  an  effort 
to  find  some  means  of  livelihood  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  High  winds  and 
great  eloude  of  dust  appear  almost  daily.  The  entire  montn  has  been  very  dry  and 
dusty.  High  temperature  for  the  past  month  was  92  and  low  41* 

Roads.  The  approach  road  from  Mountainair  is  in  fair  condition*  However*  the  road 
from  Carrizozo  has  been  blocked  to  traffic  most  of  the  month*  Tourist  coming  from 
the  South,  who  have  not  been  warned  of  road  conditions,  find  themselves  stuck  for 
several  hours  in  deep  sands  before  help  can  be  obtained*  Constant  moving  sands 
will  fill  the  highway  within  a  few  hours  fifter  a  passage-way  has  been  made  by  the 
Highway  Department.  The  Custodian  recently  borrowed  a  heavy  road  maintainor  from 
the  State  Highway  Department  for  use  on  the  entrance  road  to  the  monument  and  it 
is  now  in  excellent  shape. 

Travel*  This  month  shows  a  nice  increase  over  the  previous  month  of  May  in  spite  of 
bad  roads  and  sand  storms.  Instate  visitors  numbered  185  and  cutstate  visitors  76. 
There  were  a  total  of  69  ears  with  instate  numbering  49  and  outs t ate  £0*  6  people 
walked  out  to  the  monument*  Ve  had  only  2  visitors  from  the  Armed  Forces* 

Guide  and  Contact  Service.  261  visitors  were  conducted  through  the  rmins  on  69 
guided  tours.  The  average  time  spent  by  eaeh  party  was  67  minuted.  Total  contact 
time  of  77  hours* 

Special  Activities.  At  1:30  A*M.  on  the  morning  of  June  9,  loud  knocking  on  the 
door  of  the  custodian's  residence  disrupted  peaceful  slumber.  The  visitors  proved 
to  be  three  doctors  from  New  Jersey  who  wished  to  be  shown  around ^even  at  the 
unusual  hour.  Securing  all  available  flashlights  a  guided  tour  was  made  through 
the  ruins  and  one  hour  later  (2:30A*M*)  our  visitors,  who  said  they  intended  to 
visit  all  the  National  Parks  and  Monuments  in  the  United  States,  went  merrily  on 
their  way  expressing  high  praise  for  the  excellent  service  and  courteous  treatment 
always  shown  by  the  National  Fark  Service* 

Maintenance  and  Administration.  Deweeding  of  the  ruins  rooms  continued  as  time 
permitted  and  loose  fallen  stones  were  placed  baek  in  the  walls  in  their  original 
positions.  Received  two  badly  needed  6:50-16  tires  from  Walnut  Canyon*  Delivered 
several  urgent  telephone  messages-some  up  to  15  miles  distance  from  the  monument* 
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Painted  and  relettered  more  directional  road  signs  una  placed  them  on  both 
approach  roads.  Cleaned  one  cistern  and  overhauled  deep  well  pump*

weather,     The  weather  for  this  report  period  should  have  occurred  in  March, 
as  there  were  the  most  severe  wind  storms  felt  todate.     The  major  part  of 
the  month  was  very  cloudy  and  with  considerable  moisture  falling.     Rain 
fell  on  May  27,   29  and  31;   June  19  and  21.     Snow  mixed  with  rain  fell  on 
May  28,  June  11,   12  and  18.     These  snows  recovered  the  tope  of  the  Sangre 
de  Oris to  range  and  between  both  snows  and  rains,   the  Medano  Creek  is 
running  with  a  steady  flow.     The  San  Luis  valley  is  nearly  afloat  from 
all  moisture  and  crops  are  correspondingly  retarded.     Very  strong  south- 
vest  winds  blew  on  June  8,  9  and  11  which  caused  all  care  driving  up  the 
long  elope  into  the  headquarter  area  to  boll  and  have  engine  trouble. 

The  Denver  weather  Bureau  has  written  saying  that  when  equipment  is 
available,  a  cooperative  weather  station  will  be  established  at  this  area. 

.at  8200  feet  elevation,   we  hope  that  summer  will  arrive  and  stay 
awhile.     The  oil  stove  in  the  basement  was  shut  off  on  June  24,   when  the 
weather  had  warmed  up  enough  for  the  house  to  remain  comfortable.     Most 
days  during  the  month  were  quite  cool;   with  the  maximum  temperature 
estimated  at  75  degrees.     Grass  and  wildflowers  in  the  area  are  abundant 
with  all  the  moisture  they  have  received. 

iRAVaL.     One  thousand,  nine  hundred  eighty-one  visitors  in  four  hundred 
twenty-seven  cars  visited  the  Sand  Dunes  during  this  report  period.     Two 
girls  rode  horses  into  the  area,  which  brings  the  total  visitation  to 
1933.     Thirty-five  states  were  represented.     Three  members  of  the  armed 
force  were  counted.     One  thousand,  one  hundred  seventy- two  people  took 
advantage  of  the  camp  and  picnic  area,   and  of  these  fifty-seven  camped 
over  night.     Three  written  requests  were  answered. 

mCfl&ASa  IS  TR/iViiL.      For  June,   1946,    the  record   shows  216  cars  and 
715  visitors. 

Rv «*ito •     It  is  understood  that  the  State  Highway  Department  and  Travel 
Bureaus  in  Denver,   received  so  many  complaints  concerning  the  entrance 
road  into  this  monument,    that  the  District  Supervisor  made  a  special 
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trip  to  the  Sand  Danes  to  cheat  on  the  road  personally.     He  arrived  on 
June  10  and  during  our  conversation,   mention  was  made  of  the  effort 
being  made  to  obtain  four  rail- road  irons  to  enable  me  to  drag  and 
maintain  the  five  miles  of  road  in  the  monument.     On  June  13,   a  six 
rail- road  iron  drag  was  delivered,   and  that  afternoon  was  devoted  to 
road  work  with  considerable  smoothing  of  corregation  as  a  result.

Then  on  June  16,   the  Colorado  State  Highway  grader  came  out  to 
he  headquarter  area.     He  returned  again  on  June  19  and  graded  and 
widened  the  road  into   the  picnic  area.     The  entire  afternoon  was  soent 
in  removing  all  roc*  he  had  up-rooted.

Again  on  June  20,  24  and  25,  the  grader  made  its  appearance  to 
this  area,  and  as  this  is  being  written,  the  road  is  receiving  more 
attention. 


The  road  from  the  Mo sea  turn-off  to  the  San  Luis  Lake  was  under 
water  (running-board  deep)  on  June  22  and  the  Zapata  Creek  over  flowed 
and  washed  a  section  out  of  the  road  a  short  distance  from  our  entrance 
gate.     This  condition  plus  complaint 3  has  produced  great  results  todate 
and  the  road  will  soon  be  in  excellent  condition. 

COMPLEX ix'TS.     Yerbal  complaints  are  still  being  made  in  regards  to  the 
unfinished  rest-rooms  at  the  checking  station.     It  is  hoped  that  funds 
will  be  made  available  during  the  1948  fiscal  year  to  remedy  this  bad 
situation. 

Road  conditions  were  also  complained  about  until  the  advent  of  the 
state  grader  working  on  the  road.  Visitors  stopped  complaining  as  soon 
as  they  saw  some  work  being  done. 

AaJHrtibULOGY.     Ho  further  developments  have  been  noted  in  the  Alamosa 
State  College  excavations.     *n  Oregon  visitor  found  two  nicely  made 
points  on  the  Upper  Medano.

ACTIVITIES.     With  the  great  lncreaee  in  visitation,  only  routine  maintenance 
and  especially  vital  projects  were  accomplished. 

The  Dodge  4x2  pickup  was  repaired  and  obtained  from  the  Heifte  Oarage  in 
"osca.     It  was  found  to  have  a  crack  along  the  cam  shaft  and  into  the  tappet 
bearings.     With  this  condition,   the  pickup  may  last  a  year  or  break  down  at 
anytime,   resulting  in  the  need  for  an  entire  new  block. 

The  office  floor  was  given  tow  coats  of  gray  paint;   the  two  desks  were 
uncrated,  washed  and  waxed.     After  a  considerable  struggle,   they  were  carried 
in  and  arranged  as  conveniently  as  possible  in  the  small  room.     The  metal 
file  cases  were  also  washed  and  waxed;    these  will  have  to  be  bolted  together. 

.During  spare  time  and  between  visitors,   a  start  has  been  made  on  putting 
the  filee  into  good  shape.     The  folders  are  of  legal  size  and  must  be  cut 
down  to  fit  the  file  cases. 

The  hall  and  dining  room  of  the  custodian's  residence  received  its 
first  coat  of  paint.     One  coat  is  not  enough,   but  another  coat  will  be 
apulied  in  the  far  distant  future. 

Gleaning  up  of  the  two  picnic  areas  and  hauling  of  garbage  is  now  a 
major  maintenance  job.     Extra  barrels  are  badly  needed  in  both  areas. 

Only  a  half  a  day  has  been  spent  on  filling  in  the  water-line  trench. 

▲  bazrel  of  gasoline  for  the  light  plant  and  one-half  ton  of  nut  coal 
were  hauled. 

Both  3  KW  light  plants  were  moved  to  a  better  position  in  the  light 
plant  room  and  they  were  placed  and  bolted  to  a  platform.     Wonder  what 
it  would  be  like  to  have  a  permanent  ranger  here  who  could  lift  his  share 
of  450  pounds?     The  wires  were  run  through  pipe  which  lead  to  the  switcn. 
The  newer  plant  was  put  into  operation  and  both  will  be  alternately  used. 
a  work-bench  is  under  slow  construction  in  this  room. 

Three  bids  were  issued  for  an  8  cubic  foot  propane  ice  box  and  one 
copy  of  the  bid  was  posted  in  the  Alamosa  post-office.     Little  hope  is 
held  that  this  sice  box  can  be  obtained.     We  haven't  eaten  from  cans 
since  our  Hovenweep  days. 

Purchase  orders  were  issued  for  needed  paint,   lumber  for  signs, 
linseed  oil,   turpentine,  welding,   some  hardware  and  other  small  items. 
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The  repaired  typewriter  was  received  and  also  flags,   fire  extinguisher 
fluid  and  viaitor  registration  book  cover.     At  long  last,   a  barrel  pump 
was  obtained  and  will  save  an  aching  back. 

As  tine  permits,   contact  will  be  made  with  Mr.  Howard  Linger  in 
regards  to  a  correction  deed  needed  to  establish  the  water  rights  for 
Mo  sea  and  Morris  Qulch  ip  rings. 

Also  there  Is  needed  information  to  be  obtained  from  the  Alamosa 
County  records  in  regards  to  land  and  boundaries. 

The  Memorial  Day  week-end  is  expected  to  be  repeated  on  July  4 
week-end.     The  previous  week-end  brought  in  315  visitors,  many  campers 
and  the  usual  hauling  of  water  for  boiling  radiators  and  helpful  shovel 
work  In  extracting  oars  stuck  In  the  sand  of  the  picnic  ground. 

Although  gasoline  is  not  yet  rationed  in  Colorado,  no  doubt  the 
Midwest  rationing  will  bring  about  a  decrease  In  the  number  of  people 
we  have  been  having  from  that  section  of  the  country. 

A  pat  on  the  back  goes  to  Custodian  Hastings,  who  after  reading  of 
my  plight  with  water  line  and  small  wrenches,   sent  and  gave  me  his 
personal  worn  and  battered  24  Inch  wrench  to  complete  the  Job.     a 
final  twist  and  turn  with  said  wrench  completely  tightened  the  union 
id  wrench  withstood  the  test. 

PUBLICATIONS.  There  are  on  hand,  63  of  the  mimeographed  informational 
leaflets.  Fifteen  copies  were  requested  by  the  Department  of  Geology, 
at  Western  State  Teachers  College. 

It  Is  hoped  that  the  Naturalist  Division  can  prepare  some  sort  of 
mimeographed  sheet  or  funds  can  be  available  to  publish  the  two-fold 
-which  is  needed  very  badly  at  this  area.

There  follows  the  monthly  report  of  activities  at  Monte tuma  Castle 
well  for  the  month  of  June,  1947*

General  Humorous  vieitora  were  attracted  to  the  Wwdm  Valley  en  June  22 
when  a  smoke  stack  at  the  old  Verde  Extension  Smelter  at  Clemenceau  was 
blasted  to  the  ground*  The  Clemenceau  Airport  is  nearby  and  the  four 
hundred  foot  staok  bad  been  decalred  a  hasard  to  night  flying*  It  was 
estimated  that  6000  people  had  their  attention  focused  on  the  staok  at 
3:00  ?*K*  when  several  hundred  pounds  of  dynamite  brought  It  tumbling 
straight  down  to  the  ground  with  a  resultant  cloud  of  dust  that  resembled 
an  atomlo  bomb  explosion* 

We  are  again  encountering  numerous  Trlatomes,  alias  cone-nose  bugs, 
assassin  bugs,  Chinese  bed  bugs,  etc.  However  we  are  not  sure  that  any- 
one has  been  bitten.

There  follows  a  report  of  aotivities  in  Organ  Pipe  Cactus  Rational 
Monument  for  the  month  of  June,  1947. 


WEATHER. 

June  has  been  rexy  nice  ac  a  whole  with  only  three  days  reaching  above 
100  degrees.  High  for  the  month  was  105  on  both  the  15th  and  16th*  Nights 
remained  oool  with  a  low  of  53  reached  on  the  1st  and  again  on  the  22nd* 
Qigh  winds  on  the  20th  oaueed  a  peculiar  situation  which  we  had  never  experi- 
enced here  before*  Although  little  dust  was  raised  in  our  general  area  the 
air  was  completely  filled  with  a  dust  hase  which  remained  for  two  days  follow- 
ing* No  precipitation  fell  and  only  one  day  during  the  period  was  partly 
cloudy  • 

SPECIAL  ACTIVITIES i 

T&e  6r«ater  part  of  the  month  was  taken  up  witn  the  trapping  and 
counting  of  cattle  on  the  monument*  witn  tne  assistance  of  Forester  Ratcliff , 
Naturalist  Sullivan, and  Ranger  Steele,  all  cattle  were  trapped  and  counted  at 
tne  water  holes  with  a  final  count  of  806  being  determ  ned  as  on  the  monument* 
work  on  this  project  wea  started  on  June  1  and  completed  on  June  17,  with  work 
being  carried  on  24  hours  per  day* 

TRAVEL i 

Out  of  state  travel  has  about  stopped  for  the  summer}  however,  some 
local  travel  is  still  coming  in  as  are  those  stopping  on  their  way  through 
to  the  gulf  for  fishing*  Total  travel  through  the  area  for  the  month  was 
7292  ,  bringing  the  travel  year  to  t>2b67  •  54  persons  stopped  at  headquarters 
and  received  interpretation  service. 

OENERALs 

With  the  settle  count  taking  up  most  of  the  month,  little  esse  was 
accomplished  other  than  to  *eep  office  routine  ourrent  and  the  S*  A  M.  project 
going*  At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  firs  miles  of  fence  will  have  been 
completed  along  the  wist  boundary  on  the  s.A  II.  program*  Some  unexpectedly 
rooky  terrain  has  slowed  the  project  some  as  holes  have  had  to  be  punched 
before  posts  oould  be  driven* 

Mr.  Emmett  and  Mr*  Roberson  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  industry,  called  at 
the  office  to  work  out  cooperative  fence  projects  along  the  International 
Boundary*  The  section  along  organ  Pipe  is  probably  the  most  critical  of  all 
border  areas  as  far  as  the  drift  of  Mexican  cattle  across  the  border  is  con- 
cerned* It  is  hoped  that  something  may  be  worked  out  for  the  benefit  of  both 
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agencies • 

Work  on  the  new  building  of  the  Luke  soenio  easement  strip  is  nearly 
compl*t«d  and  additional  improvements  are  being  started  on  the  private 
property*  acquests  for  aooass  roads  ware  presented  for   consideration  to 
oarry  out  a  subdivision  plan  on  this  land* 

It  is  announced  through  the  Bureau  of  Land  ttsnageuent  that  560  aores 
in  2£  and  6  aore  business  and  homesltes  will  be  opened  up  on  the  public 
lands  at  the  junction  of  the  monument  highway  and  the  Tucson  road*  All  of

MEMORANDUM  for  the  Regional  Director, 

Region  Three, 

There  follows  the  MONTHLY  NARRATIVE  R2P0RT  of  activities  at 
Snguaro  National  Monument  for  the  month  of  June,  1947. 

1BA.THER.     Days  were  generally  clear,  cloudless,  and  warm,  with  dally 
maximums  ranging  from  91  to  99  decrees  •  *16ftyy  lightning  storm  occurred 
on  the  afternoon  of  the  17th,  followed  by  a  not-so-dry  storm  the  fol- 
lowing day,  when  #48  inch  of  precipitation  in  the  form  of  rain  and  hail 
was  recorded  at  the  Mica  Mountain  Tower  weather  station;  only  a  trace 
of  moisture  fell  at  Headquarters,     Nights  have  been  cooler  than  usual 
for  this  time  of  the  year.     The  Tucson  weather  station  has  recorded 
less  than  one  inch  of  rain  since  January  1,  and  almost  daily  radio  news 
items  and  newspaper  articles  are  stressing  the  critical  ground  water 
conditions  throughout  the  state, 

INSPECTIONS.  Forester  Rat cliff  and  Naturalist     ullivan  of  the  Regional 
Office  were  in  for  the  afternoon  of  June  20,  and  paid  a  further  visit 
to  the  Madrona  Canyon  area  on  the  morning  of  the  22nd.     Grazing  and 
wildlife  problems,   including  "pigs",  were  discussed.     Other,  unofficial, 
NPS  visitors  were  Clair  and  Mrs.  Cook,   of  Chiricahua,  who  arrived  on  the 
10th. 

MAINTENANCE.     Ma intenanceman  Ollie  Barney,  and  his  one-man  trail  crew 
spent  tho  entire  month  clearing  irindfalls  from  the  Cow-head  Saddle  trail, 
and  brushing  out  this  and  other  trail  which  can  be  reached  from  their 
headquarters  at  Manning  Camp  R.S.     In  all,   sixteen  railed  of  trail  v;ere 
re-brushed,   and  fairly  heavy  maintenance  applied  to  the  so-called  Fire 
trail  which  leads  under  Spud  Rock,   on  the  north  side.     Trails  which  can 
only  be  reached  by  establishment  of  camps  elsewhere  will  have  to  be  neg- 
lected this  year,  since  the  only  spring  on  the  mountain  which  has  not 
been  dry  since  early  May  is  the  one  at  Manning  Camp.     Five  nan-days  was 
spent  on  telephone  maintenance;  the  line  works  satisfactorily  to  the 
lookouts,  but  we  are  unable  to  hear  town  after  8  or  9  /..M.  each  day. 
Ranger  Fulton  spent  several  days  overhauling  building  fire  protection 
installations  at  Madrona  R.S.,  and,  with  the   assistance  of  tho  Packer, 
George  Hilliard,  replaced  two  of  the  mangers  at  the  Madrona  Barn.     Ful- 
ton also  spent  three  days  overhauling  the  engine,  pump,  and  water  sys- 
tem at  Madrona  Canyon,  and  is  now  beginning  work  on  a  temporary  shelter 
for  our  two  now  3-KW  generators  there.

There  follows  a  report  of  activities  at  Sunset  Crater  National 
T.onument  for  the  month  of  June,  1947: 

Visitors  this  month:   1727  Travel  Year  to  date:  5914 

Travel :  Visitation  continues  on  the  increase  in  keeping  with  the 
steady  influx  of  visitors  to  other  points  of  interest  in  the  Flagstaff 
area,  304  more  visitors  oame  to  the  area  this  month  than  were  recorded 
for  June  of  1948,  an  increase  of  17,6  %   for  the  month  over  last  year* 

Roads:   Continued  dry  weather,  heavy  travel  use  and  lack  of  maintenance 
have  taken  t'  eir  toll  on  the  entranoo  road.  It  has  become  very  to 
and  in  many  places  large  chuek  holes  have  made  the  going  rost  disagreeable • 
Several  oars  have  gotten  stuck  and  Nave  been  pulled  out  of  these  holes, 
but  in  spite  of  tiiis  road  oondition  the  visitors  still  coine. 

The  last  week  of  the  month  we  were  able  to  do  9t>r*   road  work, 
hauling  between  thirty  and  forty  lofde  of   clay  and  filling  the  worst  spots 
so  that  at  least  we  no  longer  will  have  to  maintain  a  towing  service. 
It  is  hoped  the  local  weather  prophets,  that  expect  rain  over  the  4th 
of  July,  will  find  their  predictions  coming  true.  Kaybe  some  of  that 
moisture  will  come  our  way  so  that  some  definite  road  maintenance  can 
be  accomplished.   The  7;upatkl  back  road  remains  closed  to  the  visitor 
because  of  the  dryness  of  the  deep  cinder. 

General:  At;  long  last  residence  has  been  established  at  Sunset  Crater. 
The  Uptons  moved  into  tent  quarters  on  the  19th  and  things  are  beginning 
to  take  some  semblance  of  order. 

Regular  interpretive  service  will  now  be  offered.  That  together  with 
the  many  other  necessary  tasks  with  the  planning  and  development  of  the 
area  will  not  allow  tine  to  hanfc  idly  on  the  hands.

Follows  the  monthly  narrative  report  for  Tumaoaoori  National  Sfcnument 
for  the  month  of  June,  1947: 

WLATHER  CONDITIONS:   No  rain.  Hottest  day  104  on  June  16.  Coldest  day 
%v   on  ^ay  a»« 

MAINTENANCE:  Other  than  routine,  a  large  drainage  ditch  was  dug  to 
connect  the  drains  under  the  two  sides  of  our  approach  area.  Repairs 
to  linoleum  flooring  were  made  in  the  11 Ting  room  of  the  ranger  house. 

AND  EDUCATION:  Plant  labels  hare  been  installed  for  most  of  the 


plant  species  in  our  patio  garden.  Sticks  are  made  from  old  orange  crates, 
with  one  planed  side,  then  Unseeded,  and  the  lettering  applied  with  our 
Leroy  lettering  set.  They  are  very  nice  looking,  and  elicit  favorable 
comment. 

Two  of  the  old  molinas  (grist  mill  upper  and  nether  stones)  were 
fixed  up  to  give  a  more  graphic  idea  of  how  they  operated.  Stakes  have 
been  driven  into  the  peripheral  holes  of  the  upper  stone,  and  the  nether 
stone  has  been  set  up  on  a  stone  foundation  about  a  foot  above  ground, 
rith  a  lime  mortar  trough  around  it,  and  a  slab  and  lime  spout.  This 
illustrates  how  the  meal  working  out  from  the  center  would  fall  Into 
the  trough,  and  could  then  be  swept  around  to  the  spout  into  a  basket. 
The  set-up  is  based  on  a  photo  of  mtlinas  in  place  at  Qnitovaqulto,  on 
the  Mexican  border  west  of  Nogales. 

Timbers  of  a  life  size  model  of  an  arrastra  (the  old  type  ore  mill) 
which  ws-r--  built  on  the  grounds  ten  years  ago  by  former  Custodian  Caywood, 
were  so  rotten  they  were  taken  down,  and  the  circular  trough  of  the  bass 
has  been  covered  with  dirt.  The  arrastra  is  better  shown  by  a  miniature 
in  the  museum,  anyway,  and  I  feel  that  an  arrastra  on  the  grounds  places 
undue  emphasis  on  the  very  theoretical  mining  activities  of  the  mission 
priests.

''eather.     Try  c;r.d  v.'indy.    Several  trees  wore  blovm  down,    some  damag- 
ing telephone  line.     Ore  that  went  down  between  the  comfort  station  and 
the  parking  area  left  quite  a  r.ap  in  the  ve<*etation. 

There  are  numerous  oomplaints  about  the  bad  corrugations  in  the 
entrance  roads.     They  are  so  dry  that  blading  is  almost  useless. 

Visitors.     Of  the  2,691  total,   1,87£  made  the  ruins  trip  unattend- 
ed.    Seventy  one  parties,   3£3  people,   used  the  picnic  area,     ''embers  of 
a  class  in  Conservation  from  the  Arizona  otae  Teechers  Colle-e,    and  a 
geology  class  from  Princeton,    vers  both  here  on  June  23. 

Personnel,  x  ifty  man-days  of  per  diem  labor  have  been  expended  on 
various  project?..  Two  electricians  were  hired  several  days  to  complete 
wiring  of  buildings  and  make  connections  with  the  underground  cable. 

Projects.     Kost  of  the  telephone  line  has  been  overhauled,   and  is 
in  better  condition  than  for  several  years.     83.95  tons  of  cinders  have 
been  hauled  and  spread  on  parking  lot,   trails  an^.  -round  fireboxes*  in 
picnic  area.     Two  badly  needed  water  hydiants  have  \  ••-■■-      Lftfti    lied,    one 
in  picnic  area  and  one  just  outside  the  administration  building.     Laterials 
needed  for  repairing  the  water  trunk  lins  never  arrived,    so  little  was 
accomplished  on  that  project.     The  project  of  installing  the  underground 
power  cable  is  as  complete  as  can  be  done  until  the  power  line  poles  are 
in  place.     We  have  electricity  frcm  a  5  hV>  plant   in  the  administration 
building  *nd  comfort  station  as  v;ell  as  in  the  residences.     Three  wirss 
were  laid  to  the  bouses,    should  ,e  ever  need  to  use  an  electric  stove.

Weather t  Unusual  weather  conditions  prevailed  during  the  month.  The  days, 
for  the  most  part,  were  coeler  than  usual]  clouds  appeared  in  the  sky 
almost  every  day,  except  when  Photographer  Oeorpe  Great  was  here*  There 
were  even  several  traces  of  precipitation. 

tfoadsj  the  roads  werr  dusty  and  "washboarded"  and  the  source  of  considerable 
complaint.  No  work  was  performed,  except  at  Sunset  Crater.  The  approach 
from  Sunset  Crater  is  safe  enough  for  experienced  drivers  and  will  probably 
be  in  fair  shape  for  the  average  visitor  shortly  after  the  rains  begin. 

Travel :  Visitor  use  shows  an  increase  of  25"'  over  last  year  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  the  Budeet  Crater  approach  is  closed,  &ore  of  our  visitors  are 
families  definitely  on  a  vacation  than  at  any  tir.e  since  the  beginning 
of  the  war.  The  influx  of  teachers  seems  especially  heavy*  Average  contact 
time  is  down  simply  because  we  cannot  ignore  other  aspects  of  the  iob  to 
spend  the  desired  amount  of  tiras  with  visitors. 

Public  Relations:  A  lecture  on  the  history  and  organization  of  the  National 
Park  Service  was  given  in  the  course  or.  Conservation  of  Natural  Resources 
at  Aritona  State  Collere  in  Flagstaff.  This  was  part  of  a  cooperative 
program  by  personnel  from  Grand  Canyon  National  Park  and  Walnut  Canyon 
ional  Monu.-ent.

Talks:  Regularly  scheouled  talks  within  Service  areas  presenteo  either  by  Service  personnel  or  by  outsioe 
speakers  under  service  sponsorship.  not  to  include  any  talks  made  as  part  of  a  conducted  trip  or  other 
interpretive  device. 

attsrdeo  Interpretive  Stations;  Actual  count  of  persons  usiu  the  station  (library,  contact  station,  exhibit 
rooms,  study  collections,  etc.),  count  being  ha0e  by  service  personnel  in  attendance.  checking  stations 
or  offices  dispensing  information  rather  thar  interpretive  service  should  not  be  considered  as  attended 
interpretive  stations.""

rules  and  regulations  of  the  area,  and  the  utilization  of  these  facilities  by  the  public*  it  includes 
oata  on  routes  and  roads,  hotel  accommodations,  bus  ano  train  schedules,  and  similar  matters  outsoe  of 
the  area  regaroing  which  visitors  inquire. 

interpretation  is  an  accurate  explanation  of  the  manifestations  of  natural  history  ano  human  history  found 
within  the  area. 

unattended  interpretive  devices;  urder  this  heading  should  be  estimated  as  accurately  as  possi3le  all  visitors 
usin6  exhi3its-in-place,  orientation  stations,  ano  overlooks,  wayside  shelters  housing  interpretive  de- 
vices, trailsioe  exhibits,  8elf-gui9mg  nat'jre  trails  and  auto  caravan  routes,  and  the  like  at  which 
Service  persorhel  is  hot  or  duty.  Historical  areas  will  find  in  mary  cases  that  this  sector  of  the  form 
does  hot  apply.
